EIGHT HOURS FOR EMPLOYERS. 

There is one phase of the eight-hour ques- 
tion which seems to have hitherto escaped 
the attention of the men who are agitating in 
favor of that measure. It is the fact that the 
proposed reduction in the hours of labor 
would not only lessen by one-fifth the pro- 
ductiveness of the employed, and of the 


proportion the effective power of a large 
number of the employing class. According 
to the census of 1880 there were in the 
United States about two hundred and fifty 
thousand establishments, not including master 
builders, in or on which ten or more persons 
are engaged in processes that are intended 
to give greater value to the material they 
operate upon. Each of these establishments, 
in order to be successful, must have some 
responsible head, who has a direct pecuniary 
interest in the concern; and many of them 
have more than one such. In the larger es- 
tablishments this arrangement may not in- 
elude the principal proprietor, but it is more 
likely to take in several parties cach one of 
whom has a subordinate interest. Without 


these days of close competition, which causes 
the question of gain or loss te turn upon the 
small items of saving in material and extra 
exertion by the worker who is under the eye 
of the employer. 

The number of these persons of the em- 
ploying class who thus work every day With 
or among their men may be safely esti- 
mated to exceed a million. All of them 
work at least ten hours and many of them 
nearer to eleven, averaging half an hour be- 
fore and after the hour at which the regular 
hired hands begin and quit work. They are 
occupied in planning and arranging at one 
end of the day and in picking up loose ends 
at the.other—rising early and sitting up late, 
and eating thé bread of carefulness in order 
to avoid being left behind in the race which 
becomes closer and closer as the years roll 
by. To the greater number of these porsous 
a shortening of the hours of the wage-worker 
would involve a corresponding reduction in 
the time which they would be able to devote 
usefully to the business. It would not pay 
them to have the machinery running with 
nine-tenths of it unattended to, even if they 
could induce the engineer to fire up for their 
accommodation—which they could not, if he 
were a true Knight“ of Labor. They 
must perforce be idle with the rest. This, 
if nothing else, would render it absolutely 


wage per hour which most of the workers 
seem to expect would be the result of de- 
creased competition among them for employ- 
ment, except by adding correspondingly to 
the selling price of the products. It is easy 
to see that the inevitable result would be a 
large addition to the price of all which the 
worker had to buy. 

The shortening of the candle by burning it 
at both ends at once must inevitably be fol- 
lowed by a relative enhancement of the cost 
of living, of which the eight-hour advocates 
do not seem to have ever seriously thought. 
If one set of men engaged in one department 
of manufacturing “industry could obtain the 
„reform“ for themselves while all the rest 
were compelled to labor on as before there 
might be some reason for expecting a benefit 
to the particular lucky ones, however un- 
worthily selfish the wish to prosper at the 
expense of other workers. But this is 
neither possible nor contemplated. If it 
turns out that the shortening of the hours of 
labor by one-fifth is good for the workman it 
should also be good for the employer, as he 
will mark up the prices of his wares to cor- 
respond with the increased cost of produc- 
tion; but if in consequence of this dearness 
he finds a market for fewer goods or fe 


employment at satisfactory wages to his 
force of men? Here is where the disap- 
pointment will make its appearance. 
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A GRAVE IMPENDING INDUSTRIAL 
CHANGE, 

There is every indication that the eight- 
hour system will be generally adopted in the 
cities soon after May 1 by persons employ- 
ing trades-union laborers or workmen. It is 
in the power of the organized laborers to fix 
the number of hours they are willing to work 
by concerted action. No man can be forced 
to work any greater number of hours than he 
sees fit, and there is no reason to suppose 
that the workmen will fail to secure the 
eight-hour system if they unite in demand- 
ing it. The disposition to do so is very 
strong, and it may be regarded as practically 
certain that the changed state of affairs will 
be inaugurated in a few weeks. The im- 
pending change is one of grave character, 
aud itis of the first importance that work- 
men should not be misled by exaggerated an- 
ticipations of the good it will do them. 

The immediate effect of the eight-hour sys- 
tem will be to give workmen an increased 
amount of leisure, but no addition to the com- 
forts of life, even if receiving ten hours’ pay. 
Those w re pinched now and find it diffi- 
cult to secute the comforts they desire will 
realize no additional comfarts from reducing 
the „ours of labor because the pay may be 
the same. The new system, even in its most 
favorable aspect, offers no pecuniary advan- 
tage to those who complain that they are un- 
able to secure a satisfactory share of the nec- 
essaries or comforts of life; for, instead of 
better shelter, food, or clothing, it offers 
them merely two hours more leisure each 
day. Such,.we believe, is all that is pre- 
dicted for the eight-hour system, even by its 
most enthusiastic advocates; none of the con- 
servative leaders claim more than that toil 
will be reduced while wages remain the same. 
No advantage is promised those who think 
themselves underpaid and desire more com- 
forts than they have at present. 

But unless the doctrines taught by Adam 
Smith, John Stuart Mill, Walker, P 
and the other great political economists are 
erroneous, a general reduction in the hours 
of labor cannot be effected without either a 
loss of wages or a depreciation of their pur- 
chasing power. The reduction of hours of 
production creates a loss which must be 
borne by some one, and that some one is the 
whole community. Manufacturers compelled 
to pay ten hours’ wages for eight hours’ work 
can escape ruin only by advancing the price 
of their products in like proportion, and 
this can mean only an increased cost 


of living for everybody, including the 
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cles produced in the eight-hour trades will 
advance in price in the same degree that the 


hours of labor are reduced. While wages 


would remain nominally the same they 
would be reduced 20 to 25 per cent in pur- 
chasing power, and in return for two hours 
more leisure each day workmen would have 
to content themselves with one-fifth less of 
the comforts and necessaries of life than 
they now enjoy. Are they prepared for 
this? But unless the long-accepted doctrines 
of the great political economists are incor- 
rect such will be the inevitable results, 

It is asserted, however, that as the eight- 
hour system, does not extend to farmers it 
will not increase the cost of food, and that 
meat and bread at least will be as cheap as 
ever. This belief, however, comes in confllet 
with another doctrine which has been regard- 
ed as an established economic law. If farm- 
ers must sell in a cheap market and buy in a 
dear one they will cut down their purchases 
and hundreds of millions of dollars’ worth of 
manufactured articles will be left unsalable. 
But there are kinds of agricultural products 
not dependent upon the Liverpool quotations 
which will rise in price to offset the en- 
hanced cost of city-made goods—viz.: Veg- 
etables and fruits, all kinds of garden truck, 
poultry, eggs, milk, butter, cheese, veal, 
mutton, and fish, The eight-hour advocates 
may expect to see all these articles advance 
very materially. 

If the economic laws laid down by polit- 
ical economists are good for anything they 
prove that an increased cost of production 
would enhance prices, increase the cost of 
living, and depreciate the purchasing power 
of all wages that remained the same in nomi- 
nal amount, Suppose, then, the workmen, 
finding their condition made worse by the 
change to eight hours, should strike the next 
time for an increase of wages and get it. 
Just as certainly as an effect tollews its 
cause the result would be a further increase 
in the cost of living. Successful’ strikes 
for higher wages might be repeated again 
and again, but with the inevitable result of in- 
creasing the cost of living by advancing prices 
and leaving workmen just about where they 
were before, and unable to recoup themselves 
for the first loss caused by reducing the hours 
of work. If they dance they must pay the 
piper; they cannot eat their cake and keep it 
too. If workmen realize that the eight 
hour system means more leisure with less of 
the comforts of life to each one they will not 
be disappointed; for the less each worker 
does the less products will there be to divide 
or exchange for other things. Just as fast as 
workmen increase the expense of production 
employers will raise the selling price of the 
commodity. This result will be as unerring 
in building a house as in making a shoe. 
The cost of a cottage will go up as well as 
rent to mateh*the change caused by the re- 
duction of hours of labor. Let no man, 
after the great change goes into effect, say 
that he is disappointed in the results there- 
from, because a little serious reflection now 
will fereteli him exactly what will come to 


pass. 


FEMALE SHOPPING CLUBS. 

Many social philosophers have asserted 
that one of the radical distinctions between 
men and women is the tendency of the for- 
mer to aggregate themselves in clubs, partly 
from motives of human association and partly 
as a set-off to the monotony of home life, 
where all men are supposed to suffer more or 
less from female restraint or the formalities 
demanded by society. At home man is very 
likely to be under discipline and on parade. 
In the club he is, so to speak, off duty and 
in undress uniform, Of course there are fe- 
male clubs, such as the Brownings, the 
Dantes, the Goethes, the Saracens, the 
Fortnightlies, and numerous others of a sim- 
ilar character, but they are not clubs in the 
ordinary sense. These are aggregations of 
minds mostly bent upon discovering the 
whichness and whitherness of things. 


These do not count in drawing the line of 


difference, and of course should not, because 
there are some men addicted to the same 
coldly intellectual dissipation. Leavmg these 
out of consideration there is still an excep- 
tion to be taken to the distinction drawn by 
the social philosophers. 

Because there are no club-houses set apart 
for them and especially erected for their pur- 
poses it is argued that there are ho female 
clubs. The social philosophers have not 
been keen observers. ‘There are at least in 
this city four of them in a single block on 
State street, The fashionable dry-goods 
house is the female club-house, where fash- 
ionable and unfashionable women meet every 
day, rain or shine, They come in their swell 
carriages, in cabs, in omnibuses, in street- 
cars, on foot. The society woman is per- 
haps the most closely addicted to this form 
of club life, because it has pecullar advan- 
tages for her. Away from the club she can 
only associate with her set or with those 
whose cards. admit them within the 
exclusive circle. She meets them in 
receptions, at lunches, teas, kettle- 
drums, or dinners, and at certain 
specified times indicated by pasteboard 
announcements. Of course all this is mo- 
notonous, because she must always meet the 
same people, usually in the same swell 
attire, observing the same ceremonies, sitting 
down to the same menus, all identically alike 
as to powder and décolleté, saying the same 
compliments, going through the same forms 
like so many well-constructed automata. 
Society demands this and the marionets 
comply. In the dry-goods club-house, how- 
yever, they are permitted to meet those out of 
their set-—those whom they cannot invite to 
their houses and whom they do not meet m 
the other houses where they go. In their 
own set they are aristocratic; in the club- 
house democratic. In society they must ap- 


pear in dress or undress, according to rigid 


formulas; in the club-house they may dress 
as they please. 

With most of the devotees shopping is a 
polite fiction. The men and women behind 
the counters go through the form of taking 
down and unrolling goods, and the women in 
front, to a careless observer, would seem to 
be purchasing. In reality they are doing 
nothing of the sort. They are resting from 
society’s demands and in search of recrea- 
tion. The dry-goods club-house is a great 
bazaar or exehange, where they get all the 
news. They find out why others have come 
and tell what brought themselves, They 
learn the condition of each other's health. 
They obtain all the current gossip, They 
find out what this or that one is doing; 
what is the latest scandal; why Jones is 
talking of separating from Mrs. Jones, and 
why Mrs. Brown quarreled with Brown, and 
what they say” about the Smiths. It is 
ascertained where the various members are 
going this summer; what is the latest ex- 
citement in religious circles; the last new 
thing in poetry or fiction; where the best 
bargains may be obtained; the latest freaks 
of fashion in dress, table service, or decora- 
tion; the loveliest and sweetest thing in bric- 
a-brac; the cost of a Mikado outfit; what 
course they must pursue now that those hor- 
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what will be the style of hat for Easter; and 
so on, and so on, through the long catalog of 
delightful nothings that are interchanged 
under the pretense of shopping. The morn- 
ing and afternoon are devoted to the club, 
During its sessions the society woman is 
democratie and associates treely with those 
whom she cannot recognize when she returns 
home and becomes aristocratic. Were it not 
for the dry-goods club-house, with its recrea- 
tion and rest, she would gradually expire of 
ennui and boredom. Those who are in 
society are always dying to know what is 
going on out of it, and those who are out of 
it are always dying to know what is going on 
in it. Both elasses find this out in the free- 
dom of association and interchange of the 
free-for-all dry-goods club-houses. As this 
sums up their wants, evidently there is no 
need of elub-houses of the sort provided for 
men—the additional advantages enjoyed by 
the latter not being of the kind adapted to 
women under the present limitations of 
woman’s rights. 


THE IRISH LAND DIFFICULTY 
AGAIN. 

It seems quite clear from some passages in 
the speeghes of Mr. Trevelyan and Mr. 
Chamberlain that the solution of the Anglo- 
Irish problem must needs turn on the land- 
lord-tenant dispute once more. The agrarian 
difficulty is after all the vital issue. The 
questions of imperial and Irish finance, of 
representation of the Irish in the Imperial 
Parliament, the appointment of Irish Judges, 
the control of the police, etc., are matters of 
detail that can be easily apd readily solved. 
How will the landlord-tenant question be 
disposed of ? That is the point where rad- 
ical disagreement between Mr. Gladstone and 
his former lieutenants manifests itself. Mr. 
Chamberlain is willing to make large conces- 
sion on the home-rule question, but he makes 
it plain that he is diametrically and unal- 
terably opposed to Mr. Gladstone’s Irish 
land-purchase scheme. He was about stating 
his objections to buying out the landlords at 
$750,000,000 when Mr. Gladstone interrupt- 
edhim. It is evident, however, both from 
this allusion, as well as the interruption and 
from Mr. Trevelyan’s plain hint in the 
same direction, the other day, that the 
Premier has adopted the Giffen plan 


advances from the British Exchequer, 
the Irish Legislature being held respon- 
sible for the payment of interest and princi- 
pal in fifty years. The amount of the ad- 
vance has been variously estimated. By some 
it has been placed at $1,000,000, 000, by 
others at $600,000,000. Mr. Chamberlain’s 
statement indicates that Mr. Gladstone’s es- 
timate is $750,000,000. ‘This would be some- 
what less than fourteen years’ rental as a 
purchage price. Sir James Caird in a recent 
article in the London Times estimates the 
annual rental of Ireland at about $50,000,000, 
although he admits that the tenants find it 
impossible to pay that amount. 

But whether the sum be one thousand mill- 
ions or seven hundred and fifty millions it is 
large enough to make the British taxpayer 
pause and ask himself whether it is safe to 
advance that vast amount to the Irish farmer 
in order to enrich the Irish landlord. The 
latter has cost the British taxpayers dearly 
already. They have had to pay for his pro- 
tection, for assisting in the collection of his 
rents, by keeping 20,000 extra soldiers 
and 6,000 extra policemen in Ireland. Nec- 
essary reforms have been long delayed in 
order that his power for mischief might be 
lessened; and he has been the principal 
cguse of ajl the blood and the bitter hate 

étween the peopld of Great Britain and Ire- 

land, Why should the British taxpayers 
risk $759,000,000 to save him? It is seen 
that the rent cannot be collected much longer, 
and nobody except the occupying tenants 
would buy out the landlords at any price. 
Their titles are no longer salable in En- 
gland, and they all have mortgaged their 
estates for more than they are now worth. 
This is the reasoning of many British peo- 
ple. It makes Mr. Gladstone’s land-purchase 
scheme the most vulnerable of his proposals. 
Mr. Chamberlain and Mr. Trevelyan know 
this, Hence their anxiety to drag it into the 
debate, contrary to parliamentary etiquet, 
during the discussion of the Premier’s home- 
rule proposals. 

Even the British Tories and their organ, 
the London Times, have concentrated their 
attack on the agrarian scheme. Sir James 
Caird warns his fellow-Tories that there are 
538,000 small tenants in Ireland working a 
few acres each, who have contracted to pay 
$16,000,000 in rent annually, who cannot 
pay any rent at all if the present prices of 
agricultural produce continue; and the Times 
eagerly emphasizes his statements, urging 
that Irish land purchase means buying some- 
thing that is worthless, the purchase of rents 
absolutely irrecoverable.” These argu- 
ments touch John Bull in what has been so 
often described as his most vulnerable point 
—his pocket. He will hardly consent to the 
enormous advance required. 

Thus we are back again to the old, old dif- 
ficulty—to the rock on which so many schemes 
for the amelioration of Ireland have been 
wrecked, Mr. Gladstone probably counts on 
the score or so of those who are on the Tory 
side of the House of Commons to come to 
his aid through motives of self-interest, but 
they have displayed such an amount of 
fatuous folly in the past that they will hard- 
ly do that, and the probability is that Mr. 
Gladstone’s scheme will fail and they will be 
left to their fate. 


THE WOMAN MOVEMENT IN Gah 
MANY. 

It is a sign of general progress that the 
workingwomen of Germany are moving in 
the matter of emancipating themselves from 
their present hard conditions, aud are meet- 
ing with considerable success. It goes with- 
out saying that among the lower ranks women 
in Germany are mere drudges and sometimes 
beasts of burden, while even in the upper 
classes their environment is restricted as 
compared with that of English and American 
women. They are well educated and accom- 
plished, but their sphere is generally regarded 
as domestic, and they do net as a rule go very 
far out of it. 

The new woman movement in Germany 
differs from our own in that it has com- 

‘menced lower down. Ours is largely con- 
fined to women who do not work for a living, 
but are laboring to secure certain legal and 
political privileges, among them the right of 
suffrage. The German movement started 
among the workingwomen two years ago, 
and within a year’s time their societies—104 
in number—had a membership of 13,700, act- 
ing under one general supervising commit- 
tee. Their first step was the organization of 
sick and burial benefit societies for women 
and girls, These and other kindred societies 
have been so successful that at last the work- 
ingwomen have established an organ ot their 
own, called Die Staatsbiirgerin (** The Wom- 
an Citizen“), which is to be devoted to the 
amelioration of their condition. Its purpose 
is thus defined: Hitherto the German press 
has limited itself almost exclusively, so far 
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it is as a decidedly unique enterprise that the 
new woman’s journal proposes to bring to 
the workingwoman what she should and 
must know.” Among the things which she 


must know it defines ‘ the care of the health, 
the education of children, seience, statistics, 


mic qu rates ot wages, and the 

bearing upon women. ” There is no 
wr about suffrage, no harping upon the 
subject of equality with men. The paper de- 
votes Itself to the thoroughly womanly ob- 
ject of placing all women, workingwomen 
included, upon a plane on which life is worth 
living, whether that plane has thus far been 
obtained by the men of their class or not”; 
and it courageously says: If workingwom- 
en will stand shoulder to shoulder in good 
days as in bad ones, the better-placed ones, 
married or single, self-supporting or not, 
joining hands with those worse eff, this end 
will be attained.” 

There is great good sense and practical 
wisdom in the movement, and it is one 
which is likely to succeed, as it presents no 
points for male antagonisms and attacks no 
secret prejudices, even in Germany, where 
they have always been very strong. The 
German working women have set a good exam- 
ple for our own, and their movement con- 
tains more than one hint whieh the female 
agitators in this country would do well to 
observe. Political disabilities are not the 
burdens’ which oppress women, nor will 
their condition ever be improved by the re- 
moval of them. The German women have 
gone to the root of the matter by attacking 
social, moral, and industrial grievances, and 
therein have shown a higher, broader, and 
more practical comprehension of woman’s 


rights than our suffrage-shriekers. 
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THE CANADIANS’ FISHERY GAME. 

The Lower Province Canadians are up to 
the same old game which they have always 
tried upon this country when a fish treaty 
has lapsed. . The expiration of the Washing- 
ton fish treaty has given them the opportuni- 
ty to bring into operation the absurd provis- 
ion of the treaty of 1818, which ought to 
have been abrogated long ago, by which 
American fishing vessels are forbidden to 
enter any Canadian port except for shelter 
in case of distress or to procure wood and 
water, although Canadian | fishermen can 
come into our ports and are now doing so to 
buy bait and sell fish, or for any other pur- 
pose. 

Under cover of enforcing this provision the 
Canadians are fitting out cruisers to seize the 
Yankee fishermen and their craft if they 
come within the forbidden limits. To pro- 
tect their fisheries is the pretense set up. 
To force our Government into the negotia- 
tion of a new treaty, with all the advantages 
of the old one, for which we were jockeyed 
out of $5,500,000 ‘* boot money, and which 
nearly ruined our own fisheries, is the real 
object. Under that treaty the Canadians 
gained 500 vessels and 3,763 boats and $10,- 
000,000 in money, while our fishing tonnage 
was reduced 30 per cent. They don't want to 
let go of such a chance to increase their in- 
terests at our expense. The value of these 
fisheries to us is thus told by Capt. F. J. 
Babson of Gloucester, who has made a care- 
ful study of the question and has had almost 
a life-time of experience in the business. He 
says: 

We can get along without touching a single 
town or settlement. Our people do not fish in- 
side of the three-mile limit now. There are no 
fish there that they want, and as for bait, why, 
they can get all they need at Gloucester, East- 
port, and other American stations. Then they 
have the right to catch bait along the Magda- 
len Islands and on the southerg and western 
coasts of Newfoundland, and if the inhabitants 
there are not enterprising enough to set their 
traps and secure it for sale our men can estab- 
lish stations and supply all that is needed. 

So you see we are wholly independent of the 
Canadians in the pursuit of our business. It 
ought to be remembered that a revoluuon has 
taken place in the fisheries as in other 
branches of industry. Years ago the larger 
portion of the mackerel was caught with 
hook and line; then you might gee from 
500 to 600 vessels on the fisning grotnds; The 
fishermen were often obliged to follow them 
inside the three-mile limit, and the privilege of 
the treaties of 1818 and 1872 was worth some- 
thing. Now all the fish are caught in the open 
sea. Large seinés are used, by which vast 
quantities are hauled in, and a vessel may get 
her load inaday. The mackerel bave changed 
their tactics, too, or they have been changed 
for them. At this moment fleets of vessels are 
engaged off Hatteras in seining them. Farther 
north, as they proceed in their migrations, 
their schools are broken again and scattered, 
so that when they reach the coast ot New- 
ſoundland they are not the compact mass they 
used to be formerly, and our men os oaton 
them outside the prohibited line. ack- 
erel fishery in the Bay of St. Lawfénce . 
lapsed into a state of innocuous 1 2 
In 1882 our fishermen bad three vessels there 
in 1885 only one. 

The issue simply is that Canada wants an- 
other treaty of the same profitable kind as 
the Washington affair, and that we don’t 
want any; but, having in the past bluffed us 
into the negotiating of treaties, they assume 
that they can do so again by threats of 
cruisers, big guns, and seizures. ‘They think 
that because we have no navy to speak of we 
are not in a position to resist in case of 
trouble, and that we shall not be Ifkely to ob- 
ject to a new treaty when we are in danger ot 
incurring the resentment of England and the 
exposure of New York or Boston to bombard- 
ment. Is it not about time for our Govern- 
ment to have a vigorous fisheries’ polity and 
to let the Canadians know that they may-go 
too far in discounting our powers of resist- 
ance? Is it not time that we had a little 
backbone, enough at least to let Canada 
know she cannot bulldoze us into a treaty 
which we don’t want? Have we not 
been bullied long enough? Are we 
again to yield to this silly Canadian 
bluster? If the whole Dominion navy— 
cruisers, smacks, dories, canoes, and all 
should take to the high sea and commence 
police work along their three-mile limit, of 
what consequence would it be to American 
fishermen, who have nothing to call them 
within several hundred miles of the limit? 
They are already sailing away—the mackerel 
fishers into southern waters and the cod 
fishers to the banks of Newfoundland. It is 
not likely that the Canadian bulldozers will 
claim jurisdiction of the entire ocean. Would 
it not be well, therefore, for the Administration 
to pluck up a little courage and organize 
something in the Blaine line—namely: an 
American policy—while the Canadian navy 
is parading along the three- nile limit hunting 
for Yankee fishermen out of bait? The bluff 
of the Kanucks is too silly to be noticed. 
The cheapest way out would be to abrogate 
the treaty of 1818, and if there are any back 
of that tear them up also so far as they per- 


‘THE Se — 6 by t the Postmas- 
ters’ Convention is now in Washington. The 
country is anxiously waiting to find out what 
Congress will do in the matter of their griev- 
ances.

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The usual way is for the planter to shoot him 
in the fall. Then notonly is he in better con- 
dition, but the planter avoids the trouble and 
worry of having to pay bim for the crops he 
has raised. For economic reasons indiscrimt- 
pate shooting at all times of the year should 
be prohibited. 


In the death of the young woman who 
visited a Chinese den and smoked ten pipes of 
opium, but another instance is afforded of what 
frequently follows dostors’ prescriptions of the 
drug. Thousands of women are dying today 
as the result of a habit thus started. 


Tux figures published recently in THE TRIB- 
UNE as to the cost of education in the Towns of 
Lake and Hyde Park furnish food for reflec 
tion to the intelligent residents of those towns. 
A reference to them will show that most of 
the districts are loaded down with debt, that 
the taxation for school purposes 1s enormous— 
in some cases oppressive—and that the cost of 
tuition is beyond all reasonable pounds, The 
total cost of the education of 9,395 pupils dur- 
ing the fiscal year ending March 31 was $527,- 
690. Ibis is at the rate of $56 per pupil or 
thereabouts. The total of 9,395, it must be re- 
membered, represents the school membership, 
not the average attendance. The latter prob- 
ably does not exceed 8,000. The cost per 
pupil, caloulating on average attendance, 
therefore exceeds $65. The public-school sys- 
tem of Chicago is maintained at a cost consid- 
erably greater than there is any need for. The 
average attendance, according to the last re- 
port of the Superintendent, was 60,724. The 
appropriation for school purposes, including 
$300,000 for buildings and sites, is about $2,100,- 
000. The average cost per pupil therefore is 
leas than $35. It could be easily kept below 
$30, perhaps as low as $25, per pupil by an 


_economical board. But the suburban direct- 


ors will insist on paying twice as much for ed- 
ucation as the Chicago directors do. The ex- 
travagance ot the suburban schools arises 
from the numerous small districts, each of 
which has its own board, and its own peculiar 
system of jobbery. The board meetings are 
bole-and-corner affairs. There ig no restraint 
on the spendtbrift tendencies of the directors. 
The resident taxpayers have only ove remedy, 
and that is to use every effort to get their ter- 
ritory annexed to the city-—to procure the re- 
peal of the obstructive ardnexation law, and 
the enactment of a simple statute giving a 
majority of a district or section the right to 
determine whether their territory shall or 
shall not be annexed. Through annexation 
the schoo] taxes of tho district will be reduced 
fully one-half, and the facilities for education 
will be improved at the same time. It is ab- 
surd for tbe ‘people of Oakland, Engie- 
wood, and Forestville to go on paying $3.89, 
$3.30, and $2.38 per $100 of vaiuation for such 
schools as are now maintained in their midst, 
while the South Town of Chicago is provided 
not only with excellent schools, but gasligbt, 
fire and police protection, sewers, and many 
other municipal advantages for $5.21 per $100 
of taxable valuation, which is not more than 1 
per cent on the actual value of property. The 
people of the suburban districts ought to seek 


shelter in the city from the tax-devouring 
wolves among them.

The Allerton Building. 

The most important event of the week was 
the lease to Samuel W. Allerton by the heirs of 
Charles M. Reed of Erie, Pa., of the property 
on the southeast corner of State ana South 
Water streets, reported last Tuesday morning.

What a condition of outrageo 8 
Enormous wealth in the hands of 8 — 1 — 
tution the lot of many; an overflowing abun- 
dance in granary, store, and factory; a vast, 
hungry multitude requiring this product with 
no means of getting it. What a terrible wrong 
in existing management that will permit such 
an immense accumulation on the one side, 
such destitution on the other, without the 
power of distribution between? 

re was atime when long hours of man- 
ual labor were necessary. Primitive man, we 
may suppose, with no labor-saving implements 
to assist bim, was obliged to toil every waking 
hour to obtain the barest necessaries of life. 
He was compelled to dig the root, pluck the 
fruit, and cultivate the soil, if tillea at all, 
with bis bare bands. There was reasonable 
excuse for a square eighteen hours’ work a 
day in those times. By and by nis inventive 
genius devised a bow and arrow for the capt- 
ure of game, and his daily struggle for exist- 
ence began to lighten alittle. And finally, as 
be reaches forward into the iron age, we 
see him get a iarger period of rest, 
as the plow, barrow, bve, ax, ham- 
mer, and saw come in to assist him. 
Eigbt hours will make temporarily one-filth 
less production and perhaps scarcity. To show 
the effect we call back the times of the Civil 
War. During the years 1857 to 1861, we short- 
ened day labor from twelve to ten hours. This 
would of itself have made good times. But we 
still — — productive power in the 
country by sen into the Rebellio v 
2,000,000 of men. pine ot 
productive strength came scarcity and an un- 
usual demand for labor: pri advanced, 
wages advanced. There was an en distribu- 
tion of laborand a very equal distribution of 
money, giving us the best times in the North- 
ern Statesever known in the history of the 
country. 


Following the financial panics in this coun- 
try of 1819, 1837, 1857, and 1879 relief was 
sought and found on new lands. But the new, 
desirable, cheap lands are now largely occu- 
pied, and even if they were not the testimony 
is that with the aid of machinery and long 
hours farm produce is now 60 low in price as 
to leave to the agricultur’st no profit for his 
labor. At many points in the West during the 
last year corn bas brought but 12 cents per 
bushel. Going ten and fifteen miles to the 
market town the farmer would sell his load 
of forty bushels for $5. Giving him $3 
for shoeing horses, average wagon repairs, and 
his dinner, if be bought nothing in town, would 
return at night with $2. Allowing that as the 
value of his day's work for himself and team, 
and we have nothing for the corn. He fur- 
nished seed, plowed, cultivated, and barvested 
for nothing. Not a very brilliant prospect for 
our poor man in farming. And yet he bas 
many warm-hearted sympathizers who think 
that the impoverished idie man ought to im- 
mediately come into possession of the money 
with which to buy a team, tools, and land and 
then immediately betuke bimself and family to 
a farm, or else he ought to go at once into the 
rural neighborbood and get employment. 

Certain questions are asked as tothe effect 
of eight hours. A wage-worker says: When 
itis ail 1 can do to support my family while 
working ten hours a day. bow can I be expected 
to support them as well or better when 1 labor 
two hours less each day?" A manufacturer 
says: **When it is all I can do to keep myself 
from bankruptcy now, bow can I find it more 
profitable to employ additional help and pay 
them as well or better than now, when they 
make for mea fifth less product, as they will 
with eight bours?”’ A railroad President says: 
**When we can hardly pay dividends now, with 
all the economy we exercise, how can we put 
on another setof men and increase our ex- 
penses.a third, as will be necessary through 
eight hours? 

These are live, pertinent questions, and I 
propose to answer them now. Suppose it to 
be the Ist of May—a little less than three 
weeks from tonight—and that every wage- 
worker in this land has resolved to thenceforth 
labor but eigbt bours a day, which resolution 
is carried into effect. What the consequences 
will be let us see, in a single industry, this 
serving the purpose for all the lines of manu- 
facture. We will imagine the individual to be 
engaged in the making of wagons, having 
agreed with his workmen to pay an eight-hour 
price for eight hours’ work after May 1. ‘The 
immediate effect of two hours less work a day 
is. to produce one-fifth less wagons, makmg 
scarcity. With scarcity wil) come active de- 
mand, which will be supplied by the putting on 
of more men, as will the result 
in all of the industries. As more and 
more idle workmen are given employment 
the demand now rapidly increases and the 


vocations, he 
seeks in the neighboring manufactories for the 
men who have been heretofore idle, and dis- 
covers that employers are not discharging any 
more men; that, on the contrary, they are em- 
ploying more, because of working less hours. 
This is a revelation to our wagonmaker. 
Never before in his experience was he com- 
polled to bid for laborers against his neigb- 
bors. He has always bad the laborer ata dis- 
advantage. So many were idle and clamoring 
for places that he could hire them on his own 
terms and at his own prices. Now the tables 
are turned and he is scekmg the laborer. In 
the meantime his orders are increasing, and 
he does what every other manufacturer has 
done at all times in the past when short of 
supply and cannot get cheap help: be ad- 
vances the price of wagons sufficientiy to en- 
able him to make a profit and pay a higher 
wage thanever before, gets the necessary help 
probably, and filis bis orders. 

To the railroad corporation there will come 
the farm production, at reasonable rates of 
freight,from farmers who get good pay for what 
they raise; a large freight trafficto the country 
merchant, who bas ready sale for goods to the 
prosperous farmers; and an immense passen- 
ger traffic from all classes, who with regular 
earnings ana increased leisure time for travel 
journey from one poruon of the country to 
another. 

And thus it is seen that eight hours, furnish- 
ing employment for two more men to every 
eight—200 more men to every 800—gives every- 
body work, gives everybody money, and solves 
the quesnon of the distribution of wealth, the 
rich continuing to prosper and the poor becom- 
ing richer. 

One more question, Says the individual, 
“When with your eight bours you bave iess- 
ened the time of the laborer, given him steady 
employment and better pay, what will you do 
with the hordes of immigrants that will pour 
in here to get the benefit of all this?“ 

To this we answer that measures are now 
being taken for the organization of the labor- 
ing classes of Europe, whereby their condition 
may be improved, and that they too may have 
the benefit of eight hours and the privilege of 
remainmg at home and being prosperous. 
Whatever may be the number of immigrants 
that may arrive and however many labor-sav- 
ing machines may come, we have only to 
shorten the time of genera! labor to a point 
where tne power of production will balance 
the power to consume. 

Mr. Salter. 


Mr. W. H. Salter said he was asked to look 
at this question from the standpoint of so- 
ciety. One of the city papers had an editorial 
recently attacking the eight-hour system. Did 
not every man know that eigbteen hours bad 
often been a day’s work? Women, because 
they could not get more wages, were each and 
all working for a trifie. He called it contempt- 
ible in a paper to take such a position. The 
price of labor varied from time to time under 
the present system, as the price of flour. It 
was just like the raising of the rent by the 
land; lords, or butchers raising the price of 
meat. All praise to those tobacco manutac- 
turers wbo had recently voluntarily reduced 
their bours of working their bands. Society 
ought to pay alittle more for the things it 
consumed. The meaning of cheapness some- 
times involved the justice due the shop-giris 
which they did not get. It should be that the 
users even stint themselves than that 
the poor working-giris should be under-paid. 
Work and wages went together. It would cost 
a great deal more to make articles, the paper 
be referred to bad said, for tne use of the 
laborer under chigh wages. Mr. Giffin, a 
statistician of England, showed that where 
wages had been raised the prices of goods in 
those neighborhoods where the raises were 
made went down. The prices must have 
risen on all commodities in England. The 
price of sugar was lesa than half what it used 
to be. The only things that had risen in En- 
giand were meat and house-rent. The prices 
given to workingmen for their wages bad, in 
ths last few years, nearly doubled. Crime bad 
decreased ‘and pauperism had dwindled down 
toaminimum. These tacts, and the fact that 
the increasing deposits by the poor of Engiand 
in savings banks showed, were proof that the 
logic of the newspaper was wrong, and its 
argument was thereby disproved in 
each position it had taken in that 
article. The profits of employers were 
not a constant quantity, but might be 
lowered. It was often said that during a strike 
employers could not afford to pay a higher 
rate of wages. It was simply that employers 
would not grant a higher rate of wages. The 
rate of profits was higber out here iu Chicago 
than East. Wages bere might be raised witb- 
out any inconvenience to the employers.

Mr. Sawyer was next introduced and said: 

Mr. CHAIRMAN AND FELLOW-CITIZENS: It is 
certainly great pleasure to see 80 many in this 
hall and address you as a wage-worker. The 
material advantages to accrue from this move- 
ment are many. If we take into account the 
intricacies that enter into labor we will find 
that labor becomes more and more tiresome 
and unattractive, and this because of the loss 
of variety in attending upon one simple piece 
of machinery. The workingman has suffered 
so much himself that he begins to crowd his 
fellow-laborer at the bidding of the capitalist, 
who looks upon his employé as but simply a 
factor for the production ot wealth and com- 
forta for bim and his family. Weare seeking 
and striving for the eight-hour day that we 
may intellectually and socially advance 
ourselves and have some share in the 
comforts and profits our toil creates. 
It injures no man in bealth to do a proper 
amount of work, but we do say that in these 
northern climates where for six months in the 
year under the ten-bour system be must go to 
and leave his home by gaslight it is unjust and 
outrageous. Why, many of us in these months 
see the younger members of our family scarce- 
ly more than once a week. It 18 all work and 
no play to a great extent with the laborer. We 
want time and leisure to think how we can im- 
prove our condition and get possession of some 
of the world’s wealth. The capitalistic clags 
have taken children and women who ought to 
be the adornment of the home and put them 
in unbealthy factories with no care for their 
moral surroundings in order by their degrada- 
tion to increase profits. Now if they do men’s 
work they ought to get men’s wages. If we 


are steadfast we can gain our ends 
whether the press or pulpit is 
with us or against us. We are the 


forerunners of a better civilization, when capi- 
tal shall not be able to crush or starve us, and 
when by organization and intelligent union we 
can get what we demand. 

At the conclusion of Mr, Sawyer’s address 
the quartet sang My Country, Tie of Thee.“ 

Dr. Lorimer. 2) 

The Rev. Dr. Lorimer then spoke as follows: 
I know that you all will give me your atten- 
tion for a little while. We have been told to- 
night that no reform was carried out without 
the antagonism of tne so-called conservative 
classes. Despite ail the evil predictions that 
were made when the Ten-Hour law was secured 
to the workingmen, we are all here tonight. 
You all know what a demagog is. He is an 
oyster. All mouth and no head. |Applause.] 
I am with you tonight to raise my 
voice in favor of the eight-hour system. Our 
fathers conceived of a Repubiic resting upon 
the sovereignty of the individual man. We 
have demonstrated during the last 100 years 
that the church can exist without a Bishop and 
the state without a King. Character has made 
American history during the last 100 years; 
and some one is liable to say that it was the 
character of the few. I deny it. It was the 
American people who constituted the rank and 
file of character-builders. It 1% a very impor- 
tant matter for you to understand that great 
poli.ical writers taxe the same view—that is, 
that the people must bea unit before they can 
accomplish anything. I believe that eight 


hours“ labor means a better charac- 
ter of workingman. [Cries of Bully 
boy,” etc.) You have a good deal 


to say about the papers and the pulpit, but I 
don't think you give the latter sufficient credit.

[The speaaer here related the story of the 
man with two wives, one of whom thought 
bim too young and the other too old, and 
thereupon took it into their own hands to fash- 
ion him as they thought he should be, the nat- 
ural result being his complete demoralization.] 

And so when I get through with the people 
who pull me on one side and push me on the 
other I will be bald myself. [Laughter.}] I 
am reminded of some one’s definition of the 
politician. He tries to serve God in such a 
way as not to offend the Devil. |Laughter.| 1 
believe in an independent pulpit, and I want to 
see it express its opinions at all times. [A p- 
plause.] 

Now, let's come to the eight-hour move- 
ment.

Grand Master Workman Powderly says 
there are 2,000,000 unemployed men in 
America. I know this estimate has been re- 
garded as too large, but in this conntry there 
is no excuse for any one to be out of employ- 
ment. Webave come bere tonight to help in- 
augurate the eight-hour movement as 
the beginning of the amelioration of the 
existing condition of things. |Appilause.] 
I say that eight hours is enough for every 
girl, every vhild, and every wan, and I don't 
believe the child ought to work at all. [Ap 
plause.] Let us remember the girls and the 
women of our land, and, if necessary,ciet the 
man work sixteen hours rather than the girl 
and woman should work more than eight. 
There are some men who have intelligence 
despite their ten hours’ labor. It's bard work 
to work fourteen bours and then go home and 
read a book. My beart goes out to you work- 
ingmen who love your books and are denied 
the time to gratify it. But we must get 
the leisure first. I don't believe in drinking, 
myself, but for all that I don’t believe that all 
of you are teetotaliers, nor do I believe that if 
you had the leisure you would spend your 
time in the saloons. [Applause.] Why, bis- 
tory shows that the more work a man does 
the more dissipated he is. |Applause.| 
When you work the man down be feels the 
need of a stimulant, and goes to the nearest 
groggery to get it. I wonder how many of you 
know how many children you Dave. [Great 
jaugbter.] l'm afraid, boys, you don’t under- 
stand what I mean. [Renewed lauguter.] I 
meant that there were, doubtless, those among 
you who didn’t bave the time to cultivate the 
acquaintance of your families and the oppor- 
tunity to build about you the advantages and 
the refinements of the home, 

God save the workingman’s home. [Great 
applause.| Eight hours will help you to have 
a better bome, as it will give you an opportu- 
nity to spend time in gaining in intelligence 
and beiping your condition generally. 

Now, I believe you might carry out all 
your reforms, but unless you and I prove our- 
selves worthy of the new conditions we should 
not enjoy them. What will youdo with your 
eight hours? I say to you workingmen, be 
honest with your employers. [Appiause.| I 
want you to be able to say to him that ali your 
work for bim is honest. And I would be false 
to you it I did not say tonight patronize the 
savings banks more and the saloons less. I 


tell you that the saloonkeeper is not your 


friend, although he may pat you on the back 
and try to make you believe that he is. 

(The spearker here became very dramatic, 
and pictured the drunkard staggering bome, 
and instead of meeting a loving wife and 
fond children would find the latter 
fleeing from him and the former in 
deadly fear of bodily harm.

Judge Prendergast was next introduced and 
said: 

Mr. CHAIRMAN AND FELLOW-CiTIzENs: I 
came not to speak, but to bear; and 1 will 
speak, as I have never besitated to do when 
the cause of labor was involved. Who is the 
man that will work for ten bours if he can get 
the same pay for eight hours? And it will not 
be long before eight hours will be considered a 
fair day’s work, And let us tell our critics that 
we are here in mass-meeting assembled to en- 
force the laws of Illinois, which say that eight 
pours shall constitute a day’s labor. Those 
opposed to you in this movement are striving 
to break the laws of their country. As to 
the public I will say that the

Alexander Sullivan. 


Alexander Sullivan, who was the next speak 
er called upon, said: This is not the first eight- 
hour movement I have addressed, but itis the 
first one in twenty years. Some men gay that 
as ten hours a day has been the rule for thirty 
years, it cannot now be changed. But we saw 
thie week the greatest minister of one of the 
greatest empires in the world ready to confess 
the crimes and try to repair the injuries of 
thirty generations. This being so, what difii- 
culty should there be in changing what has ex- 
isted only thirty years? He who says this 
eight-hour movement is a conspiracy against 
society and government I say is igno- 
rant of what constitutes good society and just 


goveroment. [Heg recommended to the labor 
leaders to study the Land @ move- 
ment and the Manner in which 
it brought the Castle of Dublin to 


listen to reason and humanity. When ar- 
gument fatied, it threatened harsher methods.] 
close the factory doors and open the school 
doors to your children. Drive out of business 
the Shylocks who rob your wives and sisters 
and drive to destitution or to something that is 
worse. Demand your rights and be firm and 
persistent and united, and success will crown 
your efforts and your movements. 

The meeting then was declared adjourned, 
amid cheers. 

On the Outside. 


Long before 7 o'clock last night the lights in 
front of the Cavalry Armory were flaring a 
welcome up and down the streets. The first to 
arrive was an industrious Neapolitan, who 
drove up with a wagon-ioad of peanuts. “ Fiva 
centa a bag” wasa much more important 
principle in his mind than the eight-hour-a-day 
movement. 

Now then straggling groups made their 
way into the hall, but the first organization to 
arrive was the Bricklayers’ and Stonemasons’ 
Union. These, over a thousand strong, filed 
down the street led by a band, whose evident 
endeavor was to crowd eight hours’ noise into 
twenty minutes. The leaders carried eagie- 
shaped torcbes and transparencies emblazoned 
witb mottoes of one sortor another. The most 
ambitious of these read: 

We will on the first of May 
Have eight hours with ten hours’ pay. 

Another dropping into laconic prose declared 
in favor of shorter bours, higher pay, iewer 
idle men. 

In the rear of the procession two burly fel- 
lows struggled along under caicium lights 
that seemed to imagine it was * between 
acts and went out. 

When the band had led the union into the 
hall the second trombone made a break for 
Monroe street, followed by its brazen fellows 
and the drums. Near the corner the musicians 
met the oncoming * Clothing-Cutters’ Union 
and promptly formed in front of them. This 
economic pian was carried out during the ar- 
rivals. The one band did ali the work. There 
was plenty. of music, A little of it 
wenta long way. So d the men who made 
the music. There were probably over 500 of 
the clothing-cuttersiu line. The cigarmakers 
came next. They carried the emphatic trans- 
parencies of the evening. 

„Chinese Food. 
Rats! 
Boycott the Liberty Bell! It is an insult to 
1776. Made by scabs—rats!"’ 

The Liberty Bell would seem to be a cigar 
made by some one who failed to recognize the 
virtuous caliing of the union. 

Another sign read: 

“The C.garmakers’ Union—Rough on Rats!“ 

Some one had dropped into poetry with 
the following startling result: 


The workman’s weapon is the boycott, 
The only sort of gun we've got; 
It beats the billy, too, by Gott. 


He must have been a German. The uphol- 
sterers and carpenters and joiners were well 
represented in line, and many otber unions, 
failing to get their men together in time, came 
in bappy-go-lucky bunches. All of them bore 
banners and signs urging the boycotting of 
different firms. 

Before 8 o'clock the ball was filled, and a 
stream of people who had vainly sought stand- 
ing-room within crowded their way into the 
streets. Some one forthwith suggested an out- 
of-door meeting. The peanut-vender was 
bustied out of sight and an empty truck was 
drawn up along the sidewalk. * Dick Powers 
of the Sai.ors’ Union, a straight-built young 
fellow, mounted the seat, hitehed“ his 
trousers, and, in a voice that rang out like a 
fire-cracker in a tin pail, began to make a 
speech. The crowd gathered about the wagon, 


pushing up from all sides, until —.— 
2,000 were within hearing istance. 
Dozens of boys. distributing doy- 
cott notices, agitation newspapers, and 


ali sorts of labor literature, elbowed here and 
there. The peanut man bobbed up again, the 
neighboring saloons did a thriving trade, and 
all was merry as a wedded belle. 

When Powers had talked until the applause 
died and was buried, a young tar took his place 
and sang a Knight of Laboranthem. The 
crowd joined lustily in the chorus, which ran: 
Tramp, tramp, tramp, the ball is rolling, the 
eight-hour ship is sailing in the bay.“ 

The chorus caught the crowd. ‘There is a 
sort ot weird imagery about it that would 
catch any one. It would doubtless be a good 
plan to put it on the detective force, if it 
wouldn’t feel lonely. . 

Other speakers followed, the most forcible of 
whom was a young Irishman by the name of 
Sietz, editor of the Knights of Labor. 

“I tell ye, tellows. he sald. what to boy- 
cott—whisky! Quit crookin’ yer elbows an’ 
buildin’ brick nouses for saloonkeepers an’ 
ye'lleat porterhouse steak instead of liver. 
We don’t have to make this fight alone. We've 
got friends—people, an’ preachers, an’ papers. 
The five-cent an’ the penny papers are against 
us, but we've got good backersin the three and 
two cent papers.“ 

The speeches were all very much of one 
tenor. Workingmen were called upon to or- 


ganize and to join the Knights of Labor; to 


abstain from whisky-drinking anda prepare 
themselves for the lst of May, which day the 
Eight-Hour law, in accordance with their reso- 
lution, isto go into effect. They were ad- 
vised to prepare themselves for a strike 
that date if their employers refused 
to make concessions, and assured that, 
in a very httle while, if they. ob 
served moderation, their demands would be 
acceded to; but at the same time they must 
remember that the Ist of May the clink of the 
hammer and the turn of the wheel should stop 
and the fires be drawn resolutely until capital 
% game down.”’ They were to ask for eight 
hours of work and eight hours” pay; not eight 
hours of work and ten hours’ pay; and the 
justice of their demand would assure its rea- 
lization. 

Mr. Stivers of the Typographical Union was 
among the speakers, telling his hearers not 
to put any faith in the daily press of this city, 
but to go to the labor papers for their news. 
He wished the organization to become one that 
would make an injury to one of its members 
the concern of all. He devoted the best part 
of his time to a denunciation of convict labor 
and of everyboay who wasin favor of it. 
During bis address the crowd rapidly decreased, 
as they had been standing still in the raw at- 
mosphere for nearly two hours. Throughout 
the evening the people were quiet and orderly 
and the speakers were not interrupted except 
by signs of approbation.

DOES THE BELL COMPANY WEAKEN? 


Telephones Not to Be Removed in the Small- 
er Towns in Indiana—Applicants for the In- 
dianapolis Franchise. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 10.—[Special. |—It 
has become known here that Superintendent 
Beach of the Central Union Telephone Com- 
pany bas instructed managers of exchanges in 
the smaller cities of Indiana to notify patrons 
that the exchanges will continue to be overated 
as usual and at the rates prescribed by law— 
$3 a month, and $2.50 a month where two ia- 
struments are rented by one party. The Super- 
intendent also urges the managers o bestir 
themselves in securing new subscribers, 
and to leave nothing undone which 
can compensate for the reduction of 
rentals. No exchange wires extending 
beyond the corporate limits of cities of less 
than 15,000 will be rented to individuals. This 
was brought to the attention of resident Di- 
rector Walleck for an explanauon, and he said 
that it was in accordance with the original in- 
tention of the board to continue the service 
every where that it could be done and expenses 
covered by receipts under the law. The circu- 
lar applies to only small places, none of the 
cities being included in the terms of the circu- 
lar. In these smaller places, according to Mr. 
Walleck, service can be rendered for the legal 
rate, but not in the larger cities. 

This afternoon a joint meeting of the Board 
of Aldermen and Council was held for the pur- 
pose of bearing the advocates of the telephones 
which are proposed to take the place of the 
Bell in this field present their claims. Repre- 
sentatives were present of the Turnbull- Hop- 
kiss, West, Brown, Cushman, and Wallace in- 
struments. The Cusuman is the identical Bell 
machine, but ita claim rests upon the inventor's 
assertion that he had it in. operation as long 
‘ago as 1851. The Turnbull-Hopkiss has recent- 
ly been making a stir in the East. The 
Brown is nearly like the Bell, while the Wal- 
lace and West are constructed on the make 
and break principle instead of the undulatory 
movement. Mr. West, the inventor, is a son 
of the famous blind orator and lawyer of 
Bellefontaine, O., and has succeeded in enlist- 
ing in his support a number of local capitalists 
—his experiments for a year past having been 
made in this city. It is claimed that conversa- 
tion bas been carried on by this instrument 
with clearness and accuracy over a circuit 
of 500 miles. The probability. is, judging 
from tho opinion expressei this afternoon, that 
the West syndicate will be granted a franchise 
to operate here. Itis proposed, however, to 
incorporate in the ordinance a provision that 
any other telephone may be operated over its 
wires and through its exchange, the subscriber 
paying for the service the amount awarded by 
three appraisers. If the West Company se- 
cures the franchise an effort will be made to 
buy the entire plant of the Central Union, in- 
cluding exchange and wires, so that the service 
may be interrupted as litile as possibie. 


KEPT A CATS’ BOARDING-HOUSE, 


A Will Contest Discloses the Singular Char- 
acteristica of a Deceased Baltimore 
Banker, ö 
BALrMonx, Md., April 10.— [Special. — The 

contest over the will of Gustavus Nicholson, a 
banker who died in March, 1885, bas brought 
to light some of the old gentleman's queer 
characteristics which add interest to the case. 
The will, dated June 21, 1884, bequeathed the 
entire estate, valued at $163,000, to Isaac L. 
Nicholson, brother of the deceased, and cer- 
tain legacies to nieces and nephews. Other 
relatives contest, priocipaily nephews and 
nieces not on “the list.“ An effort is made 
to prove the banker unsound of mind 
when he made his‘ last will. It appears that 
be had a hobby for making wills, and made 
over a dozen of these documents in the course 
of afew years. It was stated by witnesses that 
the bachelor banker lived in a little back room 
of his fine residence on Madison street, near 
Charles. His love for cats was the most pe- 
culiar of all his eccentricities. He kept a reg- 
ular free boarding-house or asylum for cats. 
He had over a dozen of his own tabbies and 
these were permitted to invite their friends, so 
that hosts of the feline species were enter- 
tained at the banker's home. He took cats to 
bed with him and sometimes a matronir cat 
would provide a nest in bis comfortable feath- 
er-bed and there a litter of kittens would 
be born and raised. The old gentleman always 
had several cats sleeping with him. The serv- 
ants testified that at one time be had six Mal- 
tese cats living in his room; these were the 
favored ones. Six commoner cats were kept 
down in the kitchen. The Maltese cats fre- 
quently had kittens in his bed. He loved his 
cats and grieved when any died. The counsel 
for the will oontestants, in bis presentation of 
the case, said that the death of Columbus 
Nicholson, the brother of Gustavus, and the 
fact that there had been for some montbs a 
difficulty between them, seemed to weigh upon 
the mind of Gustavus, and from a genial gen- 
tleman he became addicted to drink, and lived 
in the little room of his big and elegant house 
alone with his cats.

PROHIBITION IN RHODE ISLAND. 


The Liquor Interests Seeking to Invalidate 
the Election by Which the Amendment 
Was Carried. 

PROVIDENCE, R. I., April 10.—|Special. |— 
The liquor interests are recovering from their 
surprise and consternation at the passage of 
the prohibition amendment, and will fight as 
best they can. It is understood that Monday 
Charles R. Gorman, an attorney, will move in 
the Supreme Court foran injurction restrain- 
ing the State Board of Canvassers from Cun- 
vassing the vote and announcing the result. 
The grounds for his motion are that some of 
the registry taxes have been paid by other per- 


sons than the voter himself; in other 
words, that registry taxes have been paid 
in bulk, and that this is contrary 


to the intent of the law. The idea is to inval- 
idate the entire election if possible, includmg 
the passage of the fifth or prohibition amend- 
ment. The payment ot registry taxes by 
agents of politicai parties has been done bere 
for years, and if thereby this election is in- 
valid the Supreme Bench itself holds its office 
from a Legisiature illegally chosea. Mr. Gor- 
man first made his point before the Board of 
Canvassers of the Ninth Ward of this city pre- 
vious to the election and it was overruled. 
Several able lawyers interviewed on the sub- 
ject regard the point taken as frivolous and 
futile. The wholesale liquor-dealers have con- 
tributed considerable money to push the case. 
The Supreme Court Judges, individually and 
personally, were quite generally in favor of 
che passage of the amendment. 


POOR PEOPLE’S EARNINGS SWEPT AWAY. 

Bristow, Pa., April 10.—Roger Brothers, 
flouring mills proprietors, have failed. The esti- 
mated liabilities are $200,000, $92,000 of which 
is in mortgages and over $100,000 in notes. Of 
the latter about $60,000 is the savings of poor 
people who placed their money in the bands of 
the firm, and in many cases the laboring peo- 
ple, who bad implicit confidence in the firm, 
placed their entire savings in their bands. No 
estimate of the assets is obtainable, but the 
property is very valuable, and it is not be- 
lieved that the loss to creditors will be very 
heavy. 


BROKE UP A FAMILY QUARREL. 
JEFFERSONVILLE, Ind., April 10.—[Special.} 
—Daniel McCrea and wife, while walking along 
adouble track between this city and New 
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Trains Running Under Military Guard and 
Strikers Keeping Out of Sight—The Loss 
by Yesterday Morning’s Fires—Inquest 
on the Victims of the Shooting—The Fir- 
ing Declared to Have Been Uncalled For 
—Travelers Warned Against the Gould 
Lines. 

East Sr. Lovis. III., April 10.—] Special. 
There was no disturbance of any kind today. 
The shooting of yesterday is in everyone's 
mouth, and the action of the Deputy Sheriffs 
in firing into the crowd at the Broadway bridge 
over Cahokia Creek is very bitterly comment- 
ed upon by the strikers and their sympathizers. 
About every one in the town except the 
militia can be classed as the latter. The 
officers of the State Guard, who are quartered 
at the Martelie House, are growling at the 
treatment tber receive there. It seems that 
a committee of the strikers waited on 
the proprietor of the bouse and requested 
him in effect to make it as uncomfortable for 
them as possibie, and he seems to be doing his 
best in that direction according to their state- 
ment. They are in possession of all the rooms 
they want, and as tor food they can get all 
they desire to eat from the Quartermaster. 
The ili-feeling of the citizens is also shown by 
the fact that the restaurantkeepers have re- 
fused to sell anything to the privates, who are 
also obliged to fall back on the Government 
rations, though able and willing to purchase 
more palatable articles of diet. These restau- 
rantkeepers were also waited on by a commit- 
tee of strikers and threatened with a boycott if 
they did not do as reguested. 

All the manufacturing establishments and 
about all the stores were closed today. The 
streets were comparatively deserted except 
where men were congregated at the polls, 
where an election was being heid for school 
trustees. Various attempts were made by the 
strikers to assemble, however, for the purpose 
of talking over the situation, but whenever the 
military observed a crowd of any dimensions 
they made haste to disperse it. Rain began 
falling in the morning and continued at inter- 
vais during the day. This was very fortunate, 
as it soaked the freight cars and frame buila- 
ings in and out of the railroad yards and 
lessened the danger ofa conflagration if any 
more fires were started during the night. 

A traveler coming in on any tram would im- 
agine, and such is actually the case, that the 
town was in the hands of the military. There 
are ten companies here in all, embracing 415 
men, six of the Eighth Regiment, and four of 
the Fifth, and a battery from Danville with a 
Gatlmg gun. Two companies are in camp 
near the Relay House and the others are 
in passenger and freight cars in the yards of 
the different railroad companies where they 
are on duty. Sentinels are stationed on all 
the cross streets leading to the main railroad 
tracks and the bridge approach to keep strikers 
and evil-disposed persons from trespassing on 
railroad property. Owlng to this, there was no 
interference whatever with the men at work 
and but for the presence of the militia one 
would, suppose from the number of freight- 
trains coming in ana going out that all the 
roads were doing their usual amount of freight 
business. 

About 1 o’clock Col. Smith and a party of 
railroad men made a trip to the locality where 
the fires occurred early this morning. At all 
the crossings there were found crowdsof men 
at some distance from the sentries, and when 
these were ordered to disperse they did 30, 
though grumblingly. In the yard of the Cairo 
Short Line it was found that in one place three 
empty box-cars and a caboose had been de- 
stroyed; in another two refrigerator -cars, 
four empty box-cars, and the scale-house, 
which was a two-story frame building, 
and in another nine cars loaded with coal, five 
loaded with ties, and four empty ones. In the 
Pittsburg yards ten box-cars were burned, and 
on the lilinots & St. Louis connection with the 
Wiggins Ferry Company fourteen cars belong- 
ing to different companies and loaded with 
various kinds of freight, but no merchandise, 
were reduced to ashes. The vaiue of the cars 
was about $30,000 and of the freight anywhere 
from $25,000 to $50,000. In the im- 
mediate nelghborhood of these cars were 
over 500 others, most of them, however, 
empty. These would have been burned but 
for the presence of the militia. Two members 
of Company I, Eighth Infantry, who were an 
engineer and fireman, seized engine No. 11 of 
the St. Louis, Alton & Terre Haute Road, wh ich 
the strikers thought they had killed, but nad not, 
and with it drew many cars which were in im- 
minent danger of being destroyed, to a place 
of safety. This occurredinthe Cairo Short’ 


Line yard. Even as it was two passen- 
ger-coaches were badiy blistered before 


they could be got out of the 
way. These fires are believed to 
have been started with coal-oil, a barrel of 


which was stolen from the shops of the Cairo 
Short Line. As all the railroad property, in- 
cluding the cars, is now guarded by the mili- 
tia, it is believed that no more fires can be 
started. The strikers claim that they nad 
nothing to do with the fires that occurred this 
morning, throwing the blame on hoodlums. 

T. G. Hewlett, Charles hinsler, William 
Luster, Sam Jones, John Hague, William J. 
Laird, Stewart Martin, George W. Bur- 
nett, end John T. Williams, the Dep- 
uty Sheriffs who surrendered themselves 
to the St. Louis police, are still locked 
up atthe Four Courts.

He said to te crowd, * Disperse,’ 
and they beganto go. The crowd was gone 
as soon as you could snap your finger. Some 
one said, ‘Where are the police?’ Every- 
body knew they were going to _ shoot. 
Two policemen went forward and Obeid 
up their bands, aud as soon as they 
did so the little deputy said, ‘I have authority 
te shoot,’ and sboweda mali star. He shot, 
and I saw a man drop. I ran bebind the watcb- 
man’s house and saw no more people fall. I 
did not see any cause for the shooting. On the 
bridge there was a big crowd of people moving 
up and down. The policemen were between 
the crowd and the deputies when the shooting 
was done. I dia not see sny demonstravon on 
the part of thuse on the bridge or near there 
against any of the deputies. When the deputy 
fell through ‘oe tresvie they laughed, and that 


stones thrown.” 
Joha W. Johnson, a laborer, testified: “I 
heard the crowd jeer at the deputies, and the 


‘deputies pointed their guns to scare some one, 


I guess. A fellow near me started to run. One 
of the deputies came up to me and said, ‘Who 
was the mau that called me a red-headed son 
I said, I don’t know, partner.“ 
The deputy said, ‘If it was you. — —— you, 
I will shoot —— out of you. Arrest this man.’ 
Another deputy took hold of me. The little 
deputy said to the others, ‘Boys, the 
bali bas opened, let her roll.“ And he shot a 
man behind me—Boner. The liittie deputy 
with black hair ana black mustache shot him. 
A red-headed fellow shot the second man who 
fell. He fired at those on the bridge, as did 
the others. I said to the deputy who bad 
charge of me: It is getting —4— lively bere 
and we hao better get out.’ e walked with 
me to where the other deputies were. They 
were then firing in another direction. The 
switchman shot the woman. He fred 
and 1 saw her drop. He bas 
asmooth face, and wore a white shirt. I 
could identify him and all the others. I stood 
right near them while they were shooting. 
There were eight or ten of them and al! shot 
except the man who bad charge of me. There 
was nothing done to cause the deputies to 
shoot. There were no ros thrown during the 
whole thing. Ididn’t see any. I saw some 
birds fiying across, but no rocas. I was there 
and saw it all. When I was going to 
the freight house, the red-headed feliow gays: 
*You are the man who called me a red-beaded 
— —— — —. J] said: No, partner, I 
did not; Iam perfectly innocent.“ The switch- 
man said: Don't give me any such music; 
we've bad enough; if you say much more we 
will down you right here.’ I didn’t hear any 
names called. Some fellows were howling 
“scabs’ and one thing and another. That is all 
Igbeard. None of the men I saw were armed. 
1 had been thore half an hour before I was ar- 
rested. ia the morning when the Sheriff was 
there be ordered the crow’ to disperse, and I 
went away. The crowd in the morning were 
just jeering as ia the afternoon. Between 
fifty and sixty shots were fired, I should judge. 
One of the deputies showed a star and said 
»Disperse.“ That was the one who arrested 
me. I came to be arrested because they 
came running up to the crowd on the bridge, 
and I thoughtif I ran I might get shot, and 
stood still.” 

Joseph Alborn, an expres$man, testified. 
He corroborated the testimony of the previous 
witnesses in every particular. 

Robert McGarrahan, a locomotive engineer, 
testified : 
and saw a big crowd there, and eight or ten 
deputies on the trestle with rifles, The crowd 
was yelling, and I koew that if a rock was 
thrown there would be trouble. I walked 
across the bridge ana stopped to talk with 
Officer Cooney. I stood there awhile 
and saw the fireman (the Cowboy) get 
off his engine with a rifle and two big 
revolvers strapped on him. He sat down on 
the trestie alongaide of the man who fired the 
first shot. Somebody crie@ Scabs and Rats,“ 
and a vile epithet. A little man came off the 
trestle and arrested a man, who jerked back. 
The deputy leveled his gun at him and then 
took him over to where the other deputies 
were. This little deputy said. —— you 
fellows, gO away, every one of you.’ The 
‘cowboy’ camé up and said, ‘Go away every 
— — one ot you, fir.” Policeman Mahoney 
and Jobn Dalton stepped up and ordered the 
deputies to go on the trestle again. It was the 
company's property. They went back. The 
crowd began jeering. The little fellow raised 
bis gun and fired aud ali the others commenced 
shooting right and left. There wasn't a rock 
thrown. I watched for that. The man who 
fired the first shot was Hewlett, from the de- 
scription given of him.“ 

James M. Kellogg, a foreman and an en- 
gineer, testified: ‘The boys in the crowd 
began to jeer at the men. The train went on. 
The man they called the ‘cowboy,’ who was 
dressed in a fireman’s suit, got up on the 
engine and then came back with 
a Winchester rifle jooking as if he was hunting 
for somebody. Another man got off the engine 
and handed one of the men from the round- 
house a gun. He was kind of awkward with it 
and the crowd laughed at him. The crowd 
jeered and the boys laughed, and the small 
deputy, who seemed to be the leader of the 
party, stepped back to them and had a consul- 
tation with them. In the meantime the engine 
passed the crowd and I noticed the cow- 
boy looking up and down the track 
as if anxious to find some one. 
The crowd laughed at that. couple of wom- 
en stood alongside of me. husband of one 
held a child. They all seemed to laugh at it, 
too. When the engine passed the deputies 
came off the trestle. Just before that one of 
them got down on bis knee to take aim and 
one leg went through. The crowd laughed at 
that. Some shouted Soabs and others Rats.’ 
Isuppose that was meant for the men who 
came from the round-house. The lit- 
tle deputy got angry and held the con- 
sultation. He then stepped forward and 
said: I am a United States Marshai, and I 
want you. — —— you, every one, to clear 
out, disperse, and disband.” The crowd started 
off. and just then two policemen stepped across 
the road and beld up their hands as if to keep 
order and peace. The crowd stopped, as near 
as I could see. The little deputy leveied his 
rifie at Officer Maboney’s breast, and made 
some remark that I couldn’t hear. The officer 

wasn't afraid of bim and stood his ground. The 
littie deputy sbifted his rifle amd shot another 
man, who was about six feet from the 
officer. Then the firing became general, and | 
atarted to run. I could identify the man who 
fired the first shot. There were seven or nine 
Marsbals, and all had guns—some Winchester 
rifles and some Spencer carbines. I had been

John Black Offends Scme of His Demo- 
cratic Friends and Probably Makes the 
Way Clear for the Re-election of a Re- 
publican to Congress—Ferdinand Kuehn 
Retires to Private Life—His Career in 
Office—The Coming Ball by the Light- 
Horse Squadron—Ladies Under Arms— 
Notes from Racine, Kenosha, and 


Waukegan. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., April 10.—|Special.|—The 
results of the late city election will be more 
tar-reaching then at first appeared. One of 
the most significant facts in this connection is 
the probability—amounting almost to &@ cer 
tainty—that this Congressional district will go 
Republican at the next election, and that Con- 
gressman Van Schack will be his own suc 
cessor. For several years Jobn Black has had 
an ambition to be a Congressman, and it has 
been understood that he will be the next 
Democratic candidate for that position. He 
has been regarded, by both parties, as the 
only Democrat in the district who would have 
any chance of defeating Van Schack. John“ 
and Van are much alike in political 
methods, and both are very popular, Both are 
rich, and each is able and willing to bear the 
cost of an expensive campaign. Neither is at 
all stingy in money matters, especially when 
his own political ends are in view. Van Schack 
will be accorded a renomination, in accordance 
with Republican party usage in this district. 
With Black in the field against him, there 
has been every prospect of one of the most 
lively campaigns ever known in this State. But 
Black mortally offended some of bis own party- 
leaders at the time of the city election. Usual- 
ly he is a tower of strength to his party at 
election time; his time, his labor, and bis 
purse are usually at the disposal of bis polit- 
ical friends. But this time he fell from grace. 
Mr. Hinsey, the defeated Democratic candi- 
date for Mayor, sums up the situauon of at- 
fairs when he says, in a published interview, 
that Black subscribed only $25 for the cam- 
puign fund and then staid at home election- 
day. The familiar form of the tall active 
miilionaire was not seen at the voting-places 
calling in the masses to vote the Democratic 
ticket. His carriage did not go from poll to 
poll, as of yore, carrying inspiration. He is 
charged with sulking in bis tent. He bas lost 


his grip.“ With the present state of feeling 
toward bim be will have difficulty in securing 


the nomination for Congress; and, if nominat- 


ed, be stands every chance of overwhelming 
defeat at the polls. 

With the outgoing of the present City Gov- 
eroment, Ferdinand Kuehn, City Controller, 
will retire permanently to private life after 
many j;ears of arduous, faithful work in vari- 
ous departments of public duty. Mr. Kuehn 
bas never been an “offensive partisan,’’ but 
his ability and probity have made him subject 
to calls to long years of public work—work in 
which the confidence of the people has been 
amply justified. While yet living—an active 
citizen—he deserves that favorable mention 
usually accorded to public men only after 
death. Mr. Kuebn came to this country from 
Germany in 1843 when 23 years of age, and bas 
made his home in this State ever since. Twen- 
ty-six years ago he was first elected to the 
office which he is now about to vacate. 80 
satisfactory was bis work to the people of the 
city that, for successive terms for many years, 
he was reélected, bis name bemg on the 
tickets of both political parties. When he 
went into office the condition of city finances 
was bad and the city’s credit low. He inaugu- 
rated the financial policy on which the affairs 
of the city have been conducted ever since—a 
policy which bas resulted in making thé credit 
of Milwaukee equal to that of any city in the 
country. In 1860 the building occupied by the 
city offices was burned. The fire was attributed 
to the work of men interested in having 
records which criminated them destroyed. All 
of the records of the Controller's office were 
destroyed, In such an emergency Mr. Kuebo’s 
perfect knowledge of the city’s business, aided 
by his wonderful memory, rendered a service 
to the city never to be forgotten. Day and 
night, for many months, he worked, till from 
memory he reproduced all the books and ac 
counts in shape so perfect that there was not 
the slightest jar in the city’s financial affairs. 
He retired from public duty and accepted the 
Vice-Presidency of one of the city’s banks. From 
this place he was called by a great popular 
majority to the position of State Treasurer. 
Two years later, though the heaa of his ticket 
was defeated, he was reéiected. Again he re- 
turned to private life. And again be was 
called into public service, being elected once 
more City Controller. He might have cop- 
tinued in this office for an indefinit number of 
years, but he now chooses to retire tor the re- 
mainder of his life from public duty. Aithough 
65 years of age, with silvered hair and beard, 
he is as young in action and physical ability as 
most men of 35. He practices regularly with 
the Turners and is one of the liveliest among 
them. From the Controller’s office he will go 
at once into active business life, with the pros- 
pect of many years yet of successful work. 

When Gen. Schofield attended the ball given 
by the Light-Horse Squadron last year he 
stated that in all his experience he haa never 
seen an affair of the kind better managed in all 
its details or more thoroughly successful. The 
arrangements now making for this year's ball 
of the squadron are on a grander and more 
complete scale than ever before.

The formal invitations are not yet issued and 
will not be out until next week owing to 
some delay in the matter of engraving; 
but the committee baving charge of the 
arrangements have been in correspondence 
with prominent military gentlemen in various 
parts of the country, and the result indicates 
that what may be termed the bonorary guests 
will constitute a large and brilliant body. It 
is the intention of the squadron to make the 
dall the greatest success of anything of the 
kind ever known west of New York. Tne prep- 
arations made for the Singerfest concerts at 
the Exposition Building are just in tne line of 
aiding the squadron’s preparations. The roof- 
ing and sounding-board arrangements afford 
the basis for an unprecedented display in the 
way of decorations. A brass band and an or- 
chestra, each to consist of thirty men, will 
furnish the music for the occasion—this part 
of the program being under the direction of 
H. H. Thiele, bandmaster of the Fourth Bat- 
talion, W. N. G. The following is a complete 
list of the active committees of the ball:

WARNING TO SILLY GIRLS. 


ANSWERING “ PERSONAL ADS” A DAN- 
GEROUS PASTIME. 


The Experience of a Dakota School Teacher 
Who Was Lured to Chicago Through an 
Advertisement of This Sort—The Police 
Nab the Man Who Was the Means of 
Getting Her Here and Send Her Home 
a Sadder and a Wiser Woman. 


A timid girl, apparently about 20 years of 
age, wandering about the great West Side 
Union Depot, attracted the attention of the 
depot officers Friday afternoon, and after she 
expiained that she had come to the city in 
search of a male friend whose exact wherea- 
bouts she did not know and that ber eurthly 
possessions consisted of but one large silver 
dollar and her small stock of wearing apparel 
she was directed to solicit the aid of the city 
police. 

Once inside the Central Station, the girl was 
taken in band by a kindly, middle-aged 
Officer, to whom sbe hesitatingly told 
her whole story. She had deen an 
almost friendless schoolteacher in one 
of the small towns in the interior of Dakota. 
There a Chicago evening newspaper fell into 
her hands, rnd she read the personal adver- 
tisement of a man who desired a “young lady 
correspondent; object matrimony.“ The. ad- 
vertisement was a type of its kind describing 
its author asa baudsome blonde, and giving 
fascinating detalis of his hight, age, weight, 
and charming character. The foolish girl an- 
ewered that odvertisement. and as a result was 
drawn into a correspondence withaman who 
claimed, but doubtless untruthfully, to be KR. 
E. Crumpacker, a railway postal clerk on the 
Fort Fratiot and Chicago route, which gradu- 
ally grew in warmth and spread into sioppy 
sentiment. At jength her correspondent made 
a proposition that she should come to this city, 
where he would provide her witb a nice place 
to stay. and if they suited each other he 
would marry ber. The girl had grown tired 
of ber lonesome situadon on the frontier 
and 50 enamored of ber unknown 
and romantic lover that sbe left her 
occupation to come here to meet him, and, as 
she supposed, to marry him. His only instruc- 
tions to ber were that she should register at 
the Commercial Hotel and he would see her 
there. Upon her arrival bere she was appalled 
at the size of the city, ber utter friendiesness 
and need of money, and, losing confidence in 
her lover, asked the advice of the depot police- 
man. 

Her suspicions of her lover were fully sec- 
onded by the officer to whom she told her 
story, but be warned ber that, once having 
seen this man, she might really want to stay 
bere with bim. But the girl was so thorougb- 
ly frightened that sue declared she only 
wanted to get back to the golden 
Northwest, where she at least would 
be safe and would be among people she knew.

ne event of the week for Ireland, next 


after the Home- Rule bill, has been the death 


of Mx. Forster. A Quaker, and of stock in 
. the idea of human liberty bad been cul- 
rated for black men, his entrance upon the 
gunctions of Chief Secretary for Ireland was 
alled as the inauguration of an era of good 
will. Before be was many months in Dublin 
Castle bis mind underwent a complete change. 
The man who wrought it wes Under-Secretary 
a Castle officebolder under all parties, 
anda malignant bater of the Nationalist aspi- 
rations. By bim Mr. Forster was persuaded 
tat the country could be ruled only by biood 
_ gpd tron, and be learned to believe that the 
victims be expressed to the scaffold with- 
out ioo fastidious a regard for evidence, and 
fhe more blood be caused to be shed in 
we streets, with women and boys among 
the victims of the soldiery, the more 
eficient and successful would be his 
gdministrauon. A reign Of ferocity was thus 
pegun. He suspended the Constitution, al- 
though there were no arms in the country ex- 
cept those carried under his orders. He die- 
persed with bayonets public meetings called to 
nee histyranny. He jailed editors who 
gared criticise bis course, and pied the torms 
ot public journals as promptly and as thor- 
oughly asa Czar. He destroyed the privacy of 
homes. He arrested hundreds of both sexes 
and detained them in prisons without bail or 
trial. He branded with epithets all who advo- 
¢ated national doctrines, and made the lives of 
the people miserable by private annoyance and 
oficial oppression. The courts became in 
under the influence of —.— Juries 
were packed to bring in verdicts determined in 
edvance. Judges conducted even civil as 
well as criminal trials with open deference to 
his prejudices. Magistrates made universal 
his euspension of all individual rights. Exas- 
perated and helpless, Ireland became law-defy- 
ing and desperate. To resist such government 
was, in the minds of a people robbed of consti- 
tutional rights, no crime. Secret conspiracies 
Personal detestation of the man be- 
came as ral as his tyranny.. He carried 
out his policy of blood and iron to its logical 
climax, and that climax occurred in Phenix 
Park. Witb that frightful event Mr. Forster's 
career was at au end. He escaped Carey and 
du men; but the public opinion of England 
crystallized immediately against coercion, and 
de went down, discredited by his own party and 
gbandoned by Gladstone. His retirement 
from. the Cabinet was simultaneous 
with the confession by the Liberals 
that coercion as a form of govern- 
ment was afailure. When its term expired 
the Coercion act was not renewed. He wnb- 
drew from his party and fora time remained 
done in politics, a solitary mugwump, despised 
by the Liberals for bis failure and detested by 
the Tories for making forever odious and im- 
dle the traditional policy of ‘** govern- 
ing” ireland by hatred and cruelty. He never 
rallied from the effects of bis political ruin. 
Of pleasing manners before his corruption by 
Burke, of sympathetic disposition and fair in- 
stincts, be might have won the respect of the 
whom he compelled to bate and thwart 
His death will appeal to their charity. 
He will doubtiess be forgiven, but he is in no 
danger of dem forgotten. Only Cromwell is 
more secure of a place in the memory of Ire-

As stated in the Ilion correspondence of the 
Herkimer Citizen Tuesday, the franchise and 
tools ot the typewriter department of k. Rem- 
ington & Sons were sold the day before to the 
firm of Wyckoff, Seamans & Benedict of New 
York. the parties who bave had the exclusive 
bandling of the machine for the last three or 
four years. Some, yes, many, have e 
regret that this valuabie franchise, if to be 
parted with at all, was not allowed to pass into 
the hands of Ilion parties, but we have been 
informed that llion capital had the opportunity 


the opportunity. 

Considering the fact that other capital in 
New York was already Organized for the pur- 
chase of this franchise, and that articles of in- 
corporation were already drawn by otber 
parties for a company that would have taken the 
manufacture of the machine away from here, 
we sbould rather congratulate ourselves thao 
otherwise that a company bas secured it who 
is interested in Ilion as well as in themselves, 
and that buildings bere have been leased for a 
term of years in which to continue the manu- 
facture; that it will remain in Ilion, and that 
the men employed thereon will be paid cash 
regularly for their entire wages. The question 
has becn asked: will it be once a month or 
once a week? This we cannot say, as it bas 
not yet been definitely decided, but what of 
that as long as it will be cash. 

When Wyckoff, Seamans & Benedict assumed 
the control of this machine, less than tour 
years sinee, there were being made then five or 
six machines a day, or atout thirty a week. 
They have so built up the trade that the daily 
output now nearly equals the weekly output 
then, and for many months—in fact, two years 
or over—the manufacture has never been abie 
to overtake the demand, except in the summer 
months. 

The new firm, or owners, will immediately 
make arrangements to increase the facilities, 
and where now about 165 or 170 hands are em- 
ployed it is expected that within six months 
the number will at least reach 300, possibly 350, 
bands.

Agencies 
forthe machine are firmly establisbed in all 
the principal commercial cities that the sun 
shines on, and—well, we will not undertake to 
say how soon our friends of this prosperous 
firm will be able to draw their check for a 
million apiece.

league ahead of any and all ana it will ever 
remain there—there’s no two ways about it.

there were two poisons at once which must 
tend to disrupt it unless they are eiiminated. 
One was the boycott, and the second the treat- 
ment of non-members. Whatever the end in- 
tended to be reached by the boycott it was 
an evil The New York Zimes published 
some time ago an article on Western boycotts 
in which they were severely criticised. A 
Knight of Labor paper at once said that the 
Times itself ought to be boycotted. * Suppos- 
ing that I preach a sermon in Plymouth 
Church,“ continued Mr. Beecher, * calling into 
question boycotting measures, Piymouth 
Chureb and every member attending it could 
be as reasonably boycotted.” Boycottmg was 
a tyranny worse than the tyranny ot Russia. 
It did away with a free press and free speech. 
It ended liberty of action. 

Tou say that the boycotts are claimed to 
be justified on the ground that the working- 
men attain their point by that end. Nothmge 
can justify them. Their immediate result may 
apparently te good, but in the end it must be 
evil. In the hands of bot-beaded men what 


assurance is there that the end to be attained 


is just? There must be less also of this 
dignity of the Knights.”’ 

The second poison to which he referred, Mr. 
Beecher said, was exactly what the Knights 
complained of, and yet they inflicted upon 
those who did not choose to become members 
of their order the same treatment which formed 
the basis of their owu grievances. Such a po- 
sition was unjust and wrong, and no end to be 
gained would justify it. 

Of Mr. Powderly Mr. Beecher spoke asa 
man of wisdom and foresight, and of bis ge- 
cret circular to the order as a model of wisdom 
and discretion. Upon a visitor sugguesting 
that Powderly might become a candidate for 
President Mr. Beecher heartily indorsed the 
idea. 

Afterwards, in speaking of tne Southwestern 
strike he characterized it as the most outra- 
geous affair of its kind on the part of the 
Knights which bad occurred during his life. 

Turning to the recent revival bere Mr. 
Beecher was asked what he thoughtof Sam 
Jones. “He seems to be a sincere man who 
bas doubtiess done some good, but who has 
not exteuded the bounds of thought perhaps,“ 
said he. It may be that the people he reached 
did not care much about the bounds of thought. 
Because a man does not like one style of 
preaching it does not follow that he has aright 
to cédndemn it. There are all kinds of churches 
and all kinds of preachers, and if a man 
does not like one he can go to another. 
Because he does not like his cut of veal he 
cannot say that the guests of the hotel are to 
be deprived of veal. Instead he ought to look 
over the bill of fare and select what he wants 
and let the other people around the table do 
the same. He has apparently reached a class 
that needed to be reached. In this he has 
doubtless done a good work. Ofall the evan- 
gelists Mr. Moody is the broadest and deep- 
est, and his influence will be the most per- 
manent.” 


The Lecture on “The Reign of the Common 
People Listened to by 2,000 People. 


An audience of about 2,000 peodle assembled 


last night in the Casino rink to hear Mr. 
Beecher lecture on the Reigu of the Com- 
mon People.“ The assemblage was espe 
cially noticeable for the number of el- 
derly people and women who were present, and 
also the generai intelligent character of the 
audience. Mr. Beecher spoke in an easy con- 
versational tone, frequently aiding bis utter- 
ances by gestures, and occas.onaily changing 


his position while addressing the audience. He 


suid that the gospel had been the chief means 
of steadily elevating womanbood, lifting her 
to model superiority, until now she was the 
universal teacher. not alone in academies and 
scbools but also colleges, and was also ordained 
to preach the gospel. Within the compass of 
his own life schools had become universal. 
The common people of Europe desired educa- 
tion, and the dynasties also wished them to 
bave it. The poor people of Europe had a 
longing for knowledge whicb was not satisfied. 
They had a feeling of being smothered, or, as 
they thought, they bad not enough breatbing 
space, 80 to speak. But slow development gave 
thom life. Why was it that they were so die- 
contented about their condition in 
society? It was because they were 
ambitious and desirous of better things. The 
speaker gloried in the discontent of the poorer 
classes abroad, for it was an evidence that they 
were beginning to come out of animal life. 
Man must have something more than animal 
ambition if be wanted to go up, and so the 
working people bad come to recognize this 
fact, and desire elevation for themselves and 
children. Mr. Beeeher also gloried in the dls- 
content of the poorer classes in America, En- 
giand, France, Russia, and other countries.

The Canvass Ended and the Totals Will Be 
Announced Monday at 10 O'Clock. 

The canvass of the returns for the city was 
finished yesterday, and it was announced that 
the to would be ready Monday at 10 a. m. 
The Election Commissioners consider the re- 
turns as their private property, and in spite of 
the ruling of Judge Prendergast that they are 
public records refuse access to them to any 
one outside of the Canvassing Board. As soon 
as the last precinct had been called off to the 
clerks and the figures put down on the canvass 
sheets, and before the footings were made, the 
returns and sheets were locked in a vault; and 
reporters were denied access to them. 
Commissioners, being in office for the first 
time, have not yet learned that the perform- 
ance of duty is not inconsistent with the ac- 
commodauon of the public. 

The result will vary very little from the re- 
turns published the morning after the election. 
The only douotful point was the election of 
Sam Kerr in the Eleventh Ward oom to his 
small majority. His majority on the published 
return was 28. The official canvass reduces 
it to 24, still leaving him elected. 

The returns from the Town of Lake will be 
canvassed at 10 a. m. Monday, and at 11 a. m. 
the First Ward contest will be taken up. 

As tue result of the city canvass will be de- 
clared Monday morning, the new Aldermen 
ought to get their certificates during the day 
and take their seats Monday evening. 


Young’s Desperate Contest in the Fifteenth. 

When the Fifteenth Ward was reached, 
Lawyer McDaid, in behalf of William S. Young 
Jr., the very emphatically and deservedly de- 
feated candidate for Alderman in that ward, 
there being a majority against him in every 
precinct, protested against declaring the re- 
gult on the ground that Joseph H. Ernst, the 
successful Democratic candidate, was a judge 
of election and could not be a candidate. 
Ernst bad been confirmed by the County Court 
and served the two days of registration. He 
had tnereby beet a judge of an integra! part 
of the election at which he himsel! proposed to 
be a candidate. It made no difference if the 
commission excused him, because be was a 
candidate. He wasin law a judge of election 
for the year. Judge Prendergast asked if no- 
tice nad deen given to Ernst of the contest, 
but the Commissioners informed him that 
Ernst had left bis side of the case with them. 
The matter was taken under advisement by 
the Canvassing Board. Judge Prendergast 
stated that the most important question to be 
decided was whether the Canvassing Board 
bad any authority to take up anything outside 
of the mere ministerial function of canvassing.

While there are no evidences yet of any 
treachery, there are still fears of it, due main- 
ly to the recollection of the unhappy experi 
ences of other years.

The inequality 
in the population of the various wards is be- 
coming more pronounced every year. The 
Council bas authority, under the charter, to 
reapportion the city and change the bound- 
aries of the wards, though it cannot increase 
the number of wards. The Aldermen from the 
smaller wards do not favor the idea. It would 
increase the difficulties of their election. For 
the opposit reason the Aldermen representing 
larger warde favor the plan. Besides these 
considerations, the conviction is prevalent that 
it would secure better attention to the wants 
of every part of the city if the shares of the 
Aldermen were more equal.

MUSIC. 


The Lehmann Concerts—Other Musical Mat- 
ters—Notes. 

It is unfortunate for the reputation of Miss 
Lilt Lebmanifythat she could not have been 
beard here in opera. The effect of ber voice in 
Central Music-Hall must bave been a disap- 
pointwent to nearly every one of her hearers— 
and most of all to those most familiar with 
voices of finest quality. It is no more than 


just to Miss Lehmann to say, however, 
that even Patti’s voice sounded less 
musical in this hall than in any 


of the other places where she was heard. The 
hall is so small that a singer comes into imme- 
diate proximity to the hearer, and in this case 
there was no orchestra ta cover up the rough- 
nesses of the organ or to furnish a sonorous 
medium in which so large a tone could float 
harmoniously. 


pleasure of her singing to many of her hearers 
is to be found in her confibing herself so ex- 
clusively to German songs and the German 
language. There is an important difference in 
the status of the German and Italian lan- 
guages, respectively, as modes of lyric 
speech for addressing bearers unfamiliar 
with either of them. The italian is more mu- 
sical, besides which it commonly stands to the 
musicinarelation not unlike that of the 
flowers in spring ’’—having little or ** nothing 
to do with the case.” An Italian aria is first 
of alla melody and a vocal sghow-piece; the 
words assure the hearer of the standpoint, but 
go very littie further. A well made German 
song, On the other bend, is first of all a text 
setto music. Missing the word, the hearer 
misses the key to the entire mystery. When 
an American goes to bear an opera in Germdn 


ne meets this culty by we aid 
of the libretto. In : Lebmann 
concerts there was no  \libretto. The 


cold fact, as it must have appeared to the inner 
consciousness of the average American ob- 
server, was that a robust singer of agreeable 


meaning and in music with few of the charms 
of ordinary tunefuiness. To say this 1s not to 
impugn American intelligence. We are as 
polyglot as any people, excepting the few who 
happen to live along the border-line of two 
vernaculars. Let an American singer go to 
Germany, with however good a voice, and sing 
there only in English, and she would soon find 


out that the language made adifference. In 
the present case the want of = rap- 
port bet ween the singer and the 


audience was due to the strange language and 
to the unfamiliar German songs. It is entirely 
true that Miss Lehmann renders an important 
service to the concert-going publicin present- 
ing music of the class she does; but to say this 
is to relegate her to the vague satisfaction of 
anticipating the full repayment for her mission- 
ary labors in another state of being. Con- 
sidered as a concert-singer Miss Lehmann 
takes rank among the best, and itis possible 
that upon some other occasion she may become 
as highly esteemed as the great ones Patti 


and Nilsson. In the matters of mu- 
siciansbip and  highbred artistic con- 
scientiousness, Miss Lehmann could 


give both of them a number of points that 
would be useful. In the matter of tone qual- 
ity and in ability to touch the American 
beart, either of them could give ber many 
points and yet win the game. in short, Miss 
Lebmann is an artist of such gifts that ber real 
popularity can come in America only when 
she has succeeded in educating a public de- 
mand for the particular qualifications at her 
command. 

Mr. Rummel's piano-playing is of the very 
best quality. No more bealthy piaying has 
been heard here since Rubinstein, and 
none which employed the resources of 
a virtuoso technic 80 artistically for inter- 
preting the higher kinds of music. Rummel is 
an artist; that is to say, a performer who 
makes one feei the music without requiring 
allowance to be made for imperfections in the 
performance. Mme. Hopekirk for example 
was also an artist in a high sense, but there 
was always an allowance to be made for im- 
perfect finish. This used to be the case with 
Rummel; be used to play with such indiscreet 
vigor that bis fingers would slip off the intend- 
ed keys and the unemployed fingers would 
cause false notes to sound. These faults he 


bas almost entirely overcome. At the 
present time he combines a vir- 
tuoso command of the instrument 


with a wide range of artistic judgment and a 
true musicianly feeiing, to an extent equaled 
by very few in the world. As compared with 
Sherwood, for instance, bis passion is truer, 
more headlong, comes better to a climax; his 
technic, also, being more varied and powerful. 
Sherwood bas acquired a bad habit of stopping 
to reflect at inopportune moments. He is a 
clock which at midnight gives eleven strokes 
in due sequence but pauses for oiling up tne 
machinery or rewinding before delivering the 
twelfth stroke. The habit is, indeed, exasperat- 
ing, if one is at ali moved by the music. 
Frankly, it deserves to go upon record that the 
sorata appassionata was never played bere 
better than by Mr. Kummel. The same is true 
of the Waldstein“ sonata, altbough in the 
latter he took the rondo more deliberately than 
is usual. Mr. Rummel has a very large reper- 
tory. Insome private playing be was most 
agreeably beard in the Tschaikowsky concerto 
in C sharp, tne Beethoven sonata in C minor, 
opus 111 (which he interpreted grandly), and 
in several of Brassin’s Wagnerian transcrip- 
uons, notably the thunderstorm from 
the “Rheingoid’’ and the love song 
from the Walküre.“ The most gratify- 
ine circumstance about Mr. Rummel's 
work was his faculty of catching the public by 
purely legitimate playing, a historical point of 
no small credit to the good sense of a Chicag 
audience. Mr. Musin, also, can do this—whe 
he chooses. But he does not often choose. In 
the Leonard Souvenir de Haydn he omitted 
two of the most difficuit variations, and added 
some tricky passages of bis owa, a la Paganini, 
in order to catch tne house. He caught it, no 
doubt, but an artist of his ability does 
not need to resort to such meas- 
ures in & metropolitan city. The 
accompanist of the company, Mr. Emanuel 
Moor, deserves a recognition which be bas not 
received. He is a very good pianist; he ac- 
companies with discretion, feeling, and taste. 
These qualities take up but littie room when 
written down, but when lived up to they mean 
a great deal. 

In regard to the agreeable absence of medi- 
ocrity in the company a word ought to be said, 
particularly inasmuch as 4 want of variety 
has been charged against the programs in some 
quarters. Upon a matter of this kind every 
hearer must form bis own opinion. If be pre- 
fers to adulterate his nourishment by the 
addition of innocuous diluents, there is noth- 
ing to hinder his taking on a fifth-rate tenor 
and a contralto out of a job; the present ar- 
rangement bas the merit of saving the time 
wasted in hearing fully three-fourths of the 
program of a conventional star“ concert. 

There was one other factor in the success of 
these concerts which for the sake of art de- 
serves forma! recognition. The grand piano- 
forte u had a remarkably broad and sweet 
tone, and surpassed in power of sustaining a 
tone any instrument previously heard here in 
public. It is not possible for any manu fact- 
urer to turn out this kind of result by wbole- 
sale: it was u rare triumph of skill and good 
luck. It had a great deal to do witu the at- 
tractiveness of Mr. Rummel's playing. 


Mr. Gerricke’s Orchestra Coming. 

All the indications point to the growing dis- 
position of other conductors totry conclusions 
with Theodore Thomas in the matter of or- 
ohestral supremacy in America, Mr. Gerricke 
bas bad in Boston an opportunity such as 
Thomas never had. He has been able to select 
bis men, make his own programs, and confine 
his players to music of a higu character. He 
bas bad unlimited opportunity for rebearsals. 
During the season just ended twenty-four con- 
certs and twenty-four public rehearsais have 
been given in Boston. The local press has 
spoken highly of the discipline and technic of 
the playing even when depioring the German

A YOUNG ITALIAN ADEPT ABOUT WHOM 
ALL EUROPE LATELY TALKED. 


Sig. Casella's Interesting Career at Last 
Brings Him to New York as Per- 
manent Resident—The Episode with the 
Baron San Maleto—Extraordinary Skill 
and Tact. 

New York Sun: Among the passengers on the 
steamer St. Laurent, which arrived from Havre 
a week ago last Wednesday, was Mr. Henry 
Casella, who is a native of Naples, and who 
has come to the United States to make this 
country his future home. Mr. Casella is a 
young gentleman, 32 years of age, who has 
distinguished himself as a newspaper writer 
both in France and Italy and in South Ameri- 
ca, and who furthermore enjoys the distinc- 
tion of being by far the best swordsman, in 
that particular line of the art to which he bas 
devoted his attenuon, that there is on the Con- 
tinent of Europe. He is of excellent Neapoll- 
tan family. His father was the Minister of the 
Interior under Francis II. of Naples, and is 
now the President of the Supreme Court of 
that city. Mr. Casella was born with that ad- 
miration for the noble art of self-defense at 
the sword’s point which bas been for sev- 
eral centuries the characteristic of all 
true Neapolitans, and during his school- 
days gave so much attention to that branch of 
his studies that at the age of 17 he was not 
only the admirauon of nis school-fellows, but 
his fame had spread ubroad through the city 
of bis birth to that extent that even the an- 
cient adepts at the art who lamented the de- 
cadence of the times, as all reguiated ancient 
adepts in all cities do, were forced to admit that 
there was that inthis young man which, if 
cultivated, might bring bim up to the standard 
of some of the interior fencers of the days 
when they were young. | 

So wheu Mr. Casella entered the newspaper 
field, some years later. his esteemed contem- 
poraries did not display the usul Continental 
ardor in finding in his abie articles cause for 
inviting him to go out and exchange scratches 
on the field of honor. He bad by that time ac- 
quired a disagreeable knack Of presenting to 
bis adversaries a front of beatiful flashing 
steel, in which it was very bard to find a crev- 
ice through which to insert a Sword’s point, 
but out of which there darted with bewilder- 
ing rapidity lichtning-like darts which stung 
sharply wherever they hit, and seemed to hit 
about where Sig. Casella wished them 
to. 80, altogether, the young journalist led a 
rather peaceable life, as newspaper life on the 
Continent goes, thougb he had occasionally to 
give ambitious fellow-workers in the news- 
paper fold practical lessons in the art of prick- 
ing somebody without getting pricked. It 
must not, of course, be supposed that Sig. 
Casella escaped scot free in imparting these 
lessons. Iu fact he bas on his manly face one 
or two slight traces left by the fine Italian 
hands of his contemporaries, to say nothing 
of several on other portions of his body. But 
where he bas one his contemporaries have a 
good many more. 

It is unnecessary to say that Mr. Casella was 
a member of the best fencing club of Naples, 
and that he was looked upon with a good deal 
of awe in a city where fencing is adored witu 
an ardor which is only equaled by that which 
is entertained in Boston for true siugging. 
But it was the great San Maleto affair that 
brought him first into promigence before the 
public, for in that he not only appeared as the 


fencing, but also in a measure as the upholder 
of the Italian school of that art as against that 
of naughty and supercilious France. 

Bie. San Maleto went to Paris to show the 
conceited people of that giddy city that there 
were more points in the Italian way of fencing 
than French pnilosophy had ever dreamed of. 
There Sig. San Maleto found grimly waiting for 
him the veteran Mérignac, who expressed him- 
selt as delighted at the opportunity of learning 
something of the art be loved so well from so 
distinguished a master. After which graceful 
expression of sentiment he proceeded to jab 
Sig. San Maleto in so many places that the Sig- 
nor's person woulu have resembled the cover 
of a pepper-box had not the tip of the French- 
maus weapon been guarded by a good safe 
button. 

This affair made a great sensation in France, 
and it is needless to say that there was no less 
agitatvon among the people of Italy, especially 
these of Naples. 

In Naples, in fact, there Was @ storm of t- 
dignation. It was clamorously asserted that 
Sig. San Maleto was not a representative of 
the highest Italian art in the use of the sword— 
far from it. A statement to that effect was 
drawn up by the club to which Sig. Caselia 
belunged and was signed by its most 
prominent members, among them Sig. 
Casella, and sent to the Paris Figaro, 
which had been particularily offen- 
sive to Italian patriotism in its references 
to the Mérignac-San Maletocontest. This the 
Figaro did not priut, but instead sent one of its 
representatives, M. Bérinier, to Naples to see 
about the matter. By this time all the Conti- 
neutal press was talking more or less on the 
subject, so M. Bérinier’s interesting letters to 
the Figaro telling what a good time he wus 
having in Napies were read with much eager- 
ness everywhere fencing and hospitality were 
admired. M. Bérinier, moreover, admitted 
that there was much to learn about the merits 
of the Italian school of fencing which the 
Baron Sana Maleto had failed to teach the 
Parisians, and for a time there was peace. 

Sig. Casella soon after this went to South 
America, where, at Rio Janeiro, he founded 
the Cosmopolita newspaper, which he conduct- 
ed for atime. His fame as a swordsman, how- 
ever, bad preceded bim, and he was in great 
demand among the young Brazilian aristocrats. 
The Emperor himself expressed a wish to see 
a specimen of the wonderful young Italian's 
Skill, and was, of course, gratified. Sig. Casel- 
la remained some time in Rio, and his pen was 
as lively as his nimbie sword, for be not oniy 
conducted his own paper, but bad a band 
in the management of the (tovrate Italiano of 
that city, and corresponded at the same time 
for El Diario of Buenos Ayres, and occasionally 
sent letters home to paper8 in Europe. Alto- 
gether, Sig. Casella remained in South America 
sometbing over two years, and brought bome 
with him many testimoniais, some of them of 
a very furmidable documentary appearance, 
and bearing imposing South American names, 
and all expressing thanks and admiration for 
the many beautiful things Sig. Casella had in- 
cidentally shown the people down there in the 
art of handling the sword. 

When Sig. Casella returned to the land of 
his birth be little dreamed of the storm that 
was awaiting him. He remained quiet and un- 
disturbed for a time in Naples, and was just 
making preparations for an extended tour 
through Europe, wuen be was startled to re- 
ceive an alarming communication from the re- 
doutable San Maleto. That gentieman, it 
seems, had been cherishbing a grievance against 
Sig. Casella ever since Sig. Casella left for 
South America, and now be wrote a sbarp note 
tellmg Sig. Casella that before he set out on 
bis travels again be, San Maleto, had a little 
score to settle with bim. The Baron San Maleto 
nad never got over the fact chat Casella had 
signed the memorable letter from the Neapoli- 
tan Fencing Club which set forth that he, the 
Baron, did not represent the true Italian school 
ot art in its highest perfection, and be now 
called upon Sig. Casella to settle that ques- 
tion once and for all ina personal encounter of 
an unfriendly nature. In fact, the angry Baron 
challenged Casella to mortal combat. Sig. 
Casella failed to see why a mere question of 
skill should be made a personal matter, and 
wrote to the Baron to that effect, at the same 
time saying that be was always at the Baron's 
command to settle the dispute in any manner 
he chose. 

Tuis correspondence got into the papers and 
all Italy was torn up over it, and when it was 
announced a little later that the Baron San 
Maleto bad selected pistols as the weapon with 
which to vindicate his wounded honor as a 
ewordsman, the agitation became more intense. 
The newspapers, vot only of Italy, but of 
France, now taiked of nothing but affaire 
Caselia-San Maleto,” and thousands of people 
of those nations discussed the matter on the 
street corners and in the cafés with that mud- 
eration and calm which is peculiar to the Latin 
races when under the pressure of exciting cir- 
cumstances. Italy was divided into two 
hostile camps—the Casella camp and the San 
Maleto camp—and when it became known 
that San Maleto bad actually gone to Naples 
to arrange the terms of a combat with Caselia 
the din of the conversation might easily have 
been heard among the barbarians beyond the 
Alps. 

San Maleto at last consented to defend bis 
wounded bonor at the sword’s point, so one 
fine morning last autumn when Naples Bay 
was dancing all sorte of dazziing jigs in the 
sparkling sunlight forty-two solitary coaches 
might bave been seen winding their way alone 
its borders bound to the dark and bloody 
ground on which the great Casellé-San Maleto 
“difficulty’’ was to be settled. Sig. Casella 
appeared first on the field of honor and 


the Baron soon followed dim. The 
Baron insisted first that the fight 
should be with the weapons that be, 


the Baron, had brought. To this Ca- 
seila consented and everythmg was made ready 
to begin when it was observed that the Baron

This led to a discussion 
which lasted until a troop of gendarmes came 
galloping down upon the assemblage, which 
dispersed as demurely as a crowd of West- 
chester County cock-fighters under the awful 
eye of a Yonkers constable. The next day the 
Baron was told to leave Naples within twenty- 
four hours, and Sig. Casella was admonished to 
keep quiet and not fight dueis.

A ROYAL SPANISH WEDDING. 


How the Infanta Dona Eulalie of Spain 
Promised to Love, Honor, and Obey” the 
Infante Don Antonio. 

The marriage ceremonial of royaities is al- 
ways interesting, and the marriage of the In- 
fanta Dona Eulalie of Spain to her cousin, 
the Infante Don Antonio, son of the Duke of 
Montpensier, at the Chapel Royal in Madrid, 
gives actuality to the text of the marriage 
office used on the occasion: The first question 
was addressed to the bride, ** Your Highness 
Dofia Marie Eulalie Francoise of Bourbon, 
Infanta of Spain—your Highness is aware that 
you are here to be united and married to his 
Highness the Infante Don Antonio Louis 
Philippe Marie of Orleans and Bourbon, con- 
ceruing which marriage his Holiness has re- 
moved the objections raised on account of 
parentage of different degree of consanguinity, 
and other causes. It remains now for your 
Highness to say whetner you know of any 
other reason for which this marriage contract 
should not be entered upon—that is to say, 
whetber there exists between your Highness 
and the said Infante Don Antonio Louis 
Philippe Marie of Orleans any other relation- 


ship; whether you have given your word 
to any other man; whether you have made 
vows of chastity or religious piedges;or whether 
you know of any natural obstacie which might 
oppose the validy of this marriage; finaily, 
whether you contract the marriage of your 
own free will and desire? Your Highness will 
declare this on your faith and your royal 
word.“ Cardinal Ceferino Gonzalez, Arcb- 
bishop of Seville, who performed the ceremony, 
accompanied by his clergy, gave then the 
Bisbop’s crook into the hands of the attendant 
priest, and said: Your Highness Dofia Marie 
Eulalie Frangoise of Bourbon, Infanta of 
Spain—I request your Highness, and also you, 
your Highness Don Antonio Louis Philippe 
Marie of Orleans and Bourbon, to tell me 
whether you know of any ovstacie why this 
marriage should or could not be contracted, or 
why it could not be valid or legitimate—that is 
to say, you are to make manifest whether you 
know of any other obstacies besides those 
which bis Holiness bas removed; I make this 
same request to you whe are bere present. 
For the second and third time I request you 
that if you know ot any such obstacie, you are 
to make it known openly.” Addressing 
himself again to the obride, the Arch- 
bishop continued, “Your Highness Dofia 
Marie Eulalie fFrangoise of Bourdon, 
Infania of Spain, will you take for 
your legitimate husband. as it is commanded 
by the Holy Roman Catholic and Apostolic 
Church, his Highness tne Infante Don Antonio 
Louis Philippe Marie of Orleans and Bourbon?“ 
Before replying, her Royal Highness kissed 
the hands of her parents, and on the question 
being repeated, sbe answered. Yes, I will.’’ 
Then the Arctbisbop proceeded: ** Does your 
Highness give yourself as wife to his Highness 
the Infante Don Antonio Louis Philippe Marie 
of Orleans and Bourbon?“ To which the bride 
answered: Les, I give myself.“ The Arch- 
bishop continued: Does your Highness receive 
the said Infante Don Antonio Louis Philippe 
Marie of Orleans as your husband?“ Tes, I 
receive him,“ answers Dofia Eulalie. The 
same questions were then put to Don Antonio, 
who replied in the same way. After this the 
bride and bridegroom joined their right hands, 
and the patriarch, baving taken bis crook, said: 
Aud, in the name of the Almighty, and the 
blessed Aposties Peter and Paul, and the Holy 
Mother Courch, I marry your Royal Highness 
Sefiora Doiia Marie Eulalie, etc., to your Royal 
Highness sSefiora Dan Antonio, etc.; and 
this bond of marriage I confirm in the name of 

Father, the Son, and the Holy Ghost. 
Amen!” The Archbishop, with crook and 
mitre, accompanied by his clergy, one of whom 
eld the cross, another the aspergillus, and a 
third the plate on which were arranged the 
thirteen coins which every Spanish woman 
receives on this occasion, together with her 
wedding ring, commenced the benediction of 
the coins. He then biessed the wedding rings, 
putting one on the finger of Don Antonio, to 
whom he also gave the other, to be given to 
the bride. The Archbishep then threw some 
coins to the bridegroom, who threw them to 
the bride, by whom they were put back into 
the piate. After this, their Highnesses joined 
their right hands, followed the Cardinal to the 
armchairs prepared for them on the altar stair, 
where they kneit down to hear the wedd ing 
mass, which was thus terminated: ‘ Now 
your Highnesses have received the blessings 
according to the customs of the church, the 
advice 1 give you is to keep faithful to each 
other; to be chaste at the time of prayer, and 
even more cbaste during fasts and saints’ 
days. May your Higbnesses love each other 
as busband and wife, and may you live in the 
fear of God.“ The Cardinal then gave the 
bride to the bridegroom, saying: Igive her 
to you for a companion, and not for a servant; 
may your Highness love ber as Christ loves 
His Church.“ The benediction closed the 
ceremony.

AMERICAN OPERA’S FOUNDRESS PROS- 
ELYTIZING IN PHILADELPHIA. 


Seeking Encouragement from Wealthy Res- 
idents of the Quaker City, and Shortly 
to Visit Chicago on the Same Errand— 
Philadelphia's Mania for Trust Com- 
panies, and the Vast Amount of Wealth 
That Is Lying There Next to Idle—Capi- 
tal Invested in the West—Some Promi- 
nent Figures Seen at Atlantic City. 

PAILADELPHIA, Pa., April 3.—|Special Cor-

don't think she had so much success as ber 

earnestness merited, for our millionaires bave 
not a particularly soft side for any of the arts, 
except those of an industrial nature. Besides, 
they rather consider $20,000 or $25,000 a nice 
lump of money that is notto be given away 
without profound thought beforehand. And, 
as to this case, it must be confessed its New 

York stamp injures’it with Philadelphians. 

Mrs. Thurber tells me she intends making 
Chicago an early Visit to advance the interests 
of the opera there. Meanwhile, she says, 
she has an excellent lieutenant in Mr. 
George M. Pullman, who bas contributed 
$5,000. » love Chicago, she went on. “I 
think it is the greatest city in the country. In- 
deed 1 do, although { was born and bred and 
bave passed all my life in New York. It bas 
shown a deep and patriotic interest in the es- 
tablishment of National opera too. It took to 
the idea at once. Mr. Puliman assures me 
that Chicago will subscribe to the company not 
jess than $50,000. Indeed, all through the 
West, the great aill-alive, American West, the 
interest in the opera—which I hold is now a 
National institation—is most cheering. No 

ne could evince greater interest in its wel- 
aoe. for instance, than Mr. John W. Mackay 
and Mr. Charles Crocker, who come all the way 
from California.” 

Mrs. Tuurber herself bas set a shining exam- 
ple of liberality. Sde is very rich in ber own 
right. and ber husband, tbe greatest wholesale 
grocer probably in the-United States, is rated 
an one of the wealthiest men in New York. 
She is higbly educated and music is a passion 
with her. To firmiy found a National opera is 
sow der great purpose in life. Sbe 
pas contributed to the opera com- 
pany, which embodies the purpose in 
business form, $100,000 of her private 
fortune. She still gives ita vast deal of her 
time and thought, employing four secretaries 
in the conduct of business. The company hus 

n capital stock of a quarter of a million dol- 

lars in shares of $100 each. More than half of it 
bas been subscribed for and Mrs. Thurber is 
now working bard to bave the remainder 
taken up. Besides her contributions to the 
opera company, she is also financially sustain- 
ing the National Conservatory of Music on 
West Eighteenth street, New York, which will 
shortly begin to provide the singers for all the 
minor parte of the operas that the Amer- 
jean company shall produce. Besides doing a 
patriotic action, all the persons who assist in 
eustaining the opera, Mrs. Thurber observed, 
wih also be securing themselves lifelong en- 
joyment, for each subscriber to the extent of 
$1,000 receives two life tickets for all the com- 
pany’s performances, wherever given. Re- 
speoting the opera per se, Mrs. Thurber says: 
“There has been gatherca together from all 
parts of the United States, within a single year, 
the material for a grand opera company. This 
more or less crudé material bas been, with 
infinit skill, patience, and judgment, 80 
trained that the results have been 
frankly bailed by press and people 
with expressions of astonishment and deligut. 
‘ne mise en scene, costumes, and accessories 
are acknowledged to be an artistic success. 
They are of American manufacture, from 
workshops cstablished for the express purpose 
of producing them, and which have furnished 
employment to hundreds of persons. The 
orchestra is unrivaled, the chorus exceptional, 
the bailet graceful, and, finally, the star system 
having been discarded as opposed to the edu- 
cational principle upon which the opera is 
established, the solo artists are, if not of tran- 
scendent excellence, at least deserving of 
every encouragement for the talents 
they have exhibited and the results 
they have achieved. We stated in our 
prospectus that while recognizing ali we owe to 
European artists the time had come tor Amer- 
ica to free herself from absolute dependence 
upon foreign talent; that a National conserv- 
atory and a National opera remained in abey- 
ance among more than 50,000,000 of people, 
to the great loss of the entire community. 
While every petty State in Europe was in pos- 
session Of these ad vantages our own land bad yet 
to make the first steps towards the possession 
of either, and finally, as a consequence of our 
seeming apathy and indifference, the most 
musically gifted of our people had to seek 
abroad, under forcign names, the commence- 
ment of a career otherwise denicd them. 
Well, we set out to change al! that, and we are 
succeeding capitally. I feel confident that at 
last our country has and will retain an opera of 
its owa.“ 

Although Mrs. Thurber bas undertaken work 
of magnitude enough for mature wisijom and 
the skill that comes with years of experience, 
she is, nevertheless, only 31. She is, besides, 
extremely beautiful. Sue is a _. brunet, 
with superb eyes, and a perfectly molded head 
and face. Her features are clearly defined, so 
that she “lights up” well, and looks fairly 
radiant at the opera ora ball. The American 
opera is not the only object of her solic:tude, 
for she gives without ostentation thousands of 
dollars a year to New York’s poor. Her hus- 
— is one of the richest men in the metropo- 

Apropos of wealth, Mr. A. J. Drexel, who is 
an. owner of considerable real estate in Chi- 
cago, was not haif pleased with the reports 
sent out that he was a chief figure in the Puil- 
adelphia syndicate that has been buying 
Chicago traction railway stock. He took occa- 
sien, quickly enough, to contradict the report. 
Mr. Drexel is a prudent and far-sighted in- 
vestor, and I am inclined to the notion that he 
does not regard street railway stock as a prime 
investment for a conservative banker. In any 
event, be does not own any, and neither does 
his close friend, Mr. George W. Childs. An 
associate of the banker, and himself a man of 
great financial importance, was telling 
me the other day that there has 
not been for years so much money for 
investment in Philadelphia with so few ways 
of safely putting it out as is now the case. 
There is now in those vaults a couple of mill- 
ions ot trust moneys —tbe gentieman was 

President of a leading trust company— and 
I can't, at this moment, see any place to put 
it.” Trust instituhons have grown with ex- 
traordinary rapidity in this city, and have con- 
trol of millions and miliious of trust estates. 
The law puts so many conservative guards 
about trust funds that there are very few ways 
of investing it open. Even real estate, in 
the popular sense, is not considered a 
commendabie investment, though the court is 
generally willing upon application to it, to per- 
mit investment in that peculiar Pennsylvauia 
institution, ground rents. The commonest 
method of investment of such funds is in mort- 
gages, and even they must be in the State, and 
Ordinarily the trust company itself, for rea- 
sons of prudence, will not take them outside of 
the county. It can be seen, then, the difficulty 
mat these companies have to keep their funds 
invested, especially when one realizes that 
these funds are growing rapidly every year. 
The corporations, nevertheless, have for the 
most part contrived to become very wealthy, 
and their stock is deld at high figures. 
Their success, indeed, has spurred 80 
iwWany speculators on to help them, that there 
is danger of overdoing the whole business, and 
one need not be surprised to bear some of these 
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was made quietly at side 
bar, but I know that the refusal was given 
just the same and very positively too. The 
latest persone to set about the formation of a 
Real Estate Title, Trust & Insurance Company 
are the lawyers and conveyancers themselves. 
They say that the older companies bave cut 
in on their sources of revenue so largely by 
absorbing so much business ot a legal 
or quasi-legal character connected with 
real estate that individual lawyers and 
conveyancers nowadays have hard rubbing to 
get any business together. They purpose to 
fight the present corporations with their own 
weapons. Membership in the new company 
is to be limited to attorneys and conveyancers, 
and ail subscribers to stock sign an agreement 
not to will or assign their stock to persons in 
any other vocation, and to give the general 
company power over their boidings in that re- 
spect. The capital is fixed at $500,000. Faith 
in trust-company stock as an investment must 
still be pretty sound, 1 fancy, after all, for a 
prominent attorney told me this morning that 
subscribers enough bad already been obtained 
to justify a permanent organization at once. 

There is a vast dea! of solid wealth in this 
quiet town, altogether, and, a6 there are 80 
few ways of investing it, it finds its way all 
over the continent. A gentleman told me the 
other night that he bad investments in twelve 
States and two Territories, and he did not pre- 
tend to be much of a financier or much of a 
moneyed man. Western investments are held 
in digh favor, and the ownership to a 
vast deal of prairie land vests in 
conservative oid gentlemen here who 
rarely go further than their bankers or 
at most their country bouses, a little way out 
from town. Western mortgages, too—though 
perhaps taken with less coofidence than those 
here at home—are nevertheless popular, the 
bigber rate of interest being considered an al- 
together adequate return for the greater risk. 
The Drexels, if they are not buying traction 
railway stock, are placing either tor themselves 
or their clients thousands yeariy in Western 
land investments of ene kind or another. By 
the way, in a sketch of a stroke or two of Mr. 
A. J. Drexel in The TRIBUNE recently, 
observed that the banker suffered kcecn- 
ly with nervous dyspepsia. Mr. Drexel 
told me the other day that he had received 
from a dozen quarters of the continent two or 
three scores ot letters containing excerpts 
from my correspondence and kindly offering 
him a variety of sure cures—no two alike. 
Mr. Drexel was obliged to these various Sa- 
maritans; but, having already tried a scure or 
so of **sovereign remedies’ without growing 
any better, he has concluded to allow the dye- 
pepsia to haveits way. You see he has made 
up bis mind to escape the modicines at least. 

Atlantic City is still crowded with weaithy 
and fashionable people, such as one meets in 
summer at Newport only. It is altugether the 
proper Lenten piace of resort, society having 
almost completely foregone its usual Southern 
trips this spring in favor of the near-by sea- 
coast. There isn’t much to do there beyond 
gossiping, strolling by the sea, or lounging in 
the sand. Ina sojourn of about aday and a 
halt I met representative people from all parts 
of the country. One of the most conspicuous, 
and one who attracted constant notice by 
reason of his rise from next to nothing 
to a position in which be commands millions, 
was Mr. John D. Rockefellar, President of the 
Standard Ou Company. He was there build- 
ing up after months of bard and trying work. 
There is nothing striking in his appearance, 
but one had only to talk with bim for five min- 
utes to teel the keenness of his mind. He was 
altogether genial and jajiy, and in a conversa- 
tion in a grou men he referred with gusto 
to the days no long ago when be was a small- 
salaried bookkeeper. Ex-Attorney-General 
Brewster was also there. He feeis keenly the 
death of his beautiful and accomplished 
wife, whose demise is said to bave been 
primarily due to the heaviness of the 
social burdens placed upon her while her hus- 
band was in ex-President Arthur's Cabinet. 
Mr. Brewster was teling me that his own 
hea:ith 18 not any more what it used to be. 
He suffered severely with an attack of sciatica 
for three weeks preceding bis wife's death, 
and, though he comes out every day now, be 
has not yet completely recovered his strength. 
Freddie Gebbard,”’ of Langtry notoriety, 
was also by the sea after his sojourn abroad.

KEEPING A VOW. 


A Wealthy Duke's Pious Offering for the 
Coming of an Heir. 

London Correspondence Philadelphia Press: 
On the summit of a hill, within the walis of 
an old prison, now pulled down, in the an- 
cient City of Norwich, is being constructed a 
Roman Catholie Cathedral, which, with the 
exception of St. Paul's, will be the grandest 
ecclesiastical buildimg erected in England 
since the Keformation. Already the massive 
pillars of the interior have reached the first 
arches, while the centre walis of the main 
structure have risen to the bight of thirty 
feet or more. For nearly five years the build- 
ing has been in progress, yetit was not until 
the massive structure arose above the prison 
walls that the casual visitor would have ob- 
served what was going on. Within the walls 
men are busy working with chisel and maliet 
and trowel, cutting, carving and putting in 
place the beautiful white and black and brown 
marble. The work proceeds so quietly that 
one might fancy bimeself living in the days 
ot the old monasteries. From the scaffolding 
of the new cathedral may be seen the old city 
witb its fifty church spires, its red tile roofs, 
its fantastic gabies, and, above all, its beauti- 
ful garden and foliage. Twelve years will be 
occupied in the construction of this church. 

Every now and then a mau about 38, slight 
in stature, not weiguing over 120 pounds, with 
a thin, black mustache and whiskers, intensely 
quick, nervous, brown eyes, unassuming in 
manner, unostentatious in dross, arrives at 
Norwich, straightway proceeds to what is 
locally known as the old jaij yard.“ and de- 
gins an inspection of the magnificent edifice so 
silently assuming form. He enters the archi- 
tect’s office, examines the plans, and asks 
innumerable questions—practical, commop- 
sense questions, as a builder would, the 
examines the various huge blocks of stone in 
the yard, and even ascends the scaffolds and 
watches the work of the masons. Everything 
comes under bis keen, dark eyes; no defect 
escapes bim. 

This man is Henry Fitzalan-Howard, Duke 
of Norfolk and Earl Marshal of England. He 
is the Premier of the twenty-one English 
Dukes, hig title having been created in 1143, 
and, next to the Duke of Westminster, the 
richest. The Catholic Cathedral he ig building, 
and which will cost at least $1,000,000, is tbe 
fulfillment of a vow he is said to have made 
should be be blessed witb an heir. ln 1879, 
after having two daugbters, a son was born to 
him, but, alus, a sadly-affiicted little creature. 
In 1880 the Duke began the vathedral. 

Four centuries ago the noble family of 
Howards, then the servants of Henry VIII., 
laid the foundation by plundering the Roman 
Church and seizing its revenucs. They appear 
to bave been the most famished and greedy of 
the cormorants surrounding Henry. The Duke 
ot Norfolk obtained a great part of the riches 
stolen from the wealthy See of Norwich. ‘rne 
priests and monks were driven out homeless 
over the land, and the poor bad no houses of 
refuge and no means of relief. Amid the 
anathe mas of the priests and the groans of tho 

or the foundation of this great dukedom was 
aid. The Duke managed to lay his bands upon 
no less than thirteen religious houses in the 
eastern counties of England, many of which 
pieces of ecciesgiastica! plunder have been 
since sold and the money realized put into 
estates in other parts of England. But the 
most profitable portion of the present Duke's 
estate is situated in Sheffield and came into the 
family by marriage, and was, in great part, 
the spoils of the Norman couquest. His 
aunual income probably exceeds $1,500,000, 
and is constantly increasing, for, by the En- 
glish law, the ground rents are changing into 
buiiding and ground rents as year by year 
leases expire, and the buildings and dwellings 
ofthe workers of England become the prop- 
erty of her greedy landed dukes. In this 
way, and by this system, the present Duke of 
Norfolk will soon own balf the wretched 
houses in Sheffield. Public improvements in 
Cities thus owned by dukes and lords are virt- 
ually at a standstill, and already the corpo- 
ration of Sheffield has been compelled to spend 
a few hundred thousand of pounds in buying 
up the Duke's vested interests before mucb- 
needed improvements could be made,

WOMAN, SPARE THAT BIRD 


DESTRUCTION OF SONG-BIRDS TO SAT- 
ISFY FASHION’S DEMANDS. 


A Vigorous Argument Against Their Contin- 
ned Destruction for Ornament and Food 
ieee Million Warblers Annually Of- 
fered Up on Fashion's Altars—A Plea for 
Legislation and the Formation of Anti- 
Bird-Ornamentation Societies. 

Cricaao, April 3.—| Editor of The Tribune. | 
—The space you bave been giving up to the 
sermons of the Georgia evangelists will soon 
be open for other uses, and Il am quite sure 
you cannot put a portion of it toa better use 
than by spreading before the readers of THE 
TRIBUNE some facts in relation to the whole- 
sale destruction of our song-birds. 

The New York Mail and Express of a recent 
date devoted a column and a half to this sub- 
ject, and its statements were to me & revela- 
tion. 1 bad until 1 perused that array of 
facts but a faint idea of the destruction that 
has been going on during the last four years 
to gratify the demands of fasbion. I found 
also in the same paper an account of an inter- 
view with Mr. G. E. Gordon of Milwaukee, the 
President of the American Humane Society, 


which I senda herewith in the hope that you 
will print it and let itcirculate throughout the 
vast extent of Tae TRIBUNE'S influence. 

A writer in Science shows that on the most 
moderate calcuiation 5,000,000 song-birds are 
annually required to fill the demand for the 
ornamentation of the hats of American women! 

To a lover of birds like myself such a state- 
ment falis like some great sorrow. The sub- 
ject ie cngaging the attention of lawmakers, 
and in — 9 States the further destruction of 
song-birds is forbidden by statute, as it should 
be everywhere. The women, to gratify the 
taste of whom this wanton, wicked slaugbter 
has been going on, owe it to themselves by 
every means in their power to discourage the 
use of teather ornaments. Leaders of fashion 
here in Chicago sbould imitate their sisters 
across the sen aud organize anti-bird-orna- 
mentation socicties. 

It is a sad reflection that the evil has so far 
accomplished so much. Mr. Gordon says it 
will take the time of three generatious of man- 
ind to restore the birds to the number and 
condition of four years ago. Already the 
woods, and fields, and orchards are made des- 
olate from the absence of the warbie of the 
song-birds— Nature's choristers—which furnish 
to mankind a perpetual concert. asking no 
other fee but the riaht to live. Their wanton 
destruction is a colossal crime. F. E. Corry. 

The tollowing is the interview above referred 
to: 

J understand you are engaged in protecting 
our American birds from further destructhion?’’ 
said the reporter. 

„es,“ said Mr. Gordon. In common with 
the leading ornithologists, the better class of 
sportsment the more enlightened farmers, and 
the few women of influence who do not yield 
their souls to the sway of fashion, our aseocia- 
tion is doing what it can to save the few birds 
that are left to us.“ 

„The few birds! Do you mean to say that 
the greater part of our birds have already 
been destroyed?!“ 

do mean just that. For the last three 
years and a half there bas been such a demand 
for birds tor decorative purposes that some 
kinds are nearly or quite extinct, while the 
sbores, the woods, the orchards, the fields, and 
pastures, which were once 80 full of birds, so 
radiant with bright winds, so entrancing with 
the gladness of warble and song, are desolate, 
denuded, mute, the birds destroyed and lost to 
us for many years to come.“ 

What do you mean by ‘for many years to 
come? 

mean that three generations of men will 
pass away before the birds can be restored to 
the number and condition of four years ago, 
before the women of this country caused their 
most wanton and cruel destruction.“ 

Have you data to bear out such extraordi- 
nary statements!“ 

“Plenty of data. The American Ornitholo- 
gists’ Union, composed of the leading natural- 
ists of the Country, issued, as a supplement to 
Sctence, a sixteen-page pamphlet on the sub- 
ject, which is most profitable reading. It shows 
that this destruction of birds to feed 
the vanity ana foolish frivolousness of fashion 
is a massacre. It shows that many miil- 
10ns of our most beautiful, useful, and me- 
lodious birds have been slaughtered annually 
for the use of milliners. But theré is, unfortu- 
nately, no need of these estimates founded on 
the statistics of trade. Go into the old past- 
ures, the orchards, the meadows, and see for 
yourselves. They are desoiated, are like gar 
dens without flowers, or the sky without sun, 
moon, or stars. And all for what? Let the 
women answer.“ 

** But surely you do not mean to say that the 
women knew what they were doing?“ 

‘**Knew! Of course they did nat know where 
the miserable fashion would lead; théy never 
thought of that. But none the less the evil 
hus been done, and can't be undone during the 
lifetime of any one now alive. But from this 
time forward the plea of ignorance of conse- 
quences cannot be urged. Steps are being 
taken to pass laws in every State of the Union 
to make it a criminal offense to kill birds for 
any purpose, except strictiy game birds used 
for food and such birds as are needed for sel- 
entific purposes.“ 8 

How can you make a crime out of a matter 
of sentiment?” 

“This is something more than a matter of 
sentiment, something much more. The loss of 
the birds which are almost insectivorous bas 
already caused a guite appreciable loss on the 
farmers’ crops, and we are destined to see a 
plague of insect life so great as to entail im- 
portant commercial consequences to the coun- 
try atlarge. Nothing but birds can reguiate 
the increase of igsects and keep it within 
bounds, and to destroy the birds as we nave 
done is a crime of the highest order against 
society, and will cause loss and waste incaicu- 
lable.“ 

Is this guesswork or verifiabie hypothesis?“ 

Fact, sir! France once, in a paroxysm of 
folly, allowed the destruction of a proportion 
ot hers. The result in disaster to flelds and 
crops and in positive famine and distress was 
so apparently the result of this folly that now 
France and Germany protect the birds with 
jealous care. For every wing on a wom- 
an's hat today some one will suffer 
loss, some one will go hungry and 
lose some joy out of life, If it would 
be a crime to destroy the grass of the flelds 
and bills, because grass is necessary for the 
support of life, so it is acrime to destroy that 
which Nature bas provided as the sole pro- 
tector of that and its kindred grain, the birds. 
Nothing can make it iess than a crime; a crime 
against the order of the world, against the 
beauty of the world, against human society 
and welfare.“ 

But are not men also to blame?” 

* Yes, in a limited but marked degree. Every 
time your New York, or your Boston, or your 
Philadelphia gourmand eats his dis of reed- 
bird on toast he eats, undcr its winter name, 
the bobolink, the skylark of América, the most 
giorious songster of our Northern meadows 
and the best friend the farmer has among 
the featherea tribes. What a shame it is. 
Yet I suppose that our American gentlemen 
of culture bave felt indignation when 
they read in their college days of the wanton 
proflicates of the ancient world, who guve sup- 
pers and provided their guests witb dishes of 
nightingaies’ tongues. We give suppers and 
provide dishes of bobolinks, and what makes a 
difference between us and the others? Think 
of eating two dozen of such creatures of joy, 
and music, and superficial attraction on toast. 
The barbarism of it ali is too great for words. 

The more so that, just now, when reed- 
birds (bobolinks) are in season at the res- 
taurants, the season of mating and nesting is 
close at hand, 60 that we kill off the music and 
gladness ofa hundred summers to come aud 
serve on toast. 

But you believe, don’t you, that as soon as 
this matter is seen in its true light it will be 
remedied?"’ 

‘In part. There are now in process societies 
for bird protection, called Audubon Societies, 
fostered by the Forest and Stream, a newspaper 
which has always bad a leaning to the more 
humane and noble side of things, and doubtless 
these socicties will accomplish ‘very much to- 
wards the restoration of birds. Then the 
Prevention of Cruelty Societies will keep 
on in the work they have always been at 
in these lines, and by and by the farmers wiil 
wake up and forbid shooting a bird on their 
lands, and, if any of us live oue or two hun- 
dred years more, we may see and hear what 
one saw and heard a few years ago—the or- 
chards aud fleids alive and merry with happy 
birds, that now we so miss, and shall have to 
miss, for muuy years to come, because the im- 
periousness of transitory fashion bas butcb- 
ered the birds to make a deco: ation.”’ 

Is the fashion declining?” 

„It is changing rather than declining. I re- 
grot to say that it is reported that the Parisians 
ure to wear more birds on thelr dresses than 
ever, and want canaries. Great beavens! It 
scems like a decree of bis late Majesty the 
King of Dahomey that people should appear 
in court with a decoration composed of tne 
teeth of maidens and children. 

The other day, in America, a lover sent, at 
the request of his betrothed one, a ring with 
1 finger inside it, to prove his de- 
votion.

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Object of the New Audubon Society—Mill- 
ions of Victims Sacrificed to Fashion— 
Public Sentiment to Be Aroused. 

New York, March 31.—The organization a 
week or twoago of the Audubon Society, tor 
the protection of wild birds, not technically 
game, bas drawn considerable attenaon to the 
enormous slaughter each year of birds of this 
sort for millinery und otbet ‘decorative pur- 
poses. For the last five years song birds 
and pipers, birds with gay plumage 
and without, have been killed in 
geason and out of season—in the 
woods, fields, marshes, and on the 66a 
shore—in appalling numbers. Shooting birds 
to sell their heads and skine bas become «4 
business with hundreds of men and boys along 
the Atlantic coast and in the interior. The 
terns and sea swallows, once so abundant from 
Cobb’s Island in Virgmia to Cape Cod, bave 
been almost exterminated, and the meadow 
larks, thrushes, robins, and bobolinks of our 
country fields are beard more and more 
rarély near the large cities and even through 
long stretches of Long Island and New Jersey. 

It is hard to say at all accurately how many 
birds pass yearly through the great millinery 
establishments. A writer in the Soience sup- 
plement for February puts the number be- 
tween 5,000,000 and 10,000,000. A corréspond- 
aut of Forest and Stream tells of a single col- 
lector who brought back 11,000 skins from a_ 
three months’ Southern trip in 1884, and says 
that from one small district of Long Island 
70,000 skins were sent to New York in four 
months. There is a single New York taxider- 
mist, according to the same paper, who con- 
fesses to preparing 30,000 bird ekins for bats 
and bonnets every season. 

Joseph Rosenthal of No. 628 Broadway, a 
deaier in millinery supplies, said to a reporter 
that the demand for birds this year was ex- 
traordinarily large. The expensive skins,“ 
he added, are imported from Asia or South 
America, but the small and cheap ones we get 
entirely from the native birds. I couldn't say 
how many were used in a year; but I have, for 
instance, 5,000 English sparrows in stock now. 
Small birds sell for five and 10 cents apiece; 
only the imported ones bring over $2 or $3. 
Gulls, terns, snipe, larks, swallows, all kinds 
are equally good. If they have a dull or ugiy 
— 4 we dye them, and there is a market for 
a J. * 

At Marx Held & Co.'s, No. 600 Broadway, a 
member of the firm saia that he could hardly 
conceive where all the birds used came from. 
„We buy.“ be continued, from 500,000 to 
1,000,000 of small American birds every year. 
We received 40,000 pairs of German magpies a 
few days ago. They may be gone again in a 
week orina month. The native birds are 
very cheap. We draw not only on Lone 
Island and New Jersey. but on almost every 
State inthe Union. As long as the fashion 
continues I suppose we shali still have a sup- 
ply.“ 

J. Wallace, a naturalist and taxidermist of 
No. 16 North Williams street, said that of the 
local birds, meadow-larks, terns, snowbirda, 
cedarbirds, bluebirds, and sparrows are most 
in demand by milliners. The destruction of 
our song-birds and sea-birds, and the country 
birds, which eat obnoxious insects, for such a 
purpose, he continued, is scandalous. Every 
farmer and country boy almost ou Long Island 
has taken to killing birds and selling them for 
a few cents a dozen. A good many of the skins 
are too much torn with tae shot to be of any 
use and many are spoiled by bungling country 
operators. It doesn’t pay a good taxidermist to 
go into this business. We used to get 50 cents 
tor mounting a bird. Now we would get about 
two or three ceuts. Taxidermy will bave to 
stop if this wholesale slaughter goes on. Mill- 
ions of birds are killed every year for women’s 
hats and bonnets. They have gotten so cheap 
now that every nurse or servant-girl can afford 
one, and the result is that there's hardly a tern 
left on the Atiantic coast, trom Cape Cod down 
to Florida or Mexico. There are. bird laws in 
many States, but they are notenforced. The 
only remedy, it seems to me, is to get up a sen- 
timent among ladies against wearing either 
the wings or feathers of birds.“ 

An ornithologist in the Science Eztra for 
February says in regard to the prevalence of 
the fashion of wearing birds that in a Madison 
avenue car he noticed eleven women out of 
thirteen with birds’ wings, heads, or feathers 
in their nats. No. 1 had the heads and wings 
of three European etariings; No. 2 an entire 
foreign bird; No. 3, seven warblers of four 
species; No. 4, a large tern; No. 5, the beads 
and wings of three sbore larks; No. 6, the 
wings of seven shore larks and grassfinches: 
No. 7, half a gallinule; No. 8, a small tern; 
No. 9, aturtie dove; No. 10, a vireo and yel- 
low-breasted chat; and No. 11. ostrich plumes, 
A correspondent of Forest and Stream who was 
walking one afternoon in Fifth avenue saw on 
700 hats 542 birds of forty species, the com- 
nion tern and quail being most frequent. A 
majority of the hats without bird decorations 
were trimmed in mourning. 

Williaa Dutcher of the American Ornitholo- 
gists’ Union's committee for the protection of 
birds told the reporter that the cbimney-swal- 
low was about the only bird that bad escaped 
the milliners. Barn-swallows, martens, and 
all the sparrow tribe are dyed una used exten- 
sively,”’ he went on. ‘Orioles, crows, biack- 
birds, purple-grackles, redwing blackbirds, 
bobolinks, and terns make very pretty orna- 
ments. The terns bave suffered most of all 
the birds near New York. They are practically 
exterminated. I know of 3,000 having been 
killed in one Long Island town—Sea- 
ford—not ** ago, and 1 bear that 
40,000 were shot on Cape Cod in a sinuzle 
season. Mr. Alien of our committee says that 
1,000,000 bobolinks were killed in one montu 
near Philadelphia. Iknow of amillinery house 
here which took stock Feb. 1 and found 200,000 
bird skins on hand. I hope the fashion will 
soon change. There is no lawin any State, 
except perbaps Maine, that is really protective. 
We have drawn upalawto meet the case, 
however, and hope to get it passed in each 
State by the aid of the Audubou Society. The 
new society is to be an auxiliary of our com- 
mittee and will try toobtain names all over 
the country for its pledges and arouse a healthy 
public sentiment against this barbarous prac- 
tice, which threatens one of the most beautiful 
features of country life.“ 

The Audubon Society’s pledges are as fol- 
lows: (1) to discourage the killing of any 
bird not used for food; (2) to discourage the 
robbing of any bird’s nest or the destruction 
of its eggs; and (3) to refrain from the use of 
any wild bird’s plumage as as article of dress 
of adornment. Simply subscribing to one of 
these admits.one to membership. Local socie- 
ties with secretaries will be formed as soon as 
possible. The society has no Officers as yet, but 
among those who have consented to become 
vice-presidents are Mrs. William M. Appleton of 
Boston; Mrs. Charles T. Barney, Mrs. G. B. 
Grinnell, Mrs. Frank Bottowe of New York; 
Mrs. L. L. Tifft of Buffalo: Miss Biddie of 
Philadelphia; G. T. Angeli of Boston; Rodney 
Dennis of Hartford; and Henry Bergh. The 
law proposed by the society enumerates the 
different kinds of game birds and provides a 
penalty for killing or robbing the nests of all 
other birds except for sc:entific purposes. The 
English sparrow, however, is excluded from 
its protection. The society’s address at pres- 
ent is No. 40 Park row, the office of Forest and 
Stream.

Beaded é¢tamine is imported for millinery 
purposes (says the New York Evening Post). 

Faceted pearis are used in the formation of 
high standing military collars, with scarf ends 
of lace attached, pearil-beaded to correspond. 

Bridemaids wear bronze kid Roman slip- 
pers, worked with gold beads and lined with 
pale gold satin, or black satin, or pale chamois 
kid, delicately embroidered with shaded flow- 
ers in colors which match the dominant tone 
of the toilet or the coldr of the floral decora- 
tons chosen. 

A pretty method of fastening a basque is to 
have wide revers of the dress fabric under a 
narrower one of velvet, with sbort pointed 
strups of velvet an inch apart that button diag- 
onaliy down the entire front. Dressy toilets of 
biack lace have a pointed corsage rounded over 
the chest, with shoulder-straps of black velvet, 
with loops of the same just at the top, these 
edged both sides with narrow frills of black 
lace, the lower frilis falling over the arm. 

In spring models the princesse bonnet, with 
a coronet brim and a modified Normandy 
crown, is 6specially popular, and bonuets in 
this shape are handsomely made of black 
French iace in thread patterns, with the coru- 
net covered with a network of jet beads. 
Most of the foundations are made of primrose, 
poppy-red, amber, or mauve satin, which sug 
gest primroses, violets, pansies, poppies, crocus 
blossoms, and other spring flowers as garni- 
tures for these, with which may be mingled 
mignonet and other pale grceeu sprays. 

Mauy of the summer dresses will be finished 
with a vest made of flots of ribbon, laid loop 
upon loop, from the throut in front to the belt 
or the point of the bodice. This is already 
very prettily shown in tue new brocaded gauze 
ribvons, or those of flowered grenadine and 
¢tamine. The vests are also made of wine- 
colored or dark-blue velvet ribbon, two inches 
wide, on a pougee or nun’s-gray foulard, which 
has a coliar and cuffs of velvet. Wider velvet 
is tied in u bow and ends at the belt, and still 
wider ribbon in loops and floating ends holds 
the drapings of the tunie at each side. 

The new caaovas goods are in plain mono- 
chromes or are woven to resembie étamines 
and fancy grenadines, and many of the de- 
signs show mixtures of fancy colors. Some of 
the most expensive of these fabrics are veivet- 
atriped or woven with effective Roman or 
Persian borders. They are as light as albatross 
or grevadine, and can be worn all summer. 
The bouret-striped woolens, boucié grena- 
dines, fanc veilings, and other licht 
woolen go will be first choice the com- 
ing season for gay afternoon gowns, and will 
in a great measure take the place of the organ- 
dies, Freuch lawns, batistes,and other inex- 
pensive wash dresses so popular last summer, 
whose frequent visits to the laundry made 
them in the end a serious item of expense. 

Costly white lace over a white satin prin- 
cesse slip is a favorit wedding dress for ayouth- 
ful bride. 

With the round waists which are in high 
vogue tis season are worn belts of solidly 
beaded galioon to match that which garnishes 
the bodice; sleeves, and skirt: The belt is 
fastened in front with a handsome buckie that 
is sewn to the edges of the galloon. 

A pretty dress of French sateen has a fan- 
pleating of plain blue sateen down the front of 
the skirt. At each side are broad panels of 
figured sateen showing a ground of pale- blue. 
with tiny’sprays of gold blossoms and foliage 
scattered over it. The line where the fan- 
pleating and panels meet is covered with a 
rather narrow rever of dark-garnet velvet. 
The pointed bodice is of figured material, 
with a vest of the velvet beyond which are 
arranged a number of soft nuns’ folds of 
the plain sateen which narrow gradually, and 
cross each other below the wast line. The full 
back drapery is made of the gold-figured sateen 
and finished withasimple bem. Tiny checks, 
hair stripes, blocks, and other designs, so mnch 
used in summer silks and surans, are closely 
copied both in coloring and pattern in the new 
sateens, and are made up ip the same style as 
the silks. The lormer dresses retain their 
freshness almost as long as those of summer 
silk, they have quite as pretty effect, and cost 
about one-third the price of a good surab, 

Serge, English homespun, and light-weight 
cheviot costumes prevail at present, to the ex- 
clusion of nearly all others, for the promenade 
and for day entertainments, etc. These ele- 
gant and ladyiike gowns are so sensible, com- 
tortable, and stylish, and so attractive by their 
perfect fit and finish, that their popu- 
larity remains at its zenith The long 
ample draperies and plain lower skirts, fn- 
ished with a simple foot-pleating, or else those 
with full effects given by straight skirts, with 
pauels and kilts in front and on the sides, and 
very bouffant back breadths, are those that 
find greatest favor. The trim postilion basque 
and short outdoor jacket complete these suits, 
without other trimming than medium and 
large-sized buttons, plain machine-stitched 
hems, and rows of braid set on in various novel 
ways. 

There is a quality of sateen, called sateen 
foulard, which closely resembies Indian silk in 
appearance. It comes in a variety of designs 
—KEgy ptian, floral, Mikado, checks, stripes, and 
geometric patterns, multicolored over grounds 
of pearl, doe-color, beige, garnet, sapphire 
blue, etc. Pointed basques with postilion 
backs, or princesse polonaises, are made of these 
fabrics, trimmed witn fancy lace. They are 
worn over tucked and paneled skirts finished 
at the bottom with an extra wide hem turned 
up on the right side. 

Many of the novelties in spring bonnets 
have most of the trimming: placed upon the 
crowns, emulating the style of Kate Green- 
away, some of which are almost hidden by 
loops of vari-colored picot ribbons. In straws 
the most novel are those made of fancy 
braid of silver or dead gold, dotted 
with loops or tufts of velvet or che- 
nille. One of these, a model of the Tyrolean 
shape, is of dead gold, dotted with cardinal 
chenille loops; the lining, of dark cardinal 
satin, and a trimming of biack Spanish lace in 
front, mingled with dark-red velvet tulips and 
two large jetaigrets tipped with gold. The 
Osler or canvas bonnets last year have been 
revived, and are laden with spring flowers, 
wintergreen-berries, and crystallized messes 
and grasses. The close-fitting French bonnet 
is too becoming and elegant to be left out of the 
list of popular spring hedd-coverings, as it is al- 
ways tound as suitable for the most elaborate 
toilet as it is for the most simple, the only 
difference being in the materials and trim. 
mings of which each is made. Its popularity, 
therefore, remains unabated. Leghorns, Mi- 
laus, and boucié Neapolitans are cited as likely 
to be in high favor, but fine English straws 
and braids in rough effects will follow them 
closely in popularity. In oolors are noted 
pale almond, écru, cream, fawn, wood, and 
golden brown, dark green, olive, garuet, ma- 
rine blue, and pure white satin braid for sum- 
mer wear. 

The daintiest of iaces, ribbons, and delicate- 
ly-embroidered fabrics will be brought into 
requisition for fashionable neck-dressing the 
coming season. A large portion of the sum- 
mer's invoice of noveities in dress goods in- 
vites the use of simple, beautiful, and inex- 
pensive fabrics, but there appears to be no 
diminution in the demana for elegant accesso- 
ries with which to adorn these materials. Ex- 
quisit tints and very lovely and artistic 
effects characterize the general display of 
summer goods, but with these are also brought 
out a tempting array of garnitures, which of 
themselves transform the simplest gown into 
one most charmmg in effect. Among these 
are embroidered laces, but wrought upon 
diapbanous crépe lisse or India suk gauze, as 
upon net or tulle. The work is executed in 
silk with seed and round mother-o’-pear! 
beads introduced. These laces come in all 
tushionable colors and in black and 
white. Other importations in hngerie show 
graceful Spanish and Russian sbort jackets 
of flounce lace made up over surah, the edges 
of the jacket formed of the well-defined scal- 
lops of the lace, these opening over pleated or 
shirred vests of the silk. There are also shown 
cream-colored sets of Irish point lace, which 
include gilet cuffs and deep Charies IX. collars 
ready for use at a moment's notice, and always 
dressy and becoming. Also marine coliars 
with scarf ends attached, in beaded nets and in 
all the fancy white and cream laces, to say 
nothing of legions of beautiful devices in lace, 
from the stately M@dici fraise to the simple

AN INDIAN MILLIONAIRE, 


Peculiarities of Mr. Kessowjee Jadowjee, 
Recently Deceased. 

A somewhat notable character bas died in 
Bombay (says the Times of India) in the person 
of Mr. Kessowjee Jadowjee, a wealthy Bhattia 
merchant, who was popularly spoken of during 
life as a millionatre.“ The amount of prop- 
erty be has left behind him does not probably 
tall far short of ninety laxhs of rupees. Al- 


though one of the wealthiest men in Bombay 
he lived in very humble style at Mandvie, in 
the native town, and affected no greater dis- 
play than a man earning a small salary might 
bave done. His dress differed, in no respect 
from that of his feliow castemen of low deeree, 
and he drove about ina broken-down one- 
horse shigram. Like many other wealthy men 
ot penurious habits be was extremely litigious. 
His disagreements with bis son, owing to the 
dissolute and extravagant babits of the latter, 
will be fresh in the recollectién of many in 
Bombay. The son fell into the hands of 
money-lenders and others, who expected that 
the father would, as he bad done on numerous 
occasions previousiy, discharge his debts, but 
the old man seems to have determined that he 
would no longer minister to his son’s extrava- 
gances, and be refused to lift a finger to save 
him from jail. Iilladhur Kessowjee, the son, 
was on the debtors’ side of the jail for some 
time, and eventually died from disease aggra- 
vated if not brought on by bis excesses. Ow- 
ing to the notoriously evil life ot the son, and 
bis flagrant breaches of caste rules, Mr. Kess- 
owjee and bis family were excommunicated by 
their caste until they had made a pilgrimage to 
Benares to expiate their sins by the course of 
religious discipline prescribed on such occa- 
sions. The old man was too feebie to under- 
take this journey, and died under the ban of 
his caste. As a consequence, enormously 
wealthy as he was, his funeral ceremonies were 
only attended by about ten or a dozen persogs. 
It is believed that the bulk of the deceased's 
immense property will go to a nephew, a lad 8 
years of age, whom he bad some intention of 
adopting, although he did not live long 
enough to have the necessary adoption cere- 
monies performed.

A RICH DUKE’S LAWSUIT. 


The Bill for the Spanish Infanta's Wedding- 
Dress the Cause of It. 

Paris Letter to London Truth: I dare say 
that those who know about the thrifty habits 
of che Duke de Montpensier wondered at bis 
generosity in giving the Infanta Eulalia a cost- 
ly wedding-dress. That Prince and his wife 
have never abandoned the hope of placing the 
crown of Spaia on the head of some member 
of their family. The Duke de Montpensier 
cannot but be aware of the prejudice his sav- 
ing babits have created toward him and his wife 
in their rivalry with Queen Isabella. The mar- 
riage of his son and the Infanta gave him an 
op>ortunity, of which he thought it politic to 
avail bimself, of appearmmg more generous 
than he is credited with being. He therefore 
proposed to give the royal bride her wedding- 
dress. Tois garment, according to precedent, 
would, the moment the Infanta doffed it, be 
sent as ex-voto offering to the Virgin of the 
Atocha, where all Madrid wou!d see. that the 
Duc de Montpensier is able tospend freely 
when there is occasion tor free expenditure. 
However, be has managed to spoil the impress- 
ion which his gift was intended to produve, if 
we are to believe what we hear from Madrid. 
When ordering the dress be was either not 
clear enough in giving his directions, or had to 
do with a tradesman too stupid to under- 
stand bim. A lawsuit is, thereforg, pending 
about it. From motives of patuotism and 
policy the Infanta’s trousseau w to be en- 
tirely furnished by Madrid tradespeople. A 
Worth of the Calie de Carmen was charged by 
the Duc de Montpensier to provide the bridal 
dress. Point de Bruxelis, which is the cheap- 
est of the very costly laces and can be made 
the most rapidiy, was to be used in the flounces 
and veil. A pattern was chosen that could 
not be executed for less than 40,000f. But. iu 
addition, the iliustrious tatber of Prince Anto- 
nio suggested the introduction into the design 
not only the arms of Spain but of the twelve 
kingdoms into which 8 was formerly 
diviced. The tradesman of the Calle de Car- 
meu went to Brussels to see there to the ex- 
ecution of the order, because he knew the Duc 
de Montpensier to be very fastidous in judging 
of merchandise for which he bad to pay. The 
more solid tissues to which the flowers were to 
be attached were prepared witb the same care, 
and adress that was perfectly marvelous was 
the result. 

The Infanta was overjoyed at the beauty of 
the garment when she tried it on for the last 
time, but the Duc de Montpensier objected to 
the bill, which came toa total of 120,000f. He 
protested against what struck bim as impudent 
extortion. In Spain every beegar, much less 
every tradesman, thinks himself a gentieman. 
The one in the Calle de Carmen flared up at the 
insult which be conveivea the Duc offered bim. 
He was asked to establish bis rectitude by pro- 
ducing the Brussels invoice, but be refused, 
with scorn, tocomply. However, he could not 
keep back the address of the Belgian house 
through which he acted in employing the lace- 
workers who made the flounches and veil. 
The Duc could, if ne liked, ascertain there 
what a wretched profit Madriienian trade 
reaped through the transaction when 
changes in the design were made, The baste 
in which they were executed increased the ex- 
pense. Alfogether it was represented that the 
cost of manufacture was two-thirds greater 
than the orignal estimate. However, the 
tradesman would prefer any loss ratner than 
pass for being disnonored. What he proposed, 
llearn trom a Spanish souree, was the pay ment 
of 80,000t. for the lace or the return of the veil 
and flounces. 

The upshot ot the dispute was a lawsuit, 
whieb is just the sort of one to interest Span- 
iards deepiy. Theiridea is that nothing can 
be good enough for the Virgin of the Atocha, 
in embroidering a petticoat for whom Ferd- 
inand VII. passed the closing years of bis life. 
As be married four times, he gave her four wed- 
Ging dresses, each of which was as magnificent 
as human hands could make it. The court to 
whieh the Worth of the Calle de Carmen applied 
ruled that he was to be given at once 40,000f., 
and the other 40,000f. if he showed that the in- 
troduction of the arms ofthe tweive nations 
of Old Spain into the design caused a serious 
change inthe price at Brussels. Spaniards 
are horrified at the idea of limbs of law finger- 
ine the bridal dress of an Infanta, which now 
forms part of the Virgin’s wardrobe. The 
whole affair is beautifully Hhlustrative of the 
hesitancy and thrift of the Due de Montpensier 
(the richest member, perbaps, in Europe of 
the royal caste) and of high-flown Spanish 
sentiment. 


A NEW AMMUNITION. 


Col. H. F. Clark Invents a Cartridge Which 
Leaves the Rifle Barrel Clean. 

New York Sun, April4: A new thing in guns 
has been invented. Col. Henry F. Clark of 
Poughkeepsie, N. V., is responsible for it, and 
be bas found some experts in rifie-shooting to 
share bis enthusiasm over a device in the way 
of ammunition which upsets all accepted 
theories, and prevents just what every one said 
it would inevitably cause—namely: the fouling 
of the gun. 

Col. Clark’s gun is a military rige of only 
forty-calibre. The present weapon used by 
the National guard has a calibre of forty-five, 
but Col. Clark bas adopted the English stand- 
ard, winch, with the regulation weight of 
eighty grains of powder, gives, it is alleged, u 
much greater velocity. The action is what is 
known as under-lever. It is simple in con- 
straction and compact, and is so protected by 
@ solid block of metal as to be in ttle danger 
of damage from rough usage in active cam- 
paigning. A single pivot holds the movement 
in place. The movement itself is controlled by 
two screws. 

The special feature of Col. Clark’s inven- 
tion, however, is in the ammunition. The 
cartridge is so constructed as to contain the 
80 grains of powder in a brass snell of a 
diameter of 45-100 inches. The ball, weigh- 


ing 400 grains, is but 40 calibre. It rests di- 
rectly upon the power, and about it is a 
waterproof patch of paper. The shell is 


crimped over the apex of the bullet. and be- 
tween the patch and point u lubricant is held 
by the crimped sbell. According to all earlier 
theories, it has been held that a crimped 
shell ot this sort would tear the paper 
patch around the ball, and foul the rifle corre- 
spondingly, but in recent experiments with 
this ammunition it has been found that this is 
not the case. With Capt. Clark's cartridge it 
is no longer necessary to blow down the Dar- 
rel of the rifie or to clean it. 

Col. Clark sailed for Europe March 24 to 
show his gun to the crowned heads of Europe, 
and also to introduce a new railroad torpedo of 
bis invention. 

Col. Clark’s gun has been tried by Thomas 
Dolan, at one time the crack shot of the Amert- 
can team at the Creedmoor range. rat. Do- 
lan is himself something of an inventor, and he 
bas 2 device of his own for keeping the barrel 
of his rifle clean in use. He tried Col. Clark's 
gun with an idea of disproving some of 
the claims made for it and its special am- 
munition. He was forced to admit, 
bowever, that it was a good thing. I don't 
think much of the movement.“ he said to a 
Sun reporter; it is a wood gun, but the feat- 
ure of it is in the ammunition, and if it works 
as well in a bot climate as it worked with me 
one day in March, it is certainly a clever in- 
vention. I fired twenty or thirty shots with it 
at Creedmoor without breathing in the gun or 
cleaning it, and at the 900 yards raoge I made 
thirty bull’s-eyes in thirty-three shots.”

THEY SHOULD NOT BE AN UNWELCOME 
CLASS BY ANY MEANS. 


Natural Fruit-Peddlers and Careful and Sav- 
ing of Their Earnings—How They Man- 
age the Rag-Picking Business and Make 
Money at It—No Monkey-and-Organ 
Business Any More. 

In the course of an interview published 
about a month ago in Tur TRIBUNE a well- 
known Chicago contractor said in reference to 
the Itaiian residents of the city: 

“When the average Italian accumulates a 
little money he usually sets bimself up in the 
fruit business at some street-corner or in a 
small store, or he runs a cheap saloon or a res- 
taurant. The Italians are rapidly monopoiiz- 
ing the retail fruit trade. A large per 
centage of those who come here, after they 
have scraped together the pmve of a cheap 
ticket, make their way to the Pacific slope, 
where they find employ ment in the grape coun- 
try.” f 

The same man also sald: They will never 
do very hard work, but they are not indolent, 
as is generally supposed. They are always 
doing something—not much, to be sure, but 
something.“ 

Investigations made at the time and since 
confirmed the statement of the contractor 
above quoted. Of the nearly 2,000 male Ital- 
lans over 10 years of age—they begin to work 
at 10—there are probably not more than 200 
employed at laboring work by the street-ciean- 
ing contractors, the street-rallway companies, 
and the city. The organ-grinding and monkey 
business is also largely done away with. There 
are notascore of Italian organ-grinders in 
Chicago, and the monkey business is practically 
played out. An Italian seen nowadays leading 
a monkey around may be set down as a fresh 
imporgation from New York or Naples. The 
Italians are keenly susceptible to ridicule, and 
the newspapers and the people of Chicago have 
not only laughed the Neapolitans out of the 
mookey, organ-grinding, and begg it business, 
but have coerced them into a more decent ob- 
servance of the city ordinances, the election 
laws, and the pursuit of somewhat decent 
callings. Some young Italians yet go around 
begging, but they are very few as compared 
with three or four years ago. They take to 
newspaper-vending and boot-blacking. In the 
latter they are active competitors of the chil- 
dren of Africa and the Celtic and Slavonic 
gaming. Others take to perddiing cheap arti- 
cles through the business portion of the city, 
while many are employed as musicians in 
cheap theatres. Not an inconsiderable number 
peddie plaster casts, deer heads, ete., the Ital- 
jan statuary firm of Equi & Co., and others, on 
Wabash avenue furnishing the wares. 

The principal industry of the Chicago Ital- 
ians, however, is rag-picking and fruit-deal- 
ing. The Neapolitans are mostiy in the rag- 
picking business. The fruit-dealing is monop- 
ol.zed by the Genoese, Catanians, and Sicil- 
ians. ‘The rag-pickers live in Pat D'San's and 
Jim D’App’s domains, the Second Ward. 
Their custom is to go out early each morning 
with ample bags and pick out of the ash-bar- 
relsand refuse heaps such pieces of rags, pa- 
per, and seraps of iron as they caa find. Men, 
women, and children are engaged in this occu- 
pation. They travel mostly along the ailey- 
ways of the South Side avenue residences, and 
in the alleys of the Eighteenth Ward east 
of Clark street. They make their greatest har- 
vest during the summer months. Then they 
return loaded with rags, paper, and scrap 
spoils. It is not unusual for a Neapolitan tam- 
ily—father, mother, and a couple of children— 
to collect $7 and $8 worth of rags durmg a sum- 
mer morumg. When they return to what are 
called their homes they sort out the dry rags, 
paper, and the pieces of irom and take them 
immediately to the junk-shops and dispose of 
them. The wét and soiled rags are washed, 
after a manner, and spread out to ary on the 
roots of the sheds in the back yards, or in any 
place where they may dry. Theodor emitted 
during this process is far from wholesome. The 
Health Officers are frequently called in to mit- 
igate the nuisance. Stili more objectionable is 
the practice of many Neapolitans who pile the 
dirty rags in the corner of some room or base- 


ment, particuiarly in the latter part 
of the warm season, there to 
rot and send forth disease and 


breeding effluvia until the winter season, when 
the pickers have time to wash, sort, and dry 
them. These matters, bowever, bave their 
compensation. The rag-picking trade ts an 
economic advantage. The rags and paper 
would rot and the iron scrap$ would find their 
way into Lake Michigan dd the Neapolitan 
pickers not come around. It is estimated that 
in Chieago alone they save about $100,000 from 
waste every year by early rising and critical 
inspection of ash-barrels and refuse heaps, 
The pickers deal mostly with their country- 
men here. There are three rag-stores owned 
by Italians. The principal one is near the cor- 
ner ot Tweifth and Clark streets. One Girarao 
M giiore is the proprietor. It is a sort of ram- 
shackle building, with a ragged and dirty exte- 
rior. Thither every morning seores of the 
Neapolitans bearing heavy bags wend their 
way. Nine or ten women, mostiy Bohemians, 
are employed in sorting the rags after they are 
purchased. Migliore bas made afortune out 
of the business. He is reputed to be very 
wealthy, owning several marble fronts, it is 


said. 

Only the Neapolitans are engaged in rag- 
picking. The Italians from Genoa and the 
northern provinces and the Sicilians are in 
the fruit business almost to a man. Fully 75 
per ceat of those who own the fruit and nut 
stands at the street corners are Genoese. A 
few are Sicilians. Some are Greeks, A: banians, 
and Daimatians, and there ate two or three 
Turks. The lemon-peddiers who go around 
from saloon to saloon with baskets are 
either Sicilians or Portuguese. There are a 
few Italians who own peddlers’ carts, Dut, as 
a rule, they prefer the street corners. Every 
one of them isambitious to own a fruit and 
candy store, with a saloon attachment, per- 
haps, some day. They are naturai-born fruit- 
handlers, as a South Water street merchant 
expresses it. They can keep oranges, grapes, 
and bananas without spoiling a longer time 
than any other class of people in this country. 
The Catanians and Sicilians are especially 
skiliful in this way. Sicily, which used to be 
the granary of the Romans and Carthagenians, 
is now devoted to fruit-growing. The Sicilians 
are born to this business. They take to truit 
dealing naturally when they come here. Afew 
of the Sicilian immigrants are fishermen. Such 
settle in the seaboard cities, however. There 
are few in Chicago. The South Water street 
commission-men say that the Italians are 
good cash customers. Their money is al- 
ways ready. Street-corner men do not 
buy the choicest fruits, but they buy a 
good kind. They seem to prosper. From 
the street corner to a little store 
is not a great distance tor them. They usually 
deal in oranges, grapes, figs, apples, and nuts 
and candies, principally carameis. Their suc- 
cess in the business is attributable largely to 
the fact that they are satisfied with small 
profits. But as they turn their little capital 
over several times a munth they accumulate 
money fast. The Italians who retail fruit in 
stores are quite numerous. They are to be 
found aiong all the retail streets of the South, 
West, and North Divisions. The stores are neat 
and tidy and scrupulously clean. A fow years ago 
most of these fruit stores had a saloon and 
restaurant annex. This did not pay, as they 
began to be confounded with what are known 
as the dago dives,“ which flourish along State 
street, and which the Genoese assert are kept 
either by Dalmatians or Neapolitans. Some of 
those who were in the combined fruit-whisky 
business have taken to saloonkeeping pure and 
simple, and as a matter of course they prosper 
at it. The sucoesstul Italian fruit-dealer, how- 
ever, considers himself as belonging to a 
superior class of his people. Some of them are 
bright, intelligent men and first-class pro- 
gressive citizens. There are few dealers with 
whom the American peovle of the Third Ward 
would prefer to trade than John D. Borizzolara 
of Twenty-second street, or the Raggios. These 
men are old settlers who have become thor- 
oughly Americanized. 

Not only have the Genoese and Sicilians a 
monopoly of the retail fruit business, but they 
seem to have agreat, if not the greater, part of 
the wholesale trade. There are half a dozen 
Italian fruit commission tiouses on South 
Water street: Gariba di & Cuneo. A. J. Arata, 
Raggio, Angelo Matteo, Solcese & Lagorio, and 
others. A Sicilian, Sig. Lafauci, is a partner 
in the commiasion fruit house of Bigelow & 
Lafauci. He givesit as bis opinion that the 
California oranges are superior in flavor and 
other qualities to the Messina or Valencia vart- 
eties. The California grape, in bis judgment, 
is preferable to the best Malaza ones. The 
fruit trade with Europe, except at certain 
seasons and for raisins, olives, and 
figs, is gradually diminisbing. The Chicago 
and Eastern dealers are getting the great bulk 
of their supplies from California. This year 
the Florida crop, owing to the frosts of last 
winter in tne land of the Everglades, bas been 
a partial failure. The freight reductions by 
the Pacific roads have come to the rescue of the 


fruit men, and have helped to gain for the Cal. 


the firm of Stewart & Wolcott confirmed Sig. 
Lafauci’s statements in reference to the supe- 
riority of Califorhia fruit. He added thac tne 
bananas sold in the Chicago market were 
mostly from Central America and the West 
India Islands. The finest variety was that 
shipped trom Aspinwall via New Orleans. The 
Jamaica variety was not quite 80,g00d. It 
was handled bere by the poorer dealers. 
For the future oranges and grapes will not be 
imported except in the intervai between the 
exbaustion of the home crop and the maturity 
of the pew one. cork sawdust in which 
the Spaniards preserve their grapes would be 
a great advantage, if easily procurable, to the 
Californian fruit-growers. He also said that 
the Pacific slope fruit is improving in taste 
and flavor with every successive year. The 
Italians, in his judgment, would continue to 
be the principal retall fruit-deaiers for many 
years, though he added that the dealers in the 
choicest varieties now are not of that na- 
tionality. 

The Californians, appreciating the knowledge 
and skill of the Italians in this line. are 
eager to procure the services of some of 
their number in their vineyards and orchards, 
and it is not an unusual thing for extensive 
growers to go to New York to engage the serv- 
ices of Italians immediately after their arrival 
at Castle Garden. They are steady, if not very 
encrgetic workers, and they are not trouble 
some. Their quarrels are confined to their 
own nationality. Some of the [Italians who 
first settled in Chicago have drifted westward 
to the fruit country. But as they have gen- 
erally prospered here not many of them leave 
except for Italy. As a Genoese expressed it: 
‘When the Neapolitans have raked together 
about $1,000 they skin out and go back to Na- 
ples, where 81.000 is regarded as a big fort- 
une.“ The Genoese and Sicilians, however, 
come to stay. Many of them are quite wealthy. 
Tue Genoese above quoted ran over a list of a 
dozen Italians who are reported to be worth 
more than $250,000 in cash or improved prop- 
erty. 

It will be seen from what is here stated that 
Italian immigration is far from bemg the un- 
mitigated evil that many people seem to think. 
It a section of them—the Neapolitans—are not 
cleanly in their habits and surroundings they 
in a measure compensate for it by the econo- 
mic value of their salvage from the dust-heaps, 
ash-barrels, and dumping-grounds. They are 
unlettered, “ the blood in their ‘veins’ stag- 
nated in chains,” but there is a better time in 
store for them when the educational influence 
of modern Italy has time to Operate. Ameri- 
cans are most concerned, however, in the 
Genoese and the Italians of the northern prov- 
inces of King Humbert’s dominions. They are 
progressive citizens, become Americanized 
rapidly, and contribute a fair share of their 
energy towards the material advancement of 
the Nation. They have undoubtedly helped to 
develop the growing regions of the country by 
the important part they have taken in che dis- 
tribuuon of the products. 


A RUSSIAN MISSION, 


Proposed Visit to America of a Muscovite 
Squadron — Grand Dukes Preparing—The 
Empire of the Czar Seeks Stronger Ties 
with the United States. 

St. PETERSBURG, March 11.—A lady, the 
wife of a high official, in strict confidence, 
of course, gave me this communication: “ It 
is proposed to send to the United States a 
squadron on a friendly errand. Several Grand 
Dukes are anxious to make the trip, and the 
Squadron is to be under the command of 
one of our Admirals. It has been even 
suggested that the Grand Dukes should 
ro incognito, and this matter is yet to be set- 
tied. Asto which of the Grand Dukes shall 
take part in the tranatlantic trip, the following 
of the Emperor’s cousins age named: Nicholas, 
Michael, and George, all the sons of Grand 
Duke Michael, the Emperor's uncle and the 
President of the Council of the Empire. 

The mission of the Grand Ducal party 1s to 
keep up the friendly feelings between the 
United States and Russia. As to the special 
order intrusted to the commanding Admiral. 
there is no use of talking about it, for, of 
course, it is an absolute secret.” 

A promising diplomat tried to explain to me 
at great length why it is important, even 
urgent, that the United States and Russia 
should be unfted by a friendly understanding. 

“Firmly believing in American friendsbip 
our Government is heartily disposed to join 
bands with the Government sitting at Wasb- 
ington, hence tbis new and extraord mary mis- 
sion. You see we are learning to look into the 
future.’’ <A self-complacent smile played over 
the face of my informant as he finished his ar- 
gument. 

I went next to see some navy officers in 
order to find out which of them would be like- 
ly to join the Grand Ducal party, and I was 
surprised to learn that these brave fellows are 
at war among themselves on account of the 
commg trip. They all want fo go. The officers 
who have had before an opportunity to visit 
the United States cannot find words eloquent 
enough to describe the beauty of the 
American ladies, the hearty welcome they 
bave received on the part of Ameri- 
can citizens, and the manifold charms 
of tnat transatlantic country. It seems that 
if these fellows could have their own way they 
would settie their friendly quarrel by leaving 
to the American ladies to pronounce the ver- 
dict as to who among the officers should go. 

An old Russian civil officer, whose head is 
full of figures concerning the wheat and pe- 
troleum production and trade of the world, 
spoke to me in enthusiastic language about the 
Grand Ducal mission, which, in his opinion, is 
to be purely of an economical nature. 

„See here,“ he exclaimed excitedly, “the 
United States produces annually ’’—and then be 
poured into my ears willions upon millions of 
bushels of wheat and gallons of petroleum. 
produced’ both in Russia and the United states, 
imported cbere and exported here. Then came 
grand totals of nine and even ten ciphers. 
Then he pelted me with the various countries 
of the globe importing both wheat and 
petroleum; and again I was flooded with 
big figures of bushels, gallons, poods, 
hundredweights, quarters, and what not. I 
began to feel aizzy, when suddenly the old 
man exclaimed triumphantly: ‘** Now, you see 
clearly, my friend, that all depends upon the 
friendly understanding between Russia and the 
United States. These two countries are the 
natural arbiters of the world. They are pow- 
erful enougb to put a stop to any quarrel be- 
tween any countries, and that in a peculiar 
manner. 

“Let them stop their supply of wheat and 
provisions to the belligerents, and there WII 
be no war. I te/l you, we are coming to the 
new era, when economical reasons will be 
dominant over political ones.” 

It was impossible to ascertain the size of the 
squadron that is about to go to America. Some 
say that it will be like the one with which 
Grand Duke Alexis, now Admiral General, 
made his American trip fourteen years ago. 
But all the rumors coming trom different quar- 
ters seem to agree that the Grand Ducal party, 
under the command of a Well-known Admiral, 
is about to start for America. 


LA BLANCHE FAIRLY WHIPPED. 


He Repudiates the Letter in Which Demp- 
sey Is Denounced. 

Boston, Mass., April 1.—The letter pub- 
lished here yesterday purporting to bave been 
signed by George La Blanche, the Marine, 
in which Dempsey is accused of winning the 
late fight by unfair means, turns out to be not 
the work of La Blanche, but that of his man- 
ager, Tom Bogue. La Blanche issued today 
bis denial of the sentiments expressed in the 
letter, and manfully says that he was whipped 
by Dempsey fairly and that he was well treated 
by everybody at the fleht. 

% J had been out of town fora day or two,” 
he said, *‘and hadn't seen my manager, Mr. 
Bogue, for several days. I suppose he re- 
ceived information from New York which he 
supposed justified bim, in my absence, in writ- 
ing a communicauon for me. re- 
gret very much that he did not wait 
until I returned to the city, because 1 
would then have suggested modifications in the 
letter which would make it less offensive to the 
New York people. Mr. Borue was my manager 
in the late affair with Dempsey, and be con- 
tinues to be my manager today. but his 
opinions about men and matters are not al- 
ways mine, and we are obliged to differ on 
some things. This is one of them. The New 
York party treated me right—not only the 
donors of the purse but the principal in the 
fight and his immediate followers, who were 
present when the encounter took place. I have 
no ove to find fault with but myself. I 
have acknowledged privately and in public 
that I was square!y defeated, and it would not 
be honorable for me to come out at this late 
day and contradict myself. My manager may 
have some erievances, but I should not be 
made to shoulder them. I would like to have 
it stated that I am not responsible for the 
communication which appeared this morning 
and to which my name was attached. Some 
time in the near future Dempsey and I may 
have another meeting, out it is rather early 
now to n preparations for it.“

| THE SPRING EXHIBITION OF THE NA- 


TIONAL ACADEMY OF DESIGN. 


A Display in Which the General Average Is 
High—Justice to Young and Rising Talent 
—Turner’s “Bridal Procession” and 
“Queen of the Montauks "—Koehler’s 
Picture of “The Strike Portraits and 
Landseapes—Sculpture. 

New York, April 2.—|Special Correspond- 
ence.|—The National Academy of Design in 
this city opened its doors this afternoon to 
members of the press and artists exhibiting for 
& private view of the spring exhibition, which 
will be accessible to the pubiic Monday, April 
5. Ihe collection consists of 843 numbers, in- 
cluding several pieces of sculpture. It is 
pleasant to be abie to say that the general av- 
erage of the exhibition was high and that due 
Justice was done to the young and rising 
talent, although the usual amount of 
what artists call ‘‘akying’’ was visible. This 
was especially noticeable in the case of Mr. C. 
Y. Turner’s large work, which is cataloged 
under the rather unmeaning titie of The 
Bridal Procession.”” The subject is, indeed, a 
bridal procession, but it is a specific historica; 
one. The picture represents the celebrated 
journey of Priscilla Alden across the fields to 
her husband’s home on her wedding-day. This 
picture bas been hung so high that many of 
its best points are lost upon the spectator. 
Only the few persons who have been privileged 
to view it in the artist's studio realiy know 
what a carefully-painted and well-composed 
picture it is. Priscilla, the demure and pretty 


Puritan bride, is seated on a white 
bull in the foreground. The animal 
is pacing along in stately fashion, 


led by the proud young bridegroom. The 


friends of the young couple follow irregularly. 
The action passes in an open meadow near the 
sea. The procession has just issued from a 
wood on the rigbt, and in the distance at the 
left is seen the ocean. The atmosphere of a 
sunny New England afternoon is truthfully re- 
produced in this composition, and the land- 
scape setting shows careful study of the neigh- 
borhood in which the famous incident of John 
Alden's courtship took place. The different 
Puritan types—youog men and maidens—are 
given with a keen sense of individuality. Mr. 
Turner has created for himseif a distinct posi- 
tion in New York art as a painter of 
American types of a semi-poetic and semi- 
realistic cast. He is particulariy tond of 
colonial subjects and of what may be called 
by comparison, aporiginal types. In his 
Queen of the Montauks” he has struck a 
vigorous note of originality. This weather- 
beaten, old. talf-breed woman, with her half- 
rustic, half-Indian dress, making her way along 
acountry road, staif in hand, in a thunder- 
storm, is an almost epic personality. The sky 
above her is black as ink. The figure, the 
white, dusty road, and the rise of land at the 
left are fullin the light which comes from the 
horizon outside the picture. The effeet of 
strong wind is gwen in an empbatie manner, 
and the whole treatment shows a kind of ro- 
bustness of which we cannot have too muceb in 
our art. 

The most important figure-subject in the ex- 
hibiton is Mr. Robert Koebler’s The Strike.“ 
It occu pies a conspicuous position on one of the 
end walls of the large south gallery. It is seldom 
that an American artist has the courage and 
the ambition to undertake a work of this kind, 
and those who possess the ability to execute it 
successfully are few. Mr. Koehler has brought 
his painstaking German technical methods and 
habits of patient, searching observation to bear 
upon a genuine American subject, and the re- 
sulitis a work of which, from the hterary 
stand point of art, any nation might be proud. 
At the left of the composition is part of a red 
brick house with a porch. About the porch 
are gathered the strikers, and their spokesman 
is parleying with a white-haired man who is 
standing on the steps. Labor and capital are 
here brought face to face, and by some subtle 
infusion of sentiment into his realistic Drush- 
work the artist has directed the spectator’s 
sympathies into the channel of labor. There 
is atouch of German socialismin the picture. 
The group of strikeis could scarcely be better 
as regards attitude, expression, and distinct- 
ness of individuality. The artist has drawn 
his characters from the life in more senses 
than one. The borizon line of the composition 
is placea very high, and its course follows the 
roofs and steeples of a city gleaming in the pale 
light of an overcast gray sky. The composi- 
tion is strengthened by the emphatic contrast 
between this sketch of light sky and the dark, 
sharply-defined mass of buildings on a hill at 
the right, from which the strikers have come 
down in A straggiing body. There is some ex- 
cellent painting in this part of the pict- 


ure. It is to be hopea that “The 
Stricke will take the Thomas B. Clarke 
prize of $300 which is offered annually 


for the best American figure-subject shown at 
the Academy exhibition. Mr. Koebler has 
been known among us since his return from 
Munich as a conscientious and serious painter, 
but few persons have realized that he had it In 
him to conceive and execute so strong and sig- 
nificant a work. 

Among the painters of small groups or single 
figures Mr. Percy Moran distinguishes himself 
with his delicious bit of composition called A 
Divided Attention.“ It shows two young giris, 
one almost a child, reclining on along seat of 
a kind found mainly in artistic families. The 
older girl has been reading to the younger, 
but a fascinating cat has placed itself on the 
rug in the foreground, with its back to the 
spectator, and has called off the child's atten- 
tion from the story. A delicate and charming 
arrangement of pale greens and whites is 
present in thie composition, and Mr. Moran's 
sinogular dexterity and daintiness of brush- 
work have never been more noticeably dis- 
played than in some of the texture-renderings 
in this work. This young artist's ability to 
depict surfaces is brilliantly illustrated by his 
head and shoulders ofa young girl in black 
satin with a picturesque biack bat and a biack 
gauze scarf about her throat. The head is 
seen against a soft red background. 

Mr. Thomas Hovenden’s picture, called 
„% And the Harbor Bar Is Moaning,”’ shows two 
full-length female figures, one sitting, one 
standing, outside a cabin-door. They are fish- 
ermen'’s wives despairing of their busbands’ 
return. They are treated in a manner which 
gives them a kind of classic character, elevat- 
ing them to the dignity of types of human 
tragic experience. Almost startling is the con- 
trast between the homely realism of the fig- 
ures aud their decorative feeling. The heads 
and garments are painted solidly and richly. 

„An Italian Peasant,“ by George B. Butler 
Jr., gives the full-leng*h, life-size figure of a 
young woman carrying an earthen jug. The 
whole treatment is realistic, and the painter 
has given us the Italian woman of the people 
as she exists in real life. The tawny tone, 
with reddish reflection, which prevails in the 
background, unites ali the dusky color notes 
ot the costume in an effective whole. There 
is something very complete in the conception 
and execution of this work. It shows that 
modern methods of treatment may do much to 
redeem the traditional Italian peasant model 
from the artistic disrepute into which he or 
she has of late years fallen. 

„»A Little Bird.“ by Gabrielle D. Clements, 
gives the figure of a little French peasant- 
child placed in a sunny landscape setting. The 
open-air effect, as regards color and light, is 
truthful and artistic. 

A new painter, whose work for style and 
subject shows originality, delicacy, and charm, 
is Mr. H. Siddons Mowbray. He takes bits of 
the Arabian Nights“ and translates them into 
modern spectacular effects, which look like 
nothing so much as fairy rainbows on canvas. 
In his Made Captwe in this exhibition he 
shows a winged genius ensnared in a flowery 
grove by four laughing peris. The gauze nets 
are cobwebs, and the soft brilliancy of the 
flowers about the figures repeats the colors of 
the peris’ robes so closely that they seen only 
like larger blossoms. The picture makes one 
think of moruing sunlight shining on dewy 
grass before the cobwebs and films of night 
have left it. The figures appear to be on the 
point of vanishing into vapor. 

In the line of imaginative figure-sub- 
jects Mr. F. 8. Church takes the lead 
with two compositions constructed upon 
similar lines. Both are painted in a very 
lignt key of color, with white for the 
ground-note. In one a girl in rose-colored, d- 
apbanous robes is seen sauntering along a 
road in a fairy wood, followed by. a white, 
winged horse who bends his bead to nibble 
something the girl holds in her band. In the 
other a young girl in rose draperies—a youth- 
{ul sorceress—is dabbling in witchcraft with 
the aid of a green jar, from which issue 
wreaths of smoke. The action passes on the 
edge of a pond, and some mighty alligators are 
awaiting their mistress’ bidding. The color in 
this picture is very charming, with a peculiar 
opalescent quality. 


A celebrated French artist who has passed 


the winter at New York is Mr. P. M. Beyle. 
His pictures are well kuown to the American 
public througb reproductions, and those repre- 
senting scenes from mountebank life enjoy a 
world-wide renowh. He has a picture in this 
exhibition which he calls “Fishing on the 
Dock.” It gives the water-tront of a French 
fishing village, with two children lying along 
— of the quay and fishing over it. The 
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. Gilbert Gaul’s Tennessee guerrilla wait- 
ing behind the door of a cabin for some sol- 
diers who are on his track is a spirited, vigor- 
ous figure. The situation explains itself at a 
giance. There is genuine depth of apprecia- 
tion of Our native types as art materia! visible 
ia this work. 

Some excellent portraits are shown. A life- 
size, seated figure of a lady in black, with gray 
hair, by Auguste Band-Booy, %hows- good 
painting of the head and of the black gown, 
besides strong handling throughout. The 
choice of a very light-pink chintz chair as an 
accessory was unfortunate, because it divides 
the composition into two unrelated masses of 
ligbts and darks. Miss F. Richards has an 
artisticaliy-conceived and  goleverly-handied 
full-length portra‘t of a little yellow-haired 
boy in a plush costume of warm grays. 
Mr. Irving R. Wiles, with a portrait 
of a militia officer, Mr. Thomas Hicks, 
with a portrait of Dr. Ormiston, ad Mr. T. W. 
Wood, with his portrait of Mr. J. O. A. Ward, 
make creditabie appearances. Mr. W. M. J. 
Rice does more, He shows work in the head 
and bands of bis large male portrait which any 
painter might be proud of. A portrait of Mrs. 
John Sherwood by Stephen Hillis Parker pre- 
sents the subject seated, dressed in a biack 
satin gown, the details of which are very well 
painted ia a certain way. The dark-red lining 
of a cloak thrown loosely about the figure, 
some red roses lying on the lap. 
and a note of red in the background go to 
form a very attractive color-scheme. There is 
nice painting in the head and bands. Another 
portrait of the same kind, but by no means 
as skilifuliy painted, is Mr. B. C. Porter’s fuil- 
length of Mrs. Henry Clews in a white-satin 
ball gown. She is seen coming down-stairs. 
The accessories are white. The painting of the 
gown is not bad, but the painter ought to have 
done better with the head and bands. This 
genre of portraiture makes up in effectiveness 
what it lacks in seriousness. 

Some very good work in the direction of 
landscape will giadden the heart of the visitor 
to the exhibition. Both old and young men 
contribute their share to the general impres- 
sion of progressiveness. Mr. Worthington 
Whittredge astonishes us by his sudden blos- 
soming out into a landscapist who yields to 
none for fine quality of color. His work has 
always held its ground, but this year 
it distances that of younger and nim- 
bler competitors. Mr. R. Swain  Gif- 
ford, with his Algenan view, Mr. Charies 
H. Miller, Mr. George H. Smillie, Mr. H. Bol- 
ton Jones, Mr. Brevoort, Mr. Bristol, Mr. R. C. 
Minor, Mr. Howard R. Butler with a Brittany 
market-place, Mr. J. Whittemore, Mr. 
Winthrop Pierce, and Mr. Dewey have done 
their share to make the landscape department 
of the exhibition creditable to New York art. 

In sculpture there is nothing which calls for 
special mention, except a fine bust of Cardinal 
Newman by Mr. P. Francois Verheyden, a 
Belgian sculptor now at New York, and a 
charming head of a little girl by the same 
hand. C. A. 


PICKINGS FROM THE PARIS PRESS. 


Napoleon III. in Exile and His Dreams of 
Restoration—A Big Bridge—The Pope’s 
Humor—Schoolboy Brutality—A Destruct- 
ive Reptile—Absent- Minded. 

It would seem that Napoleon III. in exile at 
Chiselburst dreamed of a restoration to the 
sovereignty of France no less ardently than he 
aspired to it in his younger and penniless days. 
But he vacillated and disappointed the hopes 
of hie most faithful adherents. A curious 
proof of tms is afforded in a recently-published 
French memoir, a passage in which reads: 
“14th June, 1872—Gen. Pajol has just come to 
see me from Chiselbhurst and says the Emperor 
never had more confidence and resolution. He 
has decided to seize the moment of op- 
portunity. People ask, ‘How 1s the 
return to power to de effected?” The 
answer is, ‘Through his Generals, who 
have never belied their oatus, and who 
will obey their orders.’ Probably his return 
will be by way of Lyons, the army being favor- 
ably inclined. He will meet with no obstacie 
from the Grand Powers; he has preserved with 
them sincere and friendly relations. The En- 
glish—sovereign and people—are devoted to 
him; Russia and Austria are well inclined, 
Germany would rather have an Imperial than 
a Republican neighbor. All is ready for some 
opportunity to make the attempt. Says the 
Emperor, The nation isin doubt just now, 
because it has not my advice, but if it took it, it 
would declare itself for monarchie moderne.“ 

This euphemistic way of describing the vilest 
Government of modern times is eminently 
characteristic of Napoleon the Little. 

The “city with the big dridge will no 
longer be St. Louis.

The present Pope is an old gentleman with a 
keen sense of humor. Accredited to the Papal 
Court is a functuonary who represents the po- 
litical interests of four Central American Re- 
publics, and who is already bedizened with the 
stars of almost every order created by the 
Pontificate. Not long agoa fresh negotiation 
was concluded satisfactorily to the Mother 
Church, and the custom of giving a new dis 
tinstion required to be kept up, but how 
to do it perplexed the Papal chamber- 
lain. On application in the emergency 
to Leo himself the latter said: * This 
time give him a snuff-box with my portrait.“ 
The diplomatist accepted the golden gift, de- 
tached the portrait there rom. and appeared at 
the next audience with it hanging from his 
neck. Another state negotiation unexpectedly 
arose, aud when it was solved again there came 
up the question of an honorarium. * This 
time, said Leo. give him a marble statue and 
see if he will wear that round bis neck.” 

The proverbial brutality of schoolboys has 
bad another iliustration in Berlin. A lad in 
L’Ecole des Beaux Arts was set to work at 
drawing a corpse in the dissecting hall of the 
Academy of Medicine, which is open to art 
students of the university. The corpse was 
suspended on a kind of cross. Some of the 
youugster’s schoolmates, desiring to frighten 
bim, loosened the fastenings of tne body in his 
absence, and whilst be was alone at work the 
body fell forward, upsetting the easel at which 
he was working and territied bim to death. 

The Jardin des Plantes at Paris bas been 
bothered with a boa sent there from Guiana, 
and measuring thirty-one feet in length. Hav- 
ing cultivated an unpleasant hebit of eating 
any companions of his seciusion, it has been 
found necessary to build a special glass re- 
ception-room for the reptile. 

„ And what would you prescribe for the 
baby?“ asked an anxious father of an absent- 
minded physician. ‘*O, the usual thing. re- 
turned he. “ Perfect quiet; no worry, exer- 
cise, amusement; no coffee; no spirits; and 
smoking only in moderation.” 


CHILD-TORTURE BY BEGGARS. 


A Horrible Case in a Paris Court—Two 
Spaniards Speculate on Public Charity 
Through the Instrumentality of Muti- 
lated Children. 

A horrible case of child-torture, says a Paris 
correspondent, was tried Saturday before the 
Seine Assize Court. The accused parties were 
two Spaniards, Gonzales and Vega, whose call- 
ing is to speculate on public charity through 
the instrumentality of mutilated children. The 
children were sent out every day to beg, and 
otten bad to stay fourteen hours prowling 
about the streets. One of them, aged 9, was 
twisted in a position M a board set on rollers 
to simulate acripple. Three grown-up persons 
held, twisted, and strapped him on the board, 
which had on it a covered pad. This child bo- 
came nearly paralyzed and was often left black 
and blue from thrasumgs. The landlady one 
day when he was by himself in bed took him 
out of the van, and found that he could walk, 
although losing the use of his limbs. His 
owners caught her and beat the boy mereilesly 
for having obeyed her in getting out of bed. 
In the month of June her other 
tenants were kept awake by the cries 
of Manuel Santon, but they were too much 
afraid of the Spaniards to goand ask what it 
was that made him scream. Mme. Cabroilier 
went. The child said that be had cramps, and 
she saw his arm was in a sling and bound up. 
Watching ber opportunity, she was able sud- 
denly to examine the member, and found on it 
a horrible wound like a cancer of great size. 
She wept from pity. The young Manuel then 
told ber that last year his leg was burned in 
the same way at Montauban, and that a littie 
leprous girl, dressed as a boy, who had been 
similariy treated, was abandoned there. The 
youthful victim was examined as a witness, 
but was in such fear of his torturers that he 
hardly dared to tell how they operated upon 
him. He said that at Marseilles he was burned 
on one instep, which left bis foot a mass of 
putrefaction, both by Vera and Gonzales. The 
two also burned his leg at Montauban. He had 
been at both places strapped to a board on 
roliers and sent as a cripple to beg. Vega and 
Gonzales were condemned to two years’ penal 
servitude.

SrRAWBERRY Parca, Ia., April 1.—|Editor 
of wne Tribune.|—I never bad the pleasure of 
meeting you personally, but I have read your 
paper for a number of years and I always en- 
joy it very much. I donot see for the life of 
me where you get the time to write such a lot 
of truck as is necessary to filla paper as big 
as yours. It must keep you busy from sun-up 
to supper-time. The Postmaster here takes 
your paper, and, as I spend a good deal of my 
spare time at the Postmaster’s grocery-store 
along with the restof the prominent citizens 
of this township, I read the paper without it 
costing meacent. Then I always see THE 
TRIBUNE at my married daughter's when I go 
to Chicago to visit her, which is pretty tolerably 
often, as my son has a pase over the railroad 
which 1 borrow, bis name being the same as 
mine, excepting that bis is junior and mine is 
senior. You see, Mr. Editor, I keep the only 
bardware, clothing, and crockery store in 
Strawberry Patch; have kept it since 1866, 
when I retired from the army, having fought, 
bled, and died for my native land as a sutler in 
the Fourteenth Iowa Regiment. Naturally, I 
am a man of considerable prominence in these 
parts, and my store used to be the head- 
quarters for all the drummers and traveling 
men who stopped off bere. That was in the 
days tnat I was Postmaster, before a corrupt 
and despotic Democracy came into power, and 
the iron heel of Phineas Jackson—the present 
Postmaster—stalked with grinning jaw into 
my shoes.

when he made them. We did not have very 
good seats.

I see that you 
give a good deal of space to articies about 
music and plays, and I thought that very likely 
you would be glad to hear from me and learn 
my views about opera, especially as you don't 
seem to grasp the subject as well as you might. 

In the first place, this opera business is all 
wrong. It is founded on an idea that is simple 
foolishness. No sane people ever sing what 
they bave to say toeach other; and yet these 
people in opera do not seem to be able to talk 
like rational beings, but bave all their conver- 
sation set to music, while the men down in 
front play their fiddies and trumpets to encour 
age them. Then, besides the people who take 
an active part in the proceedings, there are the 
chorus singers, male and female, and these 

seem to bave no minds of their own, but 
all express the same opinion in the same music. 
Then when they are not singing they stand 
around and watch their superior officers fur- 
nish the music. Idon’t understand these chorus 
people. It strikes me as very queer that so many 
men and women should all think precisely 
the same way and express themselves in ex- 
actly the same language. It isn't human and 
natural. I noticed in one opera a scene where 
un numder of men come in to carry off a girl. 
They enter very slyly and stealthily commence 
to sing at the tops of their voices something 
like, .* Hist! Silence! Let not a sound betray 
us. We must not be overheard.” 


There is no consistency about this, you know, 
Mr. Editor. 
heard, what in the name of wildcats do they 
sing so infernally loud for? I noticed in an- 


otber opera two robbers who get into a young 


woman’s room while she is asleep. and then 


they sing loud enough to wake the dead, some- 
thing to the effect that if they speak above a 


whisper sbe wiil wake and they will be caught 
and strung up. 
The female chorus-singers are also a foolish 


jot of creatures. Why, in the German opera 


one night a lot of these midale-aged women 
came onto the stage and found a fellow in a 
dying condition, caused by his being stabbed 
by @ man dressed all n red. Instead of senu- 
ing for the doctor or doing something sensible 
they ali flopped down on their knees and com- 
menced to sing forall they were worth. 1 
couldn't understand what their little game 
was, unless they meant to put the man out of 
his misery as soon as possible, which could 
best be done by their gathering around and 
singing to him. I didn't feel a bit surprised 
when the wounded man, driven to desperation, 
revived long enough to sing back at them with 
wonderfully strong lungs for an invalid, tell- 
ing them all to go to blazes, and that he didn’t 
care whether schoo! kept or not.

The leading ladies of these grand operas 
seem io have an awful time of it. They seem 
to pass their lives in toe greatest anguish of 
spirit, and their deaths are nearly always 
violent. I watched one lady for two weeks, 
every time she sang, and during that brief 
period she died eleven times, twice by poison, 
once by drowning, once by consumption, once 
by being chopped up in little bits and tied up 
in a bag, and the remainder of assorted com- 
plaints, the most popular being want of 
breath, caused by the fact that the story of the 
opera was at an end.

Another strange thing about her is 
that sbe acts the liveliest and sings the loudest 
just before she keels over and dies, When she 
died by poison she really did most of ber hard 
work and struck all ber high notes after the 
drug bad got into ber system. It is wonderful, 
the endurance that they bave. 


Irefrain, Mr. Editor, from saying anything 
about the morals of these operas.

WANDERINGS OF A BUTTERFLY. 


An Instructive Illustration of the “ Distri- 
bution of Animals.” 

London Times: British entomologists are in 
a flutter of excitement at present. They bave 
caught an insect in the very act of geograpbh- 
ically distributing itself. The insect is a but- 
terfly, and we need hardly say that the enter- 
prising creature and its ancestors have been 
reared in America, their origin being lost in 
the mists of prehistoric antiquity. In its na- 
tive home it seems to be of a modest and retir- 
ing disposition, so much so, mdeed, that 
we believe that it has not succeeded 
in obtaining from Americans any dis- 
tinctive popular name. It is only a 
butterfly, or more probably a bug.“ for by 
that ugiy term are all insects indiscriminately 
designated in the States. Entomologists, how- 
ever, have atoned for this, for they have dig- 
nified it with a designation even more impos 


ing than that by which science knows the king 


of beasts himseif—Anosia plexippus. The 
original bome of Anosia, as we have said is 
the American Continent, where it has a wide 
range, extending from the Hudson Bay Terri- 
tory to the Amazon region and Bolivia. 

It is appareutly only about thirty or forty 
years since Anosia began its wanderings, Un- 
observed by the early vovragers, it is now 
abundant and firmly established in the Sand- 
wich Islands. In the Marquesas Islands, 
where it is now the commonest butterfly, the 
first specimens were observed by a Roman 
Catholic missionary about 1860. In the Society 
Islands and the Cook and Harvey groups Mr. 
James 8. Walker, R. N., saw within 
the last few years both the butterfly 
and its food plant, asciepias curas- 
savica, in plenty. The insect has even 
reached the remote little islanu of Oparo, far 
away to the southward. Throughout tne Sa- 
moan, Friendly, and Fiji Islands it has been 
found, and is especially abundant in the latter 
group. It appears also to have reached the 
North Island of New Zealand, as well as Nor- 
folk Island. In New Caledonia, where it has 
been long established, it became very abun- 
dant some years ago, butis now comparatively 
scarce, owing, it would seem, to the destruc- 
tion of nearly all the food-plant by the 
larve. We first hear of its occurrence in Aus- 
tralia, in Queensland, in 1870: it now seems to 
have spread throughout all the warmer parts 
of this great island, and even to Hobart (Tas- 
mania), in latitude 42° south. in the New 
Hebrides, Solomon Islands, New Guinea, and 
other islands in that part of the Pacific it ap- 
pears to be now firmly established and not 
rare. It has even been found in Celebes and 
Java. Starting from the eastside of the Amer- 
ican Continent again, Ano ia has made its way 
to the West Indies, where it is found in com- 
pany with some curious local forms of the 
geaus; and it bas long been established in the 
Bermudas, 650 miles from the coast of the 
United States. Two examples in tne fine col 
lection of Messrs. Salvin and Godwin were 
taken in the Azores in 1864, but Mr. Walker 
cannot ascertain that any have since been 
found there. Itdoes not seem to have reached 
Madeira, though the piantit feeds on has found 
its way to that island. 

The first record of the occurrence of Anosia 
in Britain was in 1876, a specimen having been 
taken at Neath, in South Wales, Sept. 6 of that 
year; this brave pioneer bas found a fitting 
niche in the insects’ Valhalla at South Kensing- 
ton. In September, 1877, a epecimen was capt- 
ured at La Vendée, the only record Mr. Walker 
can find of its occurrence on the European 
Continent. Another specimen was captured 
in Kent in 1881. Meantime, however, it must 
have multiplied rapidly, for at least a dozen 
were bagged last year in our southern coun- 
ties, Cornwall contributing quite half the num- 
ber. It is certainly an interesting and well- 
authenticated instance of a process which plays 
so important a part in_nutural science—the 
geographical distributioMof auimals. In this 
process man and his inventions have been a 
powerful factor since he began to spread him- 
self over the face of the earth. But the case 
of Anosia seems to indicate that even in the 
prebuman periods dispersion must in some 
cases at least have been much more rapid than 
some naturalists seem prepared to admit.

Before George IV.—An Illustrious Gather- 
ing at Munkacsy’s—Inconvenient Deaths 
—Liszt’s Children—How the Lovemaking 
Pianist Looks and Acts at Seventy-five. 


Paris, March 26.—|Special Correspondence. } 
—The arrival of the Abbé Liszt was an event 
of the first magnitude. An enormous throng 
gathered last Saturday night at the Northern 
Railway station to greet him. Nearly the en- 
tire Hungarian colony was there. M. Mun- 
kacsy, the painter, was among the foremost. 
Mme. Viardot, the musician, was also there. 
I noticed a great many ladies of fashionable 
society, most of them half-disguised. They 
were anxious to see if the Hungarian maestro 
was as fascinating ia look and manner as 
ever. It is twenty-eight years since he was 
here before. Then he was in the prime of 
life. He never had less than three or four 
ladies in love with him; that is, whom he in 
turn bestowed his affection upon. Of course, 
nearly every woman who saw him tell in love 
with bim. Nor were they much to be biamed, 
for in look, tone, and manner, there never was 
a more fascinating and seductive Don Juan. 
He seemed to exert a mesmeric power that 
could not be withstood. I have seen him enter 
a room filled with laaies who were all 
strangers to him, and, seating himself, 
summon them one by one to his side merely by 
looking at them, and hold them there by the 
same spell. Birds or rabbits never were more 
completely charmed by the eye of a rattie- 
snake. Naturally, there has been a great rush 
of the ladies of Paris to see if he still retains 
bis magic power. Dangerous? O, yes. But 
they enjoy rushing into danger, like moths at 
a candle. I wonder how many will get their 
wings scorched in the ten days of bis stay 
bere, For he is the same Liszt as of old. 
The long hair which falls upon bis shoul- 
ders is now snowy white. The thin, 
smooth face is deeply seamed. But the sunken 
eyes are as full of fire as ever, and the voice 
has its old insinuating sweetness. He speaks 
French with the greatest fluency, and in bis 
epigrams and compliments is distinctively 
Parisian. Indeed, this is not to be wondered 
at, since much of his early life was spent in 
France, and his 75 years have not effaced tne 
impressions which he received in his boyhood. 

I bave said that the famous maestro was 
greeted by the painter Munkacsy. I may add 
that he is the guest of the latter during bis 
stay here, and that Munkacsy is taking ad- 
Vantuge ot the opportunity to painta life-sized 
portrait of hi There was a great reception 
given at M acsy’s mansion Tuesday even- 
ing in honor of Liszt. Great refers to the 
quality rather than the size of the sathering. 
The character of it may be judged from the 
program of the entertainment. There were 
piano pieces played by Saint-Saéns and Diemer; 
another played by Marsick; Birger contrib- 
uted a violoncello solo; Mme. Couneau sang 
two songs; Faure, the illustrious baritone, also 
sang. This brougbt us to the end of the feast 
and the best of the wine, which had been re- 
served till hen. What was it. What, indeed, 
but a piano solo by Liszt himself. It was not 
bis own composition, but one of Schubert's, 
followed, however, by one of bis oon fantasias. 
As usual, all lights were extinguished and 
he played in total darkness. This be has al- 
ways been fond of doing. But tbere is an 
especial reason for it now. His bands have 
become much disfigured by rheumatism, and 
do not move so gracefully over the keyboard 
as they once did. But never did his music 
more impress the audience. Saint-Saéns, 
Birger, Faure, Munkacsy, Viardot, and a score 
of equally eminent persons sat there spell- 
bound, leaning forward with every sense 
strained. Through the gloom they could dim- 
ly see the white cataract of hair. The ladies 
declared they could perceive the gieam of nis 
eyes. Butto the ear the piano uttered some- 
thing more expressive than speech, running 
the gamut of every human passion, until from 
this corner of the room you could bear a sob, 
and from mat a sigh, and when the lights were 
turned up again there were tear-streaming 
eyes, and clasped hands, and heaving bosoms, 
and in the midst of all the maestro, with his 
glittering eyes and bis thin lips wreathed with 
that smile no woman ever forgets, 

Later in the evening I enjoyed achat with 
the maestro about old times. I have eaid that 
be has not been here before for tweaty-cight 
years. It is forty years since he was last in 
England, whither be goes next week. Ons,“ 
he exclaimed, **I must be growing old. See, 
here is what I found in my library the other 
day. Only a dusty old concert program. That 
is all. But it was a concert in London fifty, 
sixty years and more ago. My name is on it. 
See. I was not even ‘Monsieur’ or Mr.“ 
then. Nothing but Master Liszt, a sort of 
childish prodigy at the piano. Master’ Liszt, 
eh? That was well begun, too: for do notymy 
flattering friends call me ‘the master,’ the 
maestro, now?” Pursuing bis réminiscences, 
be told me he had played at Windsor Castle. 
„Before the Queen?” O, no. Earlier than 
that. William IV., then?” No; earlier 
still.“ „Not George IV., surely?“ In- 
deed, yes. And I remember it as 
yesterday. Most of those I used to 
know are dead now, of oburse. Poor 
old Sir Julius Benedict is gone. I remember 
his annual concerts. They were great events 
in the musical season. But they bad ridicu- 
lously long programs. Twenty:-five or thirty 
numbers sometimes. No audience nowadays 
would sit through one of them. Then there 
was Mr. Anderson, who was leader of the 
Royal Band, and his wife, who was an admir- 
able pianist. They are gone, tod. But I shall 
meet many whom I know; those who have 
been so good as to visit me in late years. En- 
glish? Alas, no! I cannot speak it. My 
friends over there must use French or German 
when they talk tome. But I can speak to 
them, even if they do not know my language. 
I talk to them through the piand for music is 
the universal language. I have always been a 
poor linguist. Wben I came to France I forgot 
my German, and had to learn it all over again 
when Iwent home. Thesetwo languages were 
enough for me. I neverdured attempt to 
learn a third.“ 

The Abbé Liszt, it is well known is a man of 
torrid temperament. Even the gnows of age 
have not cooled his ardent blood. The catalog 
of his amours is long drawn out, and not yet 
has be written Huis on it. Vet Abbé 
Is he indeed in holy orders? Most certainly: 
and always wears the long, black soutane or 
priestly robe, buttoned from neck to foot, like 
an Italian priest. Indeed, he has been or- 
dained. He received the tonsure and was in- 
vested with the soutane by no one less than 
the late Pope Pius IX. himself. And this in 
spite of ali his escapudes? Nay, not in spite, 
but because of them! Impossible? True! 
That is, it was because of them that he sought 
entrance to the priesthood. And how was 
that? Listen; the story comes from his own 
lips.” It was comparatively late in life, in 1865, 
that he went to Rome. He had had amours 
innumerable, and had reached almost the 
zenith of his fame. About this time 
he made ardent love to two women 
at the same time. They were both 
married ana of high social’ rank. And 
they were 80 virtuous that they would 
not bestow the fullest tavors of their charms 
upon bim until be had promised to marry 
them. But they were married) already? O. 
yes; so the promise was to take effect as soon 
as they became widows. It ail happened one 
day.“ be said. Mme. la Comtesse —— called 
op me early in the afternoon, and was charm- 
ing beyond description, but provokingly coy. 
Finaliy I declared, ‘I will marry you as soon 
as you become a widow,’ and that satisfied 
her. She was mine. Then] only an hour later 
came Mme. la Princesse —, and she, too, was 
charming but coy. It was imprudent, but how 
could I help it? ‘Be mine,’ I besought her, 
‘and I will make you my wife as soon as you 
are a widow.’ And she, too, consented. In- 
deed, I was most happy! Why not? But what 
diadierie of luck! Within a month Prince 
died! Naturally Mme. la Princesse —-, his 
widow, looked to me to, fulfill my 
promise. 1 might have done ii. 
but lo! the very day of the 
funeral, M. le Comte —— died also! And 
his widow aiso looked to me to marry her! 
Parbleu! Was not that a protty fix? I might 
not have objected to wedding them both, but 
the law does not sanction bigamy. And, be- 
sides, neither of them knew I was pledged to 
the other, and—well, 1 had lived too long to be 
ignorant of a woman’s capacity for jealousy. 
What could 1 do? What could 1do? ‘He that 
loves and runs away may live to love another 
day! Yes, Iran away. I went to Rome. I 
sought refuge in the church. A man in holy 
orders cannot wed. But he may continue to 
love. Aha! Ihad it! The Cardinal Hohen- 
lobe was my good friend. Through his inter- 
cession 1 was quickly made an abbé. Then I 
was safe, and the tair widows might rage and 
imagine a vain thing, but they could not make 
me marry them!” I may add that 
M. Liszt soon persuaded Mme. la Prin- 
cesse —— to forgive him and love him as 


He treasures it highly as a souvenir. I ought 
to add that the deaths of the husbands of these 
fair dames were entirely due to natural causes, 
so that there is no room to suspect any foul 
play. It was merely a coincidence that the 
died and when they did. Ah,“ says the Ab 
“but it was a most embarrassing coincidence, 
I assure you! And from that day to this I have 
religiously avoided making promises I would 
not wish to fulfill!”’ : 

Liszt has never fully recovered from the 
shock caused by the death of his son. This 
young man, Daniel, was the only one of the 
three children of Liszt and Mme. d' Agoul tthat 
inherited the paternal genius. Had be lived be 
might have become even a greater musician 
than his father. I remember bim as a student 
here at the Lycee Bonaparte. He was distin- 
guished as a scholar, and easily took the higu- 
est honors and prizes of his class. His father 
did not wish him to give bimself up to music. 
But heredity was too strong. The boy studied 
the piano without bis father’s knowledge and 
became a brilliant artist. He devoted bis at- 
tention largely to Chopin's music, and I have 
heard him render that composer’s most diffi- 
cult works with a perfection of execution that 
would have done credit to the elder Liszt or to 
Rubinstein. The abbé bad no idea his son bad 
learned to play until then. And tnen he was 
quite reconciled to it, and looked upon his son 
as his natural successor in the art. But 
the lad died suddenly, and his father 
bas never since been able to speak 
of him without tears. The other children of 
Lizt and Mme d' Agoult were two daughters, 
Blondine and Cosima. The former married M. 
Emile Ollivier, the Prime Minister of Napoleon 
III. She died afew years ago with an unsul- 
lied reputation. The otber daughter inherited 
her parents’ waywardness. She was first mar- 
ried to Hans von Bülow, the p‘anist. But 
Richard Wagner came to visit them, and she 
fell, under the power of his magnstic person- 
ality, just asso many women had fallen vic- 
tims to her father’s spell. So she presently 
discarded Von Bülow and became known as 
Mme. Wagner. This by no means caused an 
enmity between the two men. Indeed, it was 
an additional tie of friendship between Wag- 
ner and Von Bülow, and it was often remarked 
that the fair Cosima seemed to hold sway 
equally over both their hearts. Mme. d’Agoult, 
the mother of Liszt's children, you are of course 
familiar with in literature under her nom de 
plume, Daniel Stern,“ whence the son, Dan- 
iel Liszt, received his baptismal name.

A DANGEROUS WOMAN. 


Her Faculty of Changing Her Appearance 
While “Shoving the Queer.“ 

Secret service detective in Detroit Free Press: 
In January, 1863, the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury was notified that a new and dangerous 
counterfeit on a Cincinnati National Bank had 
been put afloat in Boston. The detective bu- 
reau being notified in turn, I was detailed on 
the case, and left for Boston the same day. 
About $2,000 of the queer had been floated in 
one day, and the work had been doue bya 
woman. At one place she had purchased $600 
worth of diamonds, at another a $250 gold 
watch, at another a diamond bracelet. The 
goods in all cases were such articles as could 
be sold again for at least half their value. 

Each victimized party described ber differ- 
ently. At the first place she was a blonde, plain- 
ly dressed. At the next she was a brown-haired 
woman in mourning; at the third sbe had black 
hair, was showily dressed, and claimed relation- 


ship to a well-known family. After a day spent 
in taking notes and making deductions I came 
to the conclusion that there was only one 
woman in the case, and that she had assumed 
disguises. Boston was thoroughly searched 
for her, and I had not yet found aclew, when 
the Chief telegraphed me that she had appeared 
in Philadelphia. I reached that city to find that 
she had purchased $1,600 worth of diamonds at 
one piace and $800 worth at another, paying, 
of course, in counterfeit bills. The first jewel- 
er described her as a showy woman, witb gold 
in ber upper front teeth. The second jeweler 
described her as very plain and demure, and he 
was sure that she had no gold in her teeth, 

I had set out under the belief that I bad only 
one woman to deal with, and I would not now 
admit there were two. I looked Philadelphia 
high and low for females bearing the descrip- 
tion, and at the end of four days received an- 
other telegram from headquarters. She had 
appeared in Pittsburg, where she had made 
three different purchases of jewelers. I 
hastened to the Smoky City as soon as possible, 
and, lo! the three descriptions given were so 
entirely different that one was almost sure 
there were three different women at work 
floating off the counterfeits. 

One jeweler bad been mashed on his custom- 
er, and had therefore taken particular notice 
that her eyes were blue, ber hair brown, and 
her hight medium. She had gold in her upper 
front teeth, and was affected in her ways and 
speech. The second jeweler wasn’t mashed, 
but be was an old detective, and he noticed 
that she had brown eyes, dark hair, a mole on 
her chin, and- plain, white teetb. There was 
nothing affected about her. The third jeweler 
could swear that she had black hair, gold in 
her iower teeth, a slight squint to one eye, and 
stammered a bit as sbe talked. 

I hunted Pittsburg for three days, but met 
with no success, Believing she would next 
turn up at Indianapolis, I started for that city 
without orders, taking a slieeping-car on a night 
train. It was a woman who had the lower 
berth next to mine, and as I looked her over I 
made up my mind that she was a school-teach- 
er and an old maid. She had red hair, dressed 
piainly, and paid not the slightest attention to 
anv one. When tbe porter came to make her 
berth he placed a rathey bulky satchel belong- 
ing to her on the seat at my feet, and she 
found a temporary seat at the other end of the 
car. The jar of the cars jostied the satchel to 
the floor after a bit, and, as I stooped over to 
pick it up, 1 found the floor covered with wigs, 
cosmetics, small brushes, pieces of crayon, 
and false teeth. There were three wigs of dif- 
terent colors, and two upper and two under 
sets of teeth. In one the gold was in the 
upper, in the other it was in the lower. 

Well, you may believe that, with my mind 
full of the mysterious woman and her disguise, 
I was not long in concluding that I had stum- 
bledgjupon the person wanted. I replaced the 
articles in the satchel and walked over to her 
and made known my errand. She gave me a 
terrible tongue-lashing and called on the pas- 
sengers for protection; but when I revealed 
my identity and emptied the contents of the 
satchel on a seat she gave iu. We got off at 
Steubenville, and when I had her searched 
over $4,000 in the counterfeits was brought to 
light, but her purchases were not to be found, 
she baving shipped them to confederates. She 
was the wife of the notorious ** Black Dan,“ 
and the pair were the most dangerous couple 
in America at that time. We got her husband 
ma week or two, and while he got a sentence 
of twenty-two years she got off with seven. 


HOOP-SKIRTS AS FERTILIZERS. 

From Notes on Oyster Culture at Cold Spring 
Harbor, N. 1: Mr. Henry C. Bunce has for 
several years past with much persistency con- 
tinued throwing overboard on his oyster 
grounds every season thousands of bushels of 
tin cans, hoop-skirts, branches of trees, and 
other rubbish ot various kinds. He now finds 


a splendid set of oysters on these odd recep- 


tacles. Some old hoop-skirt frames and tin 
cans contain hundreds of the young oysters 
nicely started, while the boughs of trees are 
thoroughly weighted down withthem. The 
theory of Mr. Bunce is that the spawn floats 
along about a foot or more from the bottom 
and is more readily collected by the boughs 
and preserved. In support of this theory he 
finds boughs at the hight of a foot or more 
from the bottom covered with the small seed 
oysters, while the shells on the bottom near 
and surrounding these boughs contain none. 
The boughs will in time rot down and the large 
oysters find a secure resting-piace on the bot- 
tom, 


A LIVELY ALLIGATOR BY MAIL. 

New York Sun: A live alligator sixteen in- 
ches long was received in the newspaper mail. 
at the post-office building yesterday. It was in 
a paste board box strengthened on the top and 
bottom with slabs of wood, and wrapped about 
with strings and rubber bands. Two holes put 
in one end of the box supplied air to the rep- 
tile. The assistant superintendent of maiis 
clipped the wrappings with his scissors. 
Through one of the air holes he stuck the lead 
pencil which he took from behind his ear, and 
ina flash the pencil was seized and the end 
chéwed toa brush. Then the assistant super- 
intendent chose the opposit end of the pack- 
age for further investigation. He raised the 
lid of the box slightly and saw the alligator. 
The reptile was sent to the 4nquiry department. 
There it was dumped into a pan of water, and 
the Washington authorities were asked if they 
wanted an alligator, for the beast ig forfeited.

Tue victim of 
the dreaded disease was 
a Russian mujik, who, 
with eighteen others, 
had been bitten the Ist 

MUJIKS. of March last by mad 
wol ves. Dr. Pasteur is informed by pbysicians 
from Russia that bites from rabid wolves are 
very common in Russia, and that 95 per cent 
of those bitten by such brutes die of hydropho- 
bia. This is the first time that the world has 
heard anything about mad wolves, and proofs 
of the assertions of the Russian physicians will 
be awaited with interest. At the inquest held 
upon the body of the hapless mujik, however, 
an exawination revealed tne presence in the 
man's cheek-bone of a portion of a decayed 
tooth that undoubtedly belonged to the wolf 
by which he had been bitten. Now, the teeth 
ot most fiesb-eating animals are poisonous, 
because unclean. A wolf does not need to be 
mad for its bite to produce death. Bilood- 
poisoning is the inevitable result of wolf- 
wounds when neglected, or when the blood of 
the victim is in an impure state. There are 
hundreds and hundreds of villages in Russia 
where the entire population oi peasants are 
afflicted with hereditary disease, and on whom 


the bite of any wolf, mad or not mad, is liable 
to prove fatal. 


PURSUED BY THE WOLVES. 

That wolves do attack the Russian mujiks 
occasionally may be accepted as the fact. In 
the present case we have to imagine that the 
wolves, driven by hunger, attacked the live 
stock of a Russian communal village, and that 
the nineteen mujiks, including the priest, re- 
ceived their wounds in attempting to drive the 
brutes away from their quarry. But that the 
wolves were mad 1s questionable. They were des- 
perate and dangerous, but that they had rabies 
has yet to be proved. There ure thousands of 
people who have been attacked by wolves in 
Russia who have recovered without showing 
any signs of bydrophobia. The peasants of the 
interior districts of Russia have every winter to 
deiend their stock from wolves, and some- 
times to defend their own lives. But wolves 
do not attack human beings as a rule, and the 
Russian peasant is not particularly afraid of 
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KEEPING OFF THE WOLVES, 


During my winter journey across Siberia I 
was somewhat disappointed at seemg so few 
wolves. In my journey of 3,000 miles across 
the steppe: I saw ouly fourteen, eleven in one 
band, two in another, and one solitary brute 
at a distance prowling about on the ice of the 
Yenisei. But the sled is a great piace 
wherein to brood wolf stories. When you are 
lying down under your furs at night and the 
sied passing quickly over the frozen roads you 
imagine, if the weather is not extremely cold, 
that you can bear the deep growling of wolves 
following your sied. If the weather 1s terribly 
cold you hear. what you imagine to be the 
short, quick yelpwnz of a thousand famished 
brutes after you. It is a dreadful sound when 
you first hear it, but you soon learn to know 
that this peculiar noise, which, assisted br the 
Imagination. you fancy to be made by flery- 
mouthed wolves, is caused by the wooden run- 
ners passing over the crisp snow. Travelers’ 
Siberian wolf stories are, I am afraid, too often 
the result of imagination. No book of travels 
on Russia or Siberia would, of course, be 
complete without them. My first experience 
of the alleged wolf was two days out from 
Orenburg. We were crossing the Ural Mount- 
ains. It was about midnight when on one of the 
highest ridges the jingle of the bells suddenly 
ceased, and the yemshik cameto say that he 
was off the road and that the six horses could 
not extricate the sied from the snow-bank into 
which he had run. I was inside the sied 
with my interpreter. We emerged from our 
cosy nest of furs and looked around us. A 
violent drift storm was raging, and the nearest 
post-station was ten miles away on the other 
side of the mountain. We decided to send two 
of the yemshiks (we had three) on horseback 
to the next village to bring assistance of 
horses and men. Seeing these depart, the 


yemshik-in-chief seemed to become possessed 


of terror at being left behind with the remain- 
ing horses, and he insisted on following the 


other two. 


LASSOOING WOLVES IN SUMMER. 

To prove how little danger the natives and 
dwellers of the Orenburg steppes consider they 
are in from wolves I may say that the drivers 
scarcely ever notice their presence: The 
Kirgbese and Cossacks who dweil on the Uren- 
burg plains bave much ot their best sport in 
woilf-hunting. Whenever tbey want to chastise 
the brutes for robbing them of their stock and 
devouring a fat lamb or two, they mount their 
fleet little horses, and, armed with a heavy 
club, set out to hunt down the marauders on 
the steppes. This they can easily do when the 
snow is deep and not yet firmly frozen over, 
since the wolf sinks through the snow at every 
step and soon becomes exhausted, until finally 
be sits down on his haunches in the snow and 
quietly awaits for the bunter to knock him on 
the bead with bis club. In summer the Kirghese 
hunt the wolves down in a similar manner on 
the steppes, using a lasso insfead of a club. 
The high prickly growth of the prairies pre- 
vents the brutes from running far, and they 
fall an easy prey to the hunter. As 
for wolves following the sleds 1 am in- 
clined to doubt that they do this on 
the great post-roads. It is the one absorbing 
task of a traveler in Siberia to tell when he gets 
home of the wild race before the pursuing 
wolves, to describe how he hot the one near- 
est the sledge, how the brute’s companions 
stopped to devour their late leader, while the 
yemstik whipped up his borses at terrific 
speed until the danger was past and the trav- 
eler was safely deposited at the next post- 
Station. These stories are capital reading in 
books, but the facts of the cases are quite dif- 
ferent. At every stanzia or post-nouse there 
are a number of good-natured dogs, pets of the 
yemshiks, who dearly love to follow their mas- 
ter or friend to the next station and back. 
Most frequently a couple of dogs will take it 
into their heads to journey in company, hav- 
ing nothing else in the wide world to do. But 
the expedition may prove dangerous to them 
if undertaken at night, for the traveler, if he 
happen to look out of bis sled, is very apt to 
mistake them for wolves and shoot one of them 
before the yemsbik bas time to stop bim. And 
a dead dog is quite as useful as a dead wolf for 
the story-book of the Siberian traveler. 

The wounded yemshiks who are now under 
Dr. Pasteur's care bave doubtless had to deal 
with amore dangerous class of wolves than 


THE DORMAN LIBRAKY SALE. 


Attendance Large and Bidding Brisk— 
Some of the Prices Paid. 

New York Tribune, April 7: The sale of the 
Dorman library, which was continued yester- 
day afternoon and evening at the Leavitt sales- 
room, opened with the collection of art books 
gathered by the Chicago bibliophile. The at- 
tendance was larger than on the day before. 
The first lot offered was an album of water- 
color sketches from the collection of Louis 
Philippe, containing an autograph of Queen 
Amelie. This interesting volume sold for $45. 
A scrap-book containing many of Bartolozzi’s 
engravings sold for $16, and Tuer's catalog 
of the same engraver for 816 also. A copy 
of Bartsch in twenty-two volumes brought 
$90.75. A vellum proof ot Beurch’s celebrated 
„Bull“ went for $33, another impression bring- 
ing $17. Jeremy Taylor sold rather for the 
binding than for the text, the former being the 
prize binding of Bedford. The book sold for 
$60, while another example of old French 
binding, formerly belonging to Louis XV., 
brought only $22. Blake's Dante's Inferno“ 
illustrations brougbt $55, and Toung's Night 
Thouguts $42. The Liber Veritatis,.“ by 
Claude Lorraine, a remarkably’ choice 
copy, was bought for Mr. Astor for $415. 
Crowe and Cavalcaselle sold for $47.50. 
Gould’s magfilficent volumes were eagerly bid 
for, the “Humming Birds“ selling for $215, 
the “Birds of Great Britain’’ for $295, the 
**Mammals of Australia for $111, and two 
single volumes for $55 and $40 each. A poor 
copy of Hogarth’s works sold for $37, and Mrs. 
Jameson's works for $48. Maclan's Claus 
went for $54, and Ottley’s Eugravings for 
$54. Roberts“ Holy Land” was bought for 
$132, and a New York edition of Ruskin on 
large paper for $40.50, exactly half the publisb- 
ing price. The Turner Gallery’ brought 
$110, and Turner’s ** Englana and Wales $62, 
while Turner’s * Rogers’ Italy sold for $77. 

The evening session began with the Cruik- 
shankiana—an original water-color sketch by 
the artist, being a portrait of himself, heading 
the list and selling for $70. Four etchings sold 
tor $28, and a set of twenty-four for $42. The 
„»Grimm's Stones,“ illustrated by Cruikshank, 
went for $121, and a volume of eighty proof 
etchings for $46. His comic almanac; from 
„35 to 53 sold for $76. Among the ndtable 
„ Facetim sold were a rare edition of Boc- 
caccio, dated 175761, which brought $57.50; 
a collecuon of engravings tor Cassanova's 
** Memoirs,” which sold for $36, and a copy-ef 
D’ Aussy’s Fables, which brought $45. ‘An 
ill.strated La Fontaine sold for $42, Sterne's 
„Sentimental Journey (the original Leloir 
edition) brought $35, and Voltaire’s ** Pucelle’”’ 
sold for $66, while the Beaumarchai's Voltaire, 
in seventy volum brought only $38. Almost 
the last book sold Was the Prince Demidoff's 
copy of “La Pucelle, which reached $134. 
The two days’ sales aggregate uearly $16,500 
for 920 lots.

Legislation In Behalf of a Blind Mute Girl 
in Massachusetts. 

Boston (Mass.) Dispatch to New York Trib- 
une: An appeal will be made to the Legisia- 
ture within afew days to enact a law provid- 
ing for the proper care and instruction of deaf 
mute children who are blind. The particular 
reason why legislation in this direction is 
sought at the present time isto furnish an op- 
portunity for the proper training ofa little 
girl afflicted inthe manner above described, 
but whose youth, health, and great activity of 
body and mind give reasonabie promise that if 
she is blessed with the opportunities of expert 
instruction, now beyond her reach, she may 
develop into a second Laura Bridgman. 

Edith M. Thomas, ofgMaplewood, a daughter 
ol Fred M. Thomas, bas recently passed 
ber seventh birthday. When 4 years of age 
she became a victim of a malignant attack of 
diphtheria, probably aggravated by scarlet- 
fever. She was sick for more than six months, 
and as she began to gain streugth she rapidly 
lost both sight and bearing, and in a few 
months became deaf and entirely bereft of 
sight. For some time she retained ber speech, 
but being unable to hear sounds of any kind, 
or to gain help by watching the lips of others, 
her speech soon became a series of haif articu- 
late muttering, and now she is rarely intellig- 
ble. In the meantime, however, she has de- 
veloped into a strong, healthy, rosy-cheeked 
giri, full of romp and frolic and happiness, 
and seemingly fast losing recollections of 
Those other days.“ previous to ber sickness, 
to which she would sometimes allude before 
her speech wholly failed. With ber hands she 
is remarkably dexterous, and while unable to 
receive impressions from others, she is a true 
child of nature, comes and goes as sae lists. 
She dresses and feeds herself, accomplishes 
some rude feats at needlework, runs up and 
down stairs and about garden as if in full pos- 
session of her sight, and even contrives to 
make herself useful in the household. En- 
dowed with a generous proportion of feminine 
pride in tine attire, this blind girl, when once 
she has been arrayed ina new dress, will by 
no means consent to return even temporarily 
to the old one. She isa source of constant 
study and enjoyment to all who know her, and 
the brightest bones are entertainud that, with 
her patient, joyous disposition and mental and 
physical activity, she will develop wonderiul 
possibilities, if she can be biessed with those 
opportunities for the providing of which the 
State’s solons are soon to be approached. The 
census of 1885 reports only three cases in the 
Commonwealth ot blind deaf mutes. Of these 
one is idiotic. Nothing is known of the second 
and the third is Laura Bridgman.

His Four-Hundred-Dollar Banquet—The

O,“ said Gen. Butler, with a laugh, that 
item is easily explained. ‘Banguet’ is the 
New-Orleans name for street, ana that $400 was 
spent for fixing the street between tne Post- 
Office and St. Charles Hotel.’ 

After the laughter over this item had subsided, 
the Treasury official said: Well, Gen. Butler, 
I have no doubt these accounts are all right, 
and if you will explain satisfactorily one other 
item I will pass them. Here is a charge of $50 
for a hand-organ anda monkey. Now what 
possible use a band-organ and a monkey would 
be to the United States Government, or to you 
as its General, I cannot see.“ 

Gen. Butler then told the following: “I can 
also explain that band-organ-and-monkey item. 
It was the hottest time of my campaign about 
Baltimore.

Organ who hada very large monkey. As 1 
drew nearer I noticed that the man playing the 
organ looked very much like a smart Irishman 
whom I had among my soldiers. I said noth- 
ing, but went back to my headquarters, and 
calling up the Irishman, in whom I nad perfect 
confidence, I gave him some money and told 
him to go and buy out tne musician. He did 
80. He bought the band-organ, the monkey, 
and the musician's clothes, and paid $50 for 
them. Dressed in these [sent him out asa 
spy. He traveled all the surrounding country 
and gave me some very valuable information. 
This information was worth thousands of 
dollars to the United States Government, and.“ 
concluded Gen. Butler, you can thus see why 
it paid the United States to pay $50 for a hand- 
organ and a monkey.”
